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In this new edition of the Guide to the Countiea 
of Hereford and Monmouth the alphabetical 
arrangement is adopted for the convenience of 
tonrista. Places of mnor importance are grouped 
in the " Vicinity " of those which are deemed of 
suEBoient interest to require a separate and detailed 
description. This principle of arrangement, it is 
hoped, will enable the tourist readily to turn up 
such places, even without the aid of the very full 
index given at the end of the volume 
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HISTORY AND DBSCRIPTION OF THE CWtlNTY. 

The County of Hereford lies on the borders of Sonth 
Wales. ItB form is an ellipse, rendered irregular by 
some of its detached parishes lying beyond the general 
outline. It ia bounded on the north by Shropshire, 
on the north-east and east by Worcestershire, on the 
south-east by Gloucestershire, on the south-vest by 
Monmouthshire, on the west by Brecknockshire, and 
on the north-west by Badnorshire. The geological 
formation is princlp^y of the old red sutdstone. 
This formation contains a very small number of fossils, 
and these are chiefly to be seen near Downton Castle. 
On the eastern side the strata lie from north to south, 
but this direction has been frequently disturbed by 
local causes. On the vesteru side the strata lie from 
north-east'to south-west, but here also eruptive ridges 
of trap rock have sometimes reversed their direction. 
Limestone of different qualities has been discovered 
in many places. The soil consists of a mixture of 
marl and earth, with occasional beds of gravel ; fuller's 
earth also abounds in some districts. 

The surface of the country pleases the eye by its 
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finely-divereified features. The landscape presents a 
continuous succossion of level ground and swelling 
heights, and in this respect is thought to resemble 
the central parts of Kent. The Hatteral or Black 
Mountain Eange, on the Bouth-west border of the 
county, is the highest elevation in the county. The 
prospect &oni these summits, as well as from those 
of the Malvern Hills on the east, is extensive and 
interesting. There are numerous lesser elevations in 
different parts of the county, some of them striking - 
in themselves, and others affording views of consider- 
able extent and beauty. Among them may be men- 
tioned a range of hills running parallel to the Black 
Mountains, beginning about 2 miles north-east of 
them and stretching towards Clifford, the principal 
heights being Myndd Ferddyn on the south, and 
Ousop Hill and Vargar Hill on the north. Other 
rangea of importance are the Saddlebow and Garway 
Hills, which skirt the left bank of the river Munnow. 
In the extreme south of the county are the hills of 
Uttle Doward and Great Doward; — on the north, 
those of Downton and Leintwardine, while near the 
centre are Diumore, Westhope, Badnage, and Eaton. 
Turning from the heights to the valleys, we survey 
a country of remarkable productiveness, abounding 
in rich pasturage, fruitful orchards, and flourishing 
woodland. The principal rivers of Herefordshire 
are, the Wye, Lugg, Teme, Arrow, Frome, Ledden, 
Dore, Munnow, and Garron, of which the Wye is 
the most celebrated, owing to the picturesque scenery 
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which adorns its channel The climate yariea with 
the elevation and expoaore, and is commonly very- 
healthy, as the generally long-Uved population proves. 
During the dominioD of the ancient Britons, this 
county was named ETcinac or Ereinwg, &om which 
its present name may have heen derived. Its earliest 
inhabitants were the Silures, a brave and hardy race, 
who also occupied the adjacent counties of South 
Wales. This tribe, under the leadership of the 
heroic Caractacus, united with the people of North 
Wales in a determined resistance to the Roman arms. 
They defended themselves with great success against 
their assailants, tiU the betrayal of their chieftain to 
the enemy, by a princess of a neighbouring tribe, 
paralysed their patriotic efforts. Their martial spirit, 
however, soon revived j and for 70 years they main- 
tained the independence of their territory, till the 
mihtary talents of Julius Frontinus, A.D. 73, com- 
pelled them to retire to the fastnesses of Wales, 
and added their abandoned country to the Soman 
Empire, under the name of Britannia Secunda. On 
the departure of their conquerors, the expelled natives 
reasserted their former rights, but their interval of 
restoration was brief; the Saxon followed the Soman 
invasion, and the country of the Silnres was incor- 
porated in the English kingdom of Mercta. For a 
brief interval the Danish invaders expelled the Saxons 
from these territories ; but soon the Danes were in 
their turn driven out, and the kingdom of Mercia 
made to constitute one member of the heptarchy. 
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under the reign of Egbert. Duriog the ware which 
ocourred between the reign of tbia prince ajid the 
complete sabjagation of Wales, Herefordshire Buffered 
severely from the lacurslons of the ancient Britona. 
A considerable part of the county was included in 
the "Marchea" — the debatable ground between the 
Weleh and the English, and was frequently disturbed 
by the inroads of the rival claimants. The chief 
event in connection with these disputes was an 
invasion by a Welsh prince named Gryffth in 1055. 
He defeated his opponents under the Earl of Here- 
ford, captured the city of Hereford and plundered 
it, burned the Cathedral, and then retired loaded with 
spoils. With the exception of these border feuds, 
no event occurred which immediately affected this 
county until the crown of England was in dispute 
between Stephen and Maud, the daughter of Henry I. 
Oeoffi'ey de Talbot and Gobert Earl of Gloucester 
espoused the cause of Maud j and, during the struggle 
which followed the declaration of their attachment 
to the Empress, the castle of Weobley, which had 
been garrisoned agamst Stephen, was razed to the 
ground. In the disturbed reign of Edward IL the 
count; saw much trouble, as the King on hia march 
to Berkeley Castle, where he was put to death, stayed 
on his way at Ledbury ; and it was at Hereford that 
his favourites, Hugh de Spencer, Baldoe, and Eedlng, 
were executed. Again the historic interest of Here- 
fordshire is suspended, till we reach the period of 
the Wars of the Roses. On Candlemas Eve, 1461, 
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in the parisli of Kingaland, the Houses of York and 
Lancaster fonght the battle of Mortimer's Gross, 
where the slaughter was great on both sides, 4000 
being left dead on the field ; and many noted men 
of Wales were taken prisoners, among whom waa 
Owen Tador, who was afterwards beheaded in Here- 
ford and buried in the Church of the Greyfriare, 
near the present Wye bridge. The immediate site 
of the battle was Kingsland Field, where a pillar waa 
erected in 1799 to commemorate the event, In the 
civil wars of the 17th century, Herefordshire adhered 
to the Toyal cause. The city of Hereford was garri- 
soned for the King, but was surrendered without 
resistance to the Parliamentary army under Sir 
William Waller. It afterwards fell a prey to the 
Scots, but was relieved by Charles in his retreat 
from Naaeby. Since that period the history, of 
Herefordshire has presented no facts deserving of 
special mention, 

ANTIGUmES. 
Herefordshire has numerous relics of its earlier 
inhabitants. On a hill at Dorstonp there is a tall 
column of stone, commonly behev^d to be part of a 
Druidical temple. A line of entrenchments, originally 
British, but occupied by the Bomuis, is supposed to 
begin at the Malvern Hills, and extend to Whitburn, 
Thombary, Crofl, Brandon (near Leintwardine), and 
Goxwall Knoll (near Brampton Brian), making thus 
the circuit of about half the county. There is con- 

.^■"^'Sl'^ 
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sidetable diBagreement among antiquEtries regarding 
the site of the two Roman towns Magna Caslm and 
Arkonium, which must have been within the bounds 
of this county. One of them, there can be little 
doubt, was at Kenchester, where aimour, pottery, 
etc., are frequently discovered. This was probably 
the Magna Castra. Several Koman roads are dis- 
tinctly traceable. Watling Street enters the county 
near Brandon, and passes through Wigmore, Ken- 
chester, Kingston, and Dore, to Abergavenny in 
Monmouthshire^ The most perfect remains are on 
Four Ways Common, near Madley. A third road 
enters the county &om Worcester, and passes across 
Frome-Hill, and through Stretton Grandison, Lu^- 
bridge, Holmer, and Stretton Sugwas, to Kenchester. 
Yet another road, called the Ridgeway, can be traced 
south of the Herefordshire Beacon, where it extends 
in a circle towards Eastnor, a portion of it forming 
the drive through the deer-park. Another enters 
the county on the north-east from Gloucestershire 
and appears to have connected the stations of Glevum 
(Gloucester), Ariconium, Blestinm (Monmouth), and 
Burrium (Usk), Under the Saxons the famous Offa's 
Dyke was constructed, the remains of which are still 
visible irom Bridge Sollers to Mansel Gamage, also 
at TJpperton or Offa's Town near Lyonshall, Bullock's 
Mill, Knill Garraway, under Ditch Hill, round 
Evencoid Hill, and thence north to Knighton. The 
Dyke was a ditch 12 feet wide, 6 feet deep, with a 
mound of earth 10 feet high. Ruins of old castles 
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are numerous ; the chief are to be found at Brampton 
Bryan, Clifford, Huntington, Goodrich, Kilpec, Long- 
town, Lyonshall, Wigmore, and Wilton. Kinnersley 
Castle, in the parish of Kinnersley, is one of the oldest 
inhabited houses known, as it is said to have been 
built before the Norman Conquest ; and at Brinsop 
there is a very curiously-fortified house, now occupied 
as a farmhouse. Antiquities of more recent dat« 
are numerous, being for the moat part to be met 
with in churches, which present fine specimens 
of architecture, from Early Normiin to the latest 
Perpendicular. 

The Datives of this couoly leet known to fame are Boger 
Mortiiner (1287-1830), Earl of Hardi, paramour of Qaeen 
leabella; Eobert Deyeraui (1667-1801), Earl of Esaei, the 
foroimte of Qaeeu Elizabedi ; Sir John OMcaatle, "the good 
Lold Cobham," martyred for hia adherence to the Befonnation 
doctrines, 1417 ; Richard Haklujt (1553-1816), an eminent 
naval bistoriaji ; John Gajllim (156S-1621), a noted heraldic 
writer; Milea Smith, D.D. (1568-1621), ona of the translatora 
of the Bible, und afterwards Bishop of Qloucester ; Edmund 
Gnnter (1581-1626), a celebrated mathsmaticiaTj ; Dr. John 
Beal (1603-1883), the divine and philosopher; John Kyrle 
(1632-1721), the "Man of Eoss ; " David Gatriek (I7I8-1779), 
"the English Boscius;" John Pries, historian of Hereford- 
shire, died 1802 ; John Boss, Bishop of Eietcr, a, noted classical 
scholar and author, bom 1719, died 1792; Mrs. Browning, 
andioi of "Aurora Leigh," and othsr poems, died 1861. It 
ma; also be mentioned that connected nith this county were 
Fair Rosamond, the mistress of Henij II,, and Hell Gwynne, 
the favourit* of Cbarlea U. 

The area of Herefordshire is S33 square miles, or 632,898 
statDte acres. The population, according to the census of 1881, 
was 121,042 (59,746 males, and 61,296 females), exhibiting » 
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decreoM of 1822 perioiu Bince 1871. TMs county retarns 6 
members to ParliuneDt, viz. — S for the coonty, 2 for tha citf 
of Hereford, and 1 for tlie borongh of Leominster. Hereford is 
the M&t of a bishopric, and is inclnded in the province of 
Canterbury. The conntj is divided into 11 hnndreds, and 
221 parishes. The principal market-townB are — Hereford, 
Leominster, Boss, Weoble;, Ledbnry, and Kington. 

In the nirsl di/itrict« of Hereford the greater ptrt of the 
land is in tillage, and in the Ticinit; of the towns it is 
coltiTated aa meadow or pasture. The iii^ lands are gene- 
rally planted with oak, which is cut at intervals of from 
miteen to twenty years, chiefly tor the sake of the bark. 
Among the crops grown in the low lands, wheat is that to 
which tlie fermer devotea most labonr. Hops are cnltiyated 
in the middle and eastern parts of the county. Orchards 
abound in every district ; and the soil seems to he eitremelj' 
&TOurable to the growth of the apple. The mannfactnra of 
cidsr is largely carried on in the connty. Cider is a common 
beTerage in every house. 

This connty gives its name to a celebrated breed of cattle. 
Their coloor is red ; they have white or mottled faces ; and 
they are generally white along the back and about tlie legs. 
The flesh of the Herefords brings a higher price in the market 
than that of either the DeTons or the Dnrhams. These cattle 
have long been celebrated ; as early as the close of the thirteenth 
centory Bobert of Gloucester wrote thns — 

" In the county of Canterbury moat fiali is. 
And most chase of wHd beast about Salisbury I wis ; 
At London ships most, and wine at Winchester, 
At Hereford iheep and oam, and fruit at Worcester." 

The Herefordshire breed of cattle is now being introduced with 
great success in America and many of onr colonies. The usnol 
breed of sheep is a cross between the Leicester and Byeland. 
The real Byeland sheep (which were named from a district in 
tJie south part of the county) are now eitinct They were 
small, white-faced, and hornless. In symmetry of form, and 
shape, and flavour of their meat, they were very snperior, and 
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in quality of wool wece almost nnrivKUed. Hones for farm 
vork are hteA in great nmabera, and are of Cur quality. The 
□orthem part of tlie cotmtj is celebrated for the breeding of 
riding and coach horses. 

Herefordshire has no prodnotiTe minea ; and iB only manu- 
facture ia that of bricks. At Lugwardine near Hereford there 
is a, large manubctorj of encaostic tiles. 

The county is wdl supplied with the focilitdea of railmy 
cotnmiuLication, and in many respects is one of the most 
enjoyable districts for a summer jaimt. 
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BROMYARD. 

Inns : Falam, Sop Pole, Bay Horae. 
From Hentord, 14 mllea N.E. ; LeomlDster, 13 B. 

The small market-town of Broutard is pleasantly 
situated near the river Frome, in the midst of oroharda 
Its mamifactures and its trade are limited, consisting 
chiefly of malting and tanning ; and spade-handle or 
spittle-tree making is carried on for the trade of 
Birmingham. Hops are extensively grown in the 
neighbourhood. A market is held every Monday. 
From the place called the Downs, an open common 
of 350 acres, splendid views of the coqntry around 
may be obtained; the mountains of Badnorshire, 
Brecon, the Clee Hills, ftnd Malvern Hills, are all 
within sight, 

The Chukch, dedicated to St. Peter, will be found 
worthy of a visit. Originally, in the opinion of many 
antiquaries, of pure Saxon architecture, it has under- 
gone alterations at various periods, but some of its 
most interesting features have been preserved. Thus, 
the roof was heightened a good many years ago, and 
the columns of the nave had necessarily to be 
lengthened, but the original capitals were preserved. 
The edifice consists of nave, with aisles, chancel. 
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porch, and tower, the latter containing a good peal 
of bells. lb contaioB a great number of monuments, 
and a neat vindow of stained glasa The south door 
is circular, and adorned with the zigzag ornamenta- 
tion, evidently Norman rather than Saion. Above it 
is a tigure of St Peter and the cross. 

The other places of public worship are chapels in 
connection with the Baptist, Wesleyan, and Inde- 
pendent denominations. The Free Grammar School, 
founded by Queen Elizabeth, haa been considerably 
augmented by the Goldsmiths' Company, and is nov 
in a very flourishing condition. The principal charity 
is a row of almshouses for the relief of aged widows, 
founded by the Eev. P. Jackson, sometime vicar of 
this parish. There is likewise a Cottage Hospital 
for the relief of poor patients ; it is supported by sub- 
scriptions, and is available for residents within 7 
miles of Bromyard. 

Bromyard may form a convenient centre for the 
exploration of the north-eastern comer of the county. 

Northwards we have, at 2 miles' distance, the 
hamlet of Edtin Eauh, containing a small cruciform 
Churcl^ ot very ancient date, in the interior of which 
are some old and time-worn monuments. Near the 
Church is a circular piece of ground, surrounded by a 
deep ditch, supposed to have been the site of a castle. 

ThORNBURY, 3 miles farther distant, to the north- 
east, has an old Church, in the Norman style of archi- 
tecture, and near the village are the remains of a Roman 
camp, almost entire, and of considerable dimensions. 
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GOLLINOTON, about 2 miles eut from Thombury, 
and 6 north from Bromyard, has a new Church of 
very elegant design, erected in 1857. The old 
Church, which is a considerable distance from the 
village, has been abandoned to decay. 

Tbdstone-Delahere, a small secluded parish i 
miles distant to the north-east, possesses a quaint 
old Church, in many styles of architecture, dedicated 
to St James. 

WOLFBRLOW, 3 miles farther distant, is a small 
and scattered village. Its Church, dedicated to Sl 
Andrew, and of Norman erection, is interesting. It 
consists of a small nave and chancel, with the addi- 
tion of a neat towet and entrance-porch. 

Upper Sapbt, a mile from Wolferlow, is situated 
on a small brook. It possesses a Norman Church, 
which will repay examination. There are no monu- 
ments of consequence in the interior. 

To the south of Bromyard there are several places 
deserving of mention. 

Little Cowabns, about 4 miles distant, possesses 
a Norman Church, consisting of nave, chancel, and 
small tower. 

Much Cowarne, 6 miles from Bromyard, and 
about 2 from the hist-named hamlet, has an old 
Church, admirably situated on an eminence. The 
edifice, which is in the Norman style, suffered much 
from the effects of lightning about twenty years ago,

when a considerable portion, including the ancient 
tower, was destroyed. In the interior is the figure 
of a Crusader in fall armour. 

OoLB PrrcHARD, a mile from Much Cowame, has 
an mteresting old Church, dedicated to St. Peter, 
with fine square tower and some good painted 
windows. 

Westhise, rather more than a mile from the last- 
named hamlet, contains a very ancient Church, dedi- 
cated to St. Bartholomew. It consists of nave, side 
aisle, chancel, and tower, and in the interior are two 
ancient monuments, the inscriptions of which have 
been removed. In the south part of the Church 
there is a fine alabaster slab hearing engraved figures 
of a lady and gentleman with their sixteen children 
— eight sons and eight daughtera The slab is in 
memory of Kichard Maryington and Alice his wife. 
Likewise a very fine piscina in the south wall, and by 
its side a stone altar will be observed. 
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Hereford is situated in the pleasant vailey of the 
Wye, the fertile soil aroimd it being cultivated with 
hop-grounde, orchards, and corn-fields. The precise 
antiquity of the city is much disputed, but the fact of 
its possessing a bishop's see towards the close of the 
7th century compels us to believe that its origin can 
be traced at least as far back as this date. The name 
is generally supposed to bo derived from the British 
Hinrfordd, signifying the old Boman road or street 
from Magna to "Wigomia or Worcester. 

Hereford, during the existence of the Saxon 
Heptarchy, was the capital of the kingdom of Mercia, 
and, according to Polydore Tirgil, possessed during 
the reign of Offa a magnificent cathedral, which stood 
on the site of the present structure. The massive 
walls by whicb it was defended on the land sides are 
now scarcely discernible.^ The ancient city was

about a mile and a quarter in circumference, and 
posecBsed aix gates, the names and Bituations of which 
have been preserved, and are as follow, tIz. — Wye 
Bridge Gate, which stood at the southern extremity 
of Wje Bridge; Widemarsh Gate, which atood in 
the neighbourhood of Widemarsh Street, at or about 
the junction with it of Blue School Street ;^ Eign 
Gate, situated in Eign Street ; Bishop's Gate, on the 
north-eastern side of the town; Friar's Gate, on 
the south-western side; and St Andrew's or St 
Owen's Gate, in St Owen's Street, all of which are 
destroyed. 

During the time of the border feuds this city was 
an important garrison against the invasion of the 
Welsh In the year 1066 it was entered and pil- 
laged by the forces of the enemy; its inhabitants 
were subjected to the most atrocious cruelty; and 
the principal part of the city, including the cathedral. 



livei Wye. ProjectiBg from the walls at iiit«iTats were fifteen aeml- 
clrcalar embattled watch-towera, it feet Mgfa, called from their 
sliape half-mooDS, It is supposed that much al the stone used in 
their constraction was brought from Magna, ThB entire length of 
the W»3l8 on the three sides was 1800 jarda. The city wae liko- 
wiae defended by a moat, which was formed by diverting the 
ionrm of a nmsll etream adjacent. The remains of these waits 
inaj be seen principally by passing along Victoria Street, and 
thence dowa the walli which leads to the riTei-side. 

' In Widemarsh Streat there now stands (the on]y relic in the 
city of the sort) a building called the " Gate-house. " It is sup- 
posed to have been the residence of the " Captain of the city," but 
now a prirate reaidence. The honsa was built, according to ita 
style, in the 15th or 18th cantnrj, and in 1826 was occupied by a 
family named "Church," one of whom was Mayor of Hereford in 
1636. 
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was destroyed. We learn from the DooioBday Survey 
ihat tlie mea of Hereford claimed the priyilege of 
forming the van of an advancing army and the rear 
of a retreat, and that, shortly after the inyaaion of 
OryfFth, their number was reduced to 103 men within 
the walls of the city. After this the walls were re- 
built on a larger scale, and the castle was more 
strongly fortified. WUliam the Oonqueror estab- 
lished a mint in Hereford, and compelled the citizens 
to pay him a yearly tribute of £60 in silver; this 
being a pound for every house. Nearly a century 
after this date (IHl) it was captured by King 
Stephen, owing to the opposition of the principal 
men of the county to hia claim to the crown ; and 
on Whitsunday 1142, not long after his escape from 
Bristol Castle, he sat crowned in the cathedraJ during 
divine service, and when he departed from the city 
he ordered the houses outside- the dty botmdaiies on 
the south to be set on fire, so that they should not 
form a shelter to an advanciog army. This, some 
authorities think, accounts for -the district on the 
south side of the Wye being called by its present 
name Blackmaraton, or Blackmarsh-town. 

In 1326, at a council held in the city, Edward IL 
was deposed, and at the same time, by the order of 
Queen Isabella, who was keeping the festival of " AU 
Saints " in the castle most royally, the prime favour- 
ite and adviser of Edward, namely Hugh de Spencer, 
was hanged outside Frist's (rate on a gallows SO feet 
high, with a chaplet of nettles round his head. Hia 
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he&d was afterwards sent to London b^ the aiithori- 
tiee, and there placed on the bridge. 

Hereford was besieged in 1645 by the Scotch 
auxiliaries, who not only demolished the churches of 
St. Owen and St, Martin, but also entered the cathe- 
dral, which at that period was in a more complete 
state than it had been for a considerable period, and 
destroyed a large number of statuea, busts, and 
heraldic memorials. On this occasion one of the 
arches of the bridge which spans the Wye was de- 
stroyed, as tradition says, to prevent a second ap- 
proach of these invaders ; and was replaced by the 
present irregularly-formed arch, which considerably 
detracts from the beauty of the structure. 

The bravery of the population in resisting these 
Scotch invaders was rewarded, after the Bestoration, 
by a new charter, and an augmentation of arms, vrith 
the motto Invidce FiddUaiis Premium. After this 
date the only historical events connected with the 
city were its surrender to the Parliamentary troops 
under Waller in 16i3, and its siege by the Scotch 
under Lord Leven. 

A house of Grey Friars stood at the southern 
extremity of the city ; and antiquiuies may yet see 
in the suburbs of Widemarsh Street an abandoned 
convent of the Black Friars, a chapel of the Knights 
Hospitallers of Jerusalem, and a Benedictine cell 
adjoining the latter building. The castle vas garri- 
soned till 1552, when the Parliamentary Commig- 
eioners advised its abandonment. 
C 
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The dty returaa two members to Parliament, a 
privilege whicli it has enjoyed since the reign of 
Edward I. Trade, which had for some time been 
greatly decreasing, is again reviving. The principal 
commodities are cider, hops, malt, and agricultural 
produce. Railway communication with all parts of 
the country is easy, there being a station in connec- 
tion with the Hereford, Boss, and Gloucester, the 
Shrewsbury and Hereford, and the Newport and 
■ Abergavenny, lines of railway. The streets, generally 
speaking, are broad and well paved. The markets 
are held every Wednesday and Saturday ; and there 
are several fairs during the year. 

The Cathedral. — In early Saxon times we find 
that Hereford was called Femleigh. There was a 
buildii^ on the site of the cathedral at that time, 
but history is silent as to the nature of the fabric. 
Eecords are in existence which state that in the 6th 
centuiy Bishops of the early Church were located 
here, and that in the year A.D. 676 Bishop Putta was 
advanced from Eochester to the see of Hereford. 
In the year 792, OfTa, king- of Mercia, having invited 
Ethelbert, king of East Anglia, to his palace at Sutton 
WaUs, under the pretence of giving him his daughter 
in marriage, treacherously put him to death and 
seized upon his dominions. Ethdbert's body waa 
buried first at Marden, but was reaoved by a pious 
monk named Brithfrid, and then interred in the 
church of Hereford, and a magnificent tomb erected 
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to his memory. Ethelbett had been mucli loved in 
life, and after his death he vas venerated as a eaint. 
Miracles vere performed at hie tomb ; and piLgrims 
flocked ft'om far and near to offer their devotions at 
it as a holy shrine. Many rich offerings vere made 
by pilgrims ; and Offa himself gave considerable 
revenues for the erection of a new church or cathedral 
more worthy of the saint. 

The foundation waa laid A.n. 830, the Saxon clinrch baring 
eiisted about two cantnries. No dsaoription is eitant of thij 
bnQdiiig. It lutd fallen into decaj in the beginning of the 
lltb centary, and in the time of Edwittd the Confesaor was 
rebnOt bj Bishop Atheletan. His work vaa scarcely completed 
when an iimption of the Welsh and Irish, under the Welah 
prince, QryfFth, laid it and the greater part of the city in rnins, 
in 1065. Ethelstan died the following year, and was interred 
in his deBokto charch. The building lay in mine till 1079, 
when Robert de Lorraine, who bad been appointed bishop by 
'Willi&m the Conqueror, commenced its reconsfmction, taking 
for hia model the church of Aken, or Aix.la-Chapelle. Bishop 
Lorraine did not lire to finish hia work, although be held the 
see for sixteen years. He was consecrated in a.d. 107B. It 
was continued from 1107-I116 by Bishop Kajoelm, chancellor 
to the qneen of Henry I., who waa inreBted with the ring and 
CToaier in 1090, though not regnlarly consecrated till 1107. 
3d gteat was the amoi:mt of the work of reconBtruction accom- 
plished by this prelate that in the Calendar of Obita he is 
Bpoken of as the founder of the church; "6 Col Oct Obitus 
Benelmi episcopi, fundatoria ecclesiae Sanoti EthelbertL" The 
cathedral was completed by Bishop Robert de Betun, who held 
the see from 1131-1148. After the building had stood fifty 
years unaltered. Bishop de Vere, a.d. 1186-1109, commenced 
to build the eastern transept Bishop Giles de Bruce, or de 
Bnioae, who occupied the see from 1200 to 1216, is said to 
bare built the tower ; but some writers giro this part of the

building a Ister date. The Ladye Chapel appears to liave bean 
erected between 132fl and 124S, and the clereatoiy of the dhoit 
about 12G0. Bishop Acq^uabknca begim to rebtiild the north 
transept, and it was completed bj Bishop Swiafield abont 1260 
to 1288. The north porch, with a large doorway of remarkable 
design, woe the work of SwinfieM, 1288-90, who alao boilt the 
aisles on each side of the nave, and the presbytery aisles, and 
the north-east transept. He died a.d. 1316. The centre tower 
was commenced aboat 1321 or 1322, and that which formerly 
stood at the end of the nave wsa erected in the 11th century. 
The chapter-house was built in 1S7G, and the cloisters about 
100 years aftorwarda. In 1453-74 Bishop Stanbnry built his 
chantry. Bishop Andley (1462-1502) constructed a chantry 
on the south side of the Lady Chapel which bears his name ; 
and Bishop Mayo and Booth {1518-1536} built the north porch, 
the most recent part of the original structure, the building 
extending over a period of 440 yeara. In 1786, on Easter 
Monday, the tower over the west iront gave way, totally 
destroying the west front, and materially injuring the first bay 
of the nave. Tbe work of restoration was entrusted to Mr. 
Wyatt of London, 'who between 1788 and 17S7 expended a sum 
of £20, 000 on the work, shortening the nave by a bay, and 
changing the Norman triforium and clerestory to ft much later 
style. The general restoration of the cathedral was further 
carried out irom 1842- 184S under Dean Merewether, and con- 
tinned under Dean Dawes, 1856-1883, at a cost of over £50,000. 

The Cathedral is well situated for the favourable 
display of its architectural features in a general view, 
there being a. clear open apace before it on its north 
side. Perhaps the most pleasing view of the bailding 
as a whole is that from the north-east, which takes in 
all its best features and embraces none of Wyatt's in- 
congruous restorations. Approaching ihe building 
is destruction will be

from this part, it will be observed that the east end is 
a beautiful piece of Early English work. The wall is 
pierced by five elegant lancet lights; above la an arcade 
of thirteen arches ; and in the gable ie a circular win- 
dow in eight divisiona, with a blank arch on each side. 
The gable teiininatea in a fioely- sculptured cross. 
The choir has on ita north aide six Early English win- 
dows, two in each bay, one of them shortened below 
by the small porch leading to the crypt. Above is an 
arcade of interlacing circular arches. The south side 
of the choir has been the same ; but the space of the 
third and fourth windows is covered by the addition 
of a Perpendicular chapel of no special beauty. This 
chapel has four grotesque monsters as spouts. The 
choir transepts are Decorated ; the cloister comes 
against the south transept, and the north transept 
has built against its west wall a small Perpendicular 
chapel. Coming to the north nave transept, we have 
again the Early EnglisL This transept was carefully 
restored by Mr. G. G. Scott The south transept, 
though Norman internally, presents externally more 
of the Perpendicular style, its south wall being filled 
with a large window in this style, and its western wall 
also having windows of the same kind inserted in it. 
Only in the east wall does the Norman show itself, in 
two small clerestory lights. The tower, which rises 
in two storeys above the intersection of the transepts, 
appears to belong to the period when the Early 
English was passing into the Decorated. It is square 
and mtassive, and terminates in battlements with 
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haadsome crocketed piniiAcIea at the comers. Either 
storey has foor pointed windows of two lights. The 
total height of the tower is 161 feet. The other 
parts of the building need not detain aa. The nave 
aisles are lighted by Decorated windows ; and in the 
west front Wyatt has inserted a larger window of 
the same kind. Bishop Booth's porch, on the norUi 
side of the nave, which is the usual entrance to the 
cathedral, must not be passed over without notice. 
It is the latest portion of the original structure, and 
is a good example of the style — the Perpendicular— 
which prevailed when it was built. It consists of 
four clusters of small pillars, supporting a like number 
of curiously-pointed arches, three of which open into 
the cathedral close, and the remaining one into the 
cathedral. The height of the pillars ia about twelve 
feet from the level of the capitals to the crown of the 
arch ; the capitals, circular in form, diminish in cir- 
cumference as they rise. The most curious of the 
four arches is that which leads into the cathedral, 
having some antique mouldings ornamented with 
figures of men and beasts. A curious circular stair- 
case, at the south-east comer, leads to a parvise 
chamber above, which is lighted by three Perpen- 
dicular windows with fine tracery. 

Having thus surveyed the exterior, the tourist 
may proceed to an examination of the interior. 

Entering by Bishop Booth's porch, the visitor 
finds himself ia the middle of the nave. It is desir- 
able to turn to the west and to obtain a view of the 
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whole length of the cathedral. No organ-Bcteen now 
obstructs the view, which ranges uninterrupted to 
the east end, and is of much magnificence. The 
Nave is divided from its aisles on either side by six 
massive piers, with double half-shafts set against 
them on their north and south sides. From the 
piers, which, with the half-shafts, have rich and varied 
sculpture on their capitals, rise circular arches adorned 
with zigzag and other mouldings. The triforium and 
clerestory range above are the work of Wyatt, after 
the fall of the tower and western end in 1786, and 
are imitated from the Early English work of Salis- 
bury. The ceiling of the nave was decorated before 
1850 from designs by Mr. Gottingham, and is uni- 
versally condemned. The nave aisles are Decorated, 
hut the lower part of the walls are probably of 
Norman construction. There are various interesting 
objects in the nave, which may be here noted. Under 
the second bay from the west end, on the south side, 
is an old Norman font of the 12th century, orna- 
mented with figures of the apostles beneath arches, 
and having the figure of a hon or demi-griffin at each 
corner of its base. It is used by the parishioners of 
St. John the Baptist. Mosaic has been laid down 
(a.d. 1881) around the base, which is surrounded 
by white marble with a mosaic border, at the cost 
of the Hon. and Very Rev. The Dean. Under the 
fourth arch on this same side is an altar-tomb, bearing 
the effigy of a knight in armour. This is Sir Richard 
Fembridge, an ancestor of the Chandos family, and 
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oiie of the first knighta of the garter. A tablet many 
years ago on the wall recorded that he was the fifty- 
third knight of that noble order. The plated armour, 
shirt of mail, etc., of this figure are very perfect and 
interesting. Faasing eastward, we come, in the fifth 
and sixth bays, to two sepulchral recesses, under 
Decorated arches, in the wall of this aisle. Both of 
these contain the mutilated figures of eccleaiaetlca 
In the north aisle of nave, in the fourth bay from 
the west end, is the monument of Bishop Booth, the 
constructor of the north porch. It consists of a 
foliated arch, with canopy, having beneath it the 
effigy of the bishop in his fhll canonicals. He 
was Bishop of Hereford from 1516-1535, and was 
likewise Treasurer of Lichfield, Chancellor to Prince 
Arthur in 1502, and Archdeacon of Buckingham, 
1605. 

Coming now to the Toioer, the eye is at once 
arrested by the very beautiful Serten of wrought-iron 
work, executed by Messrs. Skidmore of Ooventiy, 
from the designs of Sir G. G. Scott, which attracted 
such universal admiration at the Great Exhibition of 
1862. It consists of five main arches, the central, 
one, which forms the entrance, being wider and 
higher than the rest. Each arch is subdivided by 
a slender shaft. In the tympanum above the shaft 
which divides the central arch is a figure of oui 
Saviour in the attitude of benediction, and the lofty 
pediment above is surmounted by a cross. On either 
side are two angels, adoring ; and at either extremity 
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of the screen is the figure of an angel with a musical 
instrument. The foliage and general ornamentation 
of this noble work are of exquisite beautjr. The 
chief material of the screen is iron ; but copper and 
brass have also been freely used. The screen is 
composed of 11,200 lbs. of iron, 5000 Iba. of copper 
and brass, 60,000 pieces of vitreous and other mineral 
substances in the mosaic panels, and 300 cut and 
polished stones. The cost of this beautiful work was 
£3000, but the sum paid by the Chapter in accord- 
ance with their agreement was £1500. Coloured 
mosaics have likewise been introduced with good 
effect The colours used are those of the oxides of 
iron and copper. lu unison with this screen are an 
elegant corona and gas standard made by the same 
firm as the screen. When lighted, the view of the 
interior from the west door is very imposing. 

The Transits are separated from the nave by 
circular arches. The south transept is unquestion- 
ably the oldest part of the cathedral. Every arch 
in its east wall is Norman ; and, for the most part, 
the work is of a very plain, early kind. This part 
of the cathedral is probably the work of Bishop 
Lorraine, 1079. A large plain Perpendicular wiiidow 
of six hghts has been inserted in the south wall A 
smaller window in the same style, also in six lights, 
has been broken out of the west walL In this wall 
may be seen much Herman work partially destroyed 
or built up. There is a fine Norman arch, blank, 
above the arch to south aisle of nave, divided into 
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two by & circul&r colnmn. A similar arch may be 
obeerred in the like position over the arch leading 
into the soath aisle of choir, differing only to some 
slight extent in its omameatation. In this tran- 
sept are two monomentg : one with the recnmbent 
effigies of Sir Alexander Denton and Anne hia 
wife, with a little mommy child by the side of the 
lady. This tomb beats date 1566.^ The other is 
the mutilated figure of an ecclesiastic, said to be 
Bishop Trevenant (1389-1404).* The north tran- 
sept is Early English, with the exception of the 
arches leading to the aisles of nave and choir, which 
aie Norman, and was probably erected in the latter 
part of the 1 3th century. In this transept is the 
doorway and staircase leading to the tower, which 
can only be ascended by special penaiasion from the 
dean or canon in residence. The view &om the top 
is very fine and extensive. In the north wall of this 
transept is a large window of six lights, filled with 

1 Thia moDnmeot vas erected bj Dflnton dnring bia lifetime, 
and he doubtless intended it to cover bia own lemaina ; but he 
married & second irife, who died in 1566 ; and in 1576 he died, Bod 
was buried at Hillesden. 

* Tbe head of this figure is gone. Tlie pastoral ataS is held in 
the left band and the feet rest against a lion. It is npposed that 
this bishop bnilt the whole of the southern end of tlds transept. 
The shields belonging to this tomb have been placed under Dun 
Harvey in tbe aootb-eaat transept. In the south-west comer of 
thia transept is i memoiial tc Archdeacon Waring, Archdeacon of 
Ludlow, Canon Besidentiar; of the cathedral, and sometime Fellow 
of Magdalene Coll^^ Cambridge. He died 1877, and was buried 
at Bnrwarton, near Ludlow. A public memorial was also raised 
in the diocese, when the sum of £800 was inveated in consols 
towards provldliig eibihitions for pupil teachers who enter Saltlej 
Training College from schools in the archdeaconr]' of Ludlow. 
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beautiful painted glaga, in memory of Richard Lone 
Freer, D.D., archdeacon of Hereford. He waa buried 
at BiahopBtone in 1863. The window represents the 
church militant and triumphant, and ia 48 feet 
6 inches high, and 31 feet 6 inches broad. Under 
this window lies a venerable figure on a fine tomb. 
This ia the effigy of Bishop Thomaa Charlton, who 
died in 1343. He was Treasurer of England in 
1329, and Lord Chancellor of Ireland soon after. 
Here also is the defaced effigy of Bishop Westfaling, 
who died in 1602. A small brass here, to the 
memory of John Philips, author of " Cider," should 
not be overlooked. Passing into the eastern aisle 
of thia transept, the principal object of interest is 
the Cantilupe shrina Bishop Thomas Cantilupe is 
remarkable as the last Englishman who was canonised 
■ (in 1320) before the Eeformatioa He occupied this 
see from 1275 to 1282. Having muntained the 
independence of hia episcopate against both the Eiui 
of Gloucester and the Archbishop of Canterbury, he 
was excommunicated by the latter. He went to 
Rome to lay his case before the Pope, hut died at 
Orvieto before he could accomplish his purpose. 
Before he died he had received the Pope's absolution 
and blessing. His flesh was separated from his 
bones, and buried in the Church of Santo Severe, 
at Orvieto ; his heart was conveyed to Ashridge 
Church in Budiinghamshire ; and his bones were 
interred in his own cathedral. Many miracles were 
performed at his tomb ; and in 1320, at the request 
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of Edward II., he wu canonised b; Pope John XXIL 
Cantilupe's bones were at first deposited in the Lady 
Chapel, but were afterwards (1286) removed, and 
placed within the stately shrine in the aisle of the 
north transept The ahrine is in two divisionB, the 
lower like an altar-tomb, the upper a flat canopy 
under open Early English arcbe& The general style 
is Early En^ish ; but many of the details in<Ucate 
that it belongs to the period when that style was 
passing into the Decorated. la a series of arches 
running round three sides of the lower part of the 
shrine (the fourth side being ag^st the wall) are 
figures (^ knights, beautifully sculptured. This some- 
what unusual ornamentation for a saint's tomb is 
explained by the fact that Bishop Gantilape was 
Provincial Grand Master of the order of Knights 
Templars in England. It is to this order that the 
sculptured figures belong. The upper part of the 
shrine is a fiat slab resting on a series of open Early 
English arches, with foliage in the spandrils. There 
has been a braes of the bishop on the top of the 
lower division of the shrine ; but it has disappeared. 
In this aisle there are also a bust of Bishop Field 
(1635-1636). He was previously Bishop of Llandaff 
and St David's, and only presided over the see of 
Hereford for six months. Here also is a slab with 
the worn effigy of John D. Acqnablanca, Dean of 
Hereford, who died in 1320. 

The North Choir Aisle ia entered from the transept 
by a Norman arch. On the left, on entering, is the 
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stately tomb of Bishop Acquablanca, who died in 
1268. It consists of a fine canopy of open pointed 
arches, with crocketed pinnacles rising above them. 
Beneath lies the effigy of the bishop. The tomb is 
remariiable for the beanty and minutenees of its 
details. This bishop left large legacies of grain to 
the poor and various members of the cathedral. 
More than iOOO loaves of bread are distributed every 
year. . It is supposed that this was the bishop whom 
Bobin Hood robbed in the glades of merry Bamsdale. 
The bishop was for some time imprisoned in Eardesley 
Castle after the barons bad robbed him of all hie 
goods and treasures. In front of this tomb lies a 
worn figure on a stone slab. The north wall of' tjus 
aisle has several arched sepnlchral recesses in the 
Decorated style. In one of these is the doorway 
leading up to the library. This room was built in 
the 13th century as a treasury or muniment roouL 
Original access to it was gained by means of a draw- 
bridge across the front of the great window in the 
north tranaept. The library contains about 2000 
vols., and 236 are MSS. attached to their original 
chfuns. The oldest MS. is a copy of the Oospels. 
There is likewise a copy of tJie Hereford Use, date 
1265. Access may be had by applying to the canon 
in residence. The first of these has the effigy of a 
bishop, supposed to be that of the Bishop Geofi'rey 
de Cliva, who died in 1120. The next recess has 
the effigy of an ecclesiastic, assigned to Bishop Hugh 
de Mapenore, who died in 1219. A third recess, 
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with an effigy similar in style, is supposed to be in 
memory of Bisliop Richard, who died in 1127. 
Between the two last-mentioned receesea is the door 
leading into Bishop Stanhury's Chapel, a gem of Per- 
pendicular work in its richest period. The ceiling of 
this chapel is very richly groined, in the " fan " style, 
and its west and east ends are adorned with shields 
bearing arms and emblems. Opposite the entrance 
to this chapel, under the last arch of the chancel, is 
the monnment of Bishop Stanbury. It is an altai^ 
tomb bearing the effigy of the bishop in albe, stole, 
and chasuble. The tomb is adorned with sculp- 
tured figures. This bishop was the first Provost of 
Eaton College, and the Confessor of Henry YI, 
He was sucoeBsiTely Bishop of Norwich, Bangor, 
and Hereford. The fine gold ring belonging to 
this bishop is carefully preserved by the cathedra] 
dignitJes. 

The North-east or North Choir Tratu^t is next 
entered. Its groined roof is partly supported by an 
octagonal column in the centre. This transept is 
now Early Decorated, though it bears traces of 
Norman work. Under the two windows in the north 
wall are two monuments. That to the east is as- 
signed to Bishop Godwin (1617-1633), who, accord- 
ing to Fuller, was "a good man, grave divine, skilful 
mathematician, pure latlnist, and incomparable his- 
torian." The other is the canopied tomb of Bishop 
Swinfield (1283-1317); but the effigy is that of some 
lay person unknown. A number of other effigies, 
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defoced and unrecognisable, lie in this b'anaept 
Here will be seen the public memorial to the Very 
Eev. Richard Dawes, Dean 1850-1867. This tomb 
was designed by Sir G. G-. Scott, and ia formed of 
alabaster and poliihed marble. The recumbent figure 
of the Dean is sculptured out of Sicilian marble, and 
is an excellent Itkenesa. The work is that of Mr. 
Noble, E.A. 

One of the north windows has been filled with 
Tichly-etained glass to the memory of the Rev. John 
Goes, eiistos of the College. It was put in by Heaton, 
Butler, and Bayne of London in 1878. 

Coming to the FesUhtde of the Lady Chapel, which 
is transitional Norman, an interesting monument will 
be obaerred on the right. It bears the effigy, finely 
sculptured, of Dean Berew, or Be^rieu, who died in 
1462. The carvings on the tomb represent boars 
and rue-leaves, evidently meant as a rebus of the 
Dean's name. Here on the floor is a good brass in 
memory of Richard Delaware, who died in 1435, 
and his wife Isabella. Another brass has the en- 
graved effigy of a priest 

The Lady Chapd ' ia entered by an ascent of five 
steps. This part of the cathedral is a very fine ex- 
ample of Early English. It consists of three bays, 
each of which has two windows, except where, on 

' Ttiu part of tbe catbedral had for nearly three centuries been 
used aa the librsrj until the year 1842. Since 1S62 it haa been 
used aa a parish church by the inhabitanls of St. John Baptist ; 
before that time the pariahionera had for several centuries held 
thuT pnblio wciahip either in the nave or north transept. 
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the Bouth side, the Audley Chapel obstraets one of 
the baja, as we have already seea on a survey of the 
exterior. The eaat wall has five latic«t lights, filled 
with stained glass, in memory of the late Dean Mere- 
wether. The wall and windows are modem, but are 
in good accordance with the rest of the Lady ChapeL 
In the most eastern bay on the north side is a monu- 
ment with the effigy of a female, coloured. This is 
the figure of Joanna de Bohun, Countess of Hereford, 
who died in 1327. This lady was a benefactor of 
the cathedral, and the painting under the arch re- 
presents the donation of the Church of Lugwardine 
by this lady to the Yirgin, with the chaplains and 
deacons set apart for the service of the chapel by her 
pious bequest. In the next bay is a fine sepulchral 
recess in the Perpendicular style, with a canopy in 
tabernacle work above it. This tomb has the effigy 
of Peter, Baron de Grandisson, ob. A.D. 1398. The 
effigy, which is well preserved, is clad in chain mail ; 
and all the details of the costume are brought out 
with much elaboration. This is one of those rare 
monuments which show a linen or silk garment called 
Ae cyclass, which was worn over the armour before 
t|be surcoat came into use. The canopy above has 
various figures, some of which did not originally 
belong to it These statuettes represent the crown- 
ing of the Virgin Mary by our Lord, On one side 
stands Kii^ Etbelbert and St. John the Baptist^ and 
on the other Archbishop Thomas A Bucket and ■■ 
Bishop Thomas de Cantilupe, These four figures 
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were discovered by Dean Merewether, Hecreted in the 
masociy which filled up the eastern archway of the 
choir. In the south wall, in the bay next the east 
end, are an aumbry and double piscina, reproductions 
of the originats. In the central bay is Bishop Audley's 
chantry, separated from the Lady Chapel by a Pei^ 
pendicular screen with pierced panels and figures of 
saints. This chantry ia of two storeys, the upper 
being reached by a circular staircase at the south-west 
comer. It is five-sided, and has three windows, one 
of them opening into the Lady Chapel. In Tfoious 
parts of it, below and above, are remains of rich 
fresco-painting. On the central boss of the groining 
of the roof of the upper storey is the Virgin, crowned, 
and surrounded by a glory. The under part was 
designed by the bishop for the ^tar, where there 
conld be celebrated masses for his soul after death, and 
the upper part, heii^ open to the Lady Chapel, was 
used by the bishop to ofi'er his devotions at the shrine 
of St Thomas and the altar of the Vir^n. Under 
the entire length of this part of the cathedral is a 
crypt, access to which is obtained by a flight of stras 
on the north aide of the Lady ChapeL \ 

Passing on to the Souih-easl, or Sovih Choir JVan-l 
«p(, it is found in its architectural details very much 
to resemble that on the opposite aide, though to be 
in some points inferior. It is of the late Decorated . 
style of Flamboyant character. The tracery of the 
southern windows is entirely new, and a doorway 
used to be here leading to the Vicars' Cloister, Here 
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there are numerotiH monuments. la the wall separat- 
ing this transept from the vestibule of the Lady 
Chq)el are the monuments, with efiSgies, of Bishop 
Lewis de Charlton (1361-1369) — he was Chancellor 
of the University of Oxford, and the anppoaed builder 
of the " Cross," called the " White Cross," situated 
on the Hay road about one mile out of the city — 
and Bishop Coke (1636-1646). This monument was 
not erected till twenty years after bis death. He 
was translated from Bristol to Hereford, and buried 
in the chancel of Eanlisley Church in this county. 
The see of Hereford was vacant after bis death for 
fourteen years. The east wall has a fine bust of a 
Mr. James Thomas in a recess, the work of the noted 
sculptor Boubiliac ; and beneath it a brass with the 
engraved figures of Sir Bichard Delahere and his two 
wives. The south wall lias under it the monument 
and effigies of Bishop Lindsell, who died in 1634, and 
Dean Harvey, who died in 1500. A window of fine 
stained glass in the east wall was erected by Lord 
Saye and Sele in memory of Bishop Huntingford, 
who died in 1834. In this transept is to be found 
an ancient effigy of St. John the Baptist wrought in 
stone in the 15th century. It was found in the 
old Church of St Nicholas formerly standing in 
King's Street, and which was taken down in 1839, 
The head of the figure appears to be modem, but the 
leathern girdle and raiment of camel's hair, with the 
remains of the old colouring, are worthy of notice. 
It was in former times preserved in a museum, and 
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was placed here by permission of the cathedral 
authorities. 

The Sovih Choir Aisle has in its south wall a oeriea 
of four arched aepulchral receeees, each containiug the 
effigy of a bishop. These are assigned (beginning 
from the east) to Bishop William de Yere, who died 
in 1199; Bishop Foliot, 1176; Bishop Robert de 
Betun, 1148; and Bishop Bobert de Melun, 1167. 
He was reputed in his time to be " the wisest bishop " 
in England. On the opposite side of the aisle are 
the monumenta of two more bishops. That to the 
east has a beautiful canopy rising over it ; and the 
panels in front of it are filled with the figures of 
sainte. Under the canopy lies the effigy of Bishop 
Mayew or Mayo, fully vested, and wearing a mitre. 
This bishop died in 1516. In 1501 he was Arch- 
deacon of Oxford, and was employed to bring &om 
Spain the Infanta Katerine to England, to be wedded 
to Prince Arthur. This bishop laid the foundation- 
stone of the well-tnown tower of Magdalene College. 
In the next bay, under an arch opening to the choir, 
is an effigy, eaid to be that of Bishop de Lorraine, 
who died in 1096. In this aisle hangs an ancient 
map of the world, a curious specimen of mediseval 
geography. It is supposed to date from the latter 
part of the 13th century or beginning of the 14th.* 

* Thia IB the celebrated Hereford Mappa Mundi, vhich is drawo . 
OD a Bingle aheet of Tellnm. Ita date ia from 1282-1300. On 
lookLug at tbe map we observe Uiat it Is dravm in a circle niUiii] 
B Bqoaie, or a shape Dearly so. In tha right-hand corner at the 
bosa ia the fignre of an eccleaiastic, who is snpposed to be the 
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Only the Choir now remuns to be examined. It 
is of more thaji one style, the masBive columns and 
triforium above being Norman, and the clerestory and 
vaulting Early English. The choir ends with a great 
Norman arch of five receding orders. Within this 

person who drew the map ; he is represented on horaaback, attanded 
b; hia page and hauids. Eia proper name waa Rlcbard de la 
BattsfU or de Bello, although he haa called himself Richard de 
Haldingham tmd LafFord in Lincolnahire. Be formalljr held a 
stall in Lincoln Cathedral, and waa in 1305 promotedto a stall at 
Heceford. Some snppoae that the original nse of the map waa for 
an altar-piece. The map waa thooght mnch of in the time of the 
civil wars, and waa then hid for Bome time nnder the Soar of 
Bishop Audley's ch&ntr;. In 18&& it waa cleaned and repaired at 
the Britiah Mnsaum, and now the front ia coTered nith plate glaaa 
and protected bj oali doora. Thia map is allowed to be the largest 
of alJ old mapa ; it ia founded on the tradition that the Emperoi 
Augustne Ctesar sent ont three philoBnphera to meaaura the world, 
and that all our geographical knowledge is obtained thereby. He 
ie Tepreeentad in the left-band comer aa giving written directions 
for thifi to be dona. Tba world is bare rspresentad as a circle, ~ 
with the east placed at the top of the map ; and here is shown Para- 
dise with ita rivera and treea ; also the scene of the - eating of the 
forbidden froit and the expulaion of our firat parents. At the top 
of the map ia a remarkable picture representing tha reaiiTTBCtion at 
the last day, and the Virgin interceding for the faitbfnl and leading 
them to heaven. The map is filled in various parts with notions 
taken from ancient historians, and figuree of towns, animals, birds, 
fishes, sod vary cnrions figures. Great Britain Is represented near 
the left-hand comec, and most of the cathedrals of that time 
are marked and named. Among other objects are represented 
the Columns of Hercules, the Labyrinth of Crete, the House of 
Bondage, the Journey of the Childian of Israel, the Pyramids, the 
Red Bee, Monnt Sinai, with a figure of Moaea and the supposed 
place where he waa buried, Noab^s Ark, etc. etc. At the foot of 
the map in one comer, below the figure of the Emperor, ia the 
following ; — 

" All who haTS, or aliaU hare, or shall read, or stiall see this history, 
pn? to JesDs Id Deity (Uiat) Ba may bare mercy on Bicbard ot 
Haldineham aud o[ lafford, who bas made and contrived it, tliat 
joy may lie given to blm in Heaven." 
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arch ia pl&ced the reredos, or altar-screen, which i» 
a modem Tork design»d by Mr. Cottingham jun.. as 
a memorial of Joseph Bailey, Esq., M.P. for Here- 
fordshire, who died in 1850. It is executed in Caen . 
atone and marble, by Mr. W. Boulton, and consists 
of five compartments, each of a pointed arch with a 
canopy rising above. Each shaft is continued upwards 
as high as the canopies, and is surmounted by the 
figure of an angel be&ring an emblem of the Passion. 
The fohage at the back of the canopies, filling in the 
screen, is of great beauty. The central compartment 
has a representation of the Crucifixion ; the two on 
the left are — Jesus bearing the Cross, and the Agony 
in the Garden ; and the two on the right represent the 
Eesurrection, and the three Marys at the Sepulchre 
— all finely executed. Immediately behind the rere- 
dos ia a column forming two pointed arches within 
the great Norman one. The spandril between these 
arches is made to subserve the design of the reredos, 
being filled with modem sculpture, also designed by 
Mr. CottinghauL In the upper part ia the Saviour 
enthroned in glory, with attendant angels. Less 
prominent are the figures of the four Evangelista 
Below is the crowned figure of King (and Saint) 
Ethelbert, whose body, aa has been already related, 
was interred here after his treacherous murder by 
Ofia, king of Mercia. A small figure on a bracket on 
the south side of the choir, against its easternmost pier, 
ia conjectured to represent St. Ethelbert The figure 
wears a long mantle and crown. In the floor of the 
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choir is a fine old brass, with the engraved effigy of 
Bishop Trilleck, who died in 1360, We have already 
deBcribed the monument of Bishop Stanbury in the 
aurvey of the north choir aisle. It is under the 
easternmost bay of the choir, and is worth examining 
from this side. In the next bay on this side are two 
monomenta. The first of them is assigned to Bishop 
Griles de Bruce, who died in 1215. It bears his effigy, 
fully vested, and holding in his hand the model of a 
tower. This is supposed to indicate that he built 
the centra] tower ; but it appears to he conclusively 
proved that the tower is nearly a century later than 
the time of Bishop de Brace. The other monument 
is that of Bishop Bennett, who wears the rochet, and 
has a lion at his feet The choir contains ranges of 
stalls in good Decorated work, restored, where neces- 
sary, under the direction of Sir G. G. Scott of Ijondon. 
As usual, there are many quaint and grotesque designs 
carved under the sea'ts.^ 

The Chapter Lihrary is reached by a staircase open- ' 
ing from the north ebon: aisla It contains a number 
of valuable old books, and some important MSS.^ 

The Organ, which is situated within the choir, but 

I Within ths clioir 19 fonnd an ancient bishop's chair, which is 
now used on the occnaions of ordjnatians, visitations, etc It has 
been nse^l b; the biahops for several centuries, and a local traditiob 
says that King Stephen sat in this chair to hear the Bervice when 
he visited Hereford on Whitsunday 1112. 

The hishop'e throne in tikewiae well worthy of notice, and 
helonga to lltii centnry work. 

' The ancient deeds belongii^ to the cathedral were removed 
from here to- the Ladfe Arboar in 1870. The library (besides 
the boobs) contains many relics belonging to the cathedral. 
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above the Prebendary stalls, was erected in 1686 by 
Benatus Harris, as a gift of King Charles IL It has 
undergone many alterations under Snetzler, Qreen, 
Avery, Lincoln, Byfield, Elliott, and Bishop. The 
oi^gan was erected in its present position in 1S64. 
The last alteration and addition took place in 1879 
by Mj. "Willia, the cost amounting to £1400, which 
was de&ayed by public subscription. The total 
number of pipes in the instrument is 2672. 

The Crypt is entered by a porch on the north side 
of the Lady Chapel, or from a flight of steps on the 
north side. It is Early English in style, and is the 
only example in this country of a cathedral crypt 
constructed after the close of the 11th century. 
It extends under the vhole Lady Chapel, and con- 
sists of a. nave and aisles, divided by plain clustered 
shafts and pointed arches. An altar-tomb com- 
memorates Ani^w Jones and his wife, the former of 
whom repaired the crypt in 1497. 

Of the Cloisters, originally consisting of three sides, 
1 15 feet X 15 feet broad, but only two walks remain, 
and the roofs and buttresses have heea thoroughly 
restored.' The style is Perpendicular. In them have 
been placed Uie remains of numerous monuments, and 
a collection of -old carved stones of every style. 

The Chapta- House was destroyed by the Parlia- 
mentary troops, and its materials were subsequently 
used for repairing the Episcopal palace, and other 
purposes. Its foundations sliow its shape to have 
been a decagon, and its style Decorated. The panels 
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of the decagon (45 in number), beneath the windows, 
were filled with painted figurea of apostles, saints, 
kings, benefactors, etc 

The Ladye Arboar is likewise situated in this 
cloister, but the meaning of the name, and why the 
bnilding is bo called, cannot be told. It may be 
(some supposed) bo called from its forming the re- 
sidence of the female members of the establishment 
At the present time it is used for the safe keeping 
of the archiveB belonging to the dean and chapter. 

A cloister of about 109 feet in length leads from 
the south-east transept to the College of Vkars-Choral, 
a picturesque quadrangle in the Perpendicular style. 

The Episcopal Palace lies to the south of the 
cathedral It has numerous and interestiug features 
of antiquity, being formerly a Norman hall with 
timber pUlars, but it has been much altered by Bishop 
Bisse, Egerton, Huntingford, and Musgrave. 

The present establishment of the cathedral consists 
of a bishop, a dean, 2 archdeacons (viz. those of 
Hereford and Salop), 4 canon residentiaries, 28 pre- 
bends, 6 vicars-choral, 8 assistant vicars-choial, 1 
organist, and 12 choristers, besides the usual ecclesi- 
astical officers and dependents. The present bishop 
is the Eight Eev. Dr. James Atlay, late vicar of 
Leeds. 

Many monasteries existed in Hereford in ancieiit 
times, but all traces of them have disappeared, with 
the exception of some remains of a priory of Black 
Friars, which was first instituted in Eign Street during 
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the 13th century by William Cantilupe, brother 
to the bishop. At a later date the ptiory was 
removed to a site in Widemarsh Street, where a new 
ohnrch and other buildings were erected under the 
auspicee of Kings Edward II. and III., at the dedica- 
tion of which the latter, with his son the Black 
Prince, and many nobles, abbots, and bishops, were 
present. At the dissolution of monasteries it was 
granted to a, favourite of the king, from whom it came 
into the possession of Sir Thomas Goningsby and bis 
descendants, and has since formed part of the posses- 
sions of the Earl of Essex. The riiins, which are 
situated within the large gardens behind Cojiingsby's 
Hospital, were put in order by the late Mr. Arkwright 
of Hampton Court, Leominster, They are now incon- 
siderable, but embrace the walls of the refectory, 
several cells, staircases, windows, and part of the 
prior's residence. A curious stone pulpit deserves 
the attention of the antiquary. . 

Hereford has five churches, the description of 
which need not occupy much space. 

All-Saibtb Chcbch stands almost in tia centre of the city, 
and. is said to be the mother- chorch. 

The date of ila original erocjion ia not known, although a 
record atill in eiiatence informs na that it wai presented to the 
Master and Brethren of the Hospital of St, Anthony of Vienna 
by Henry 111., and that they established a society hers in the 
reign of Edward I, for the protection of their prope^y. With 
the exception of its antique style and its fine spire, which has 
within the past hundred years fallen somewhat out of perpen- 
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dicuUr, it possesses no ext«miJ attractiaus. Oa entariug, the 
interior is found to consist of nave, aide aisles, and chancel, the 
nave being separated from its aisles by circular pillars, which 
ars Bnrmonnted by finely -pointed arches. The nare roof is 
of timber, in the Ferpendicnlar style of the 16tb centorj ; 
whilst that of the north aisle is in the Decorated style. The 
galleries, which partially Burromided the church, have been 
removed, with the exception of one at the west end, and the 
organ is now placed in the north aisle. The chancel contains 
some curious oak stalls, which are supposed to have Ijeeo appro- 
priated to the use of the brethtea of St. Anthoay's Hospital. 
These BloUs exhibit earrings of men and animals, whilst the 
canopieB are richly ornamented with Sowers and running foliage. 
The' floor is pared with ornamental tiles,- and the building 
throughout presents a neat appearance. Under the west end of 
the church there are some subterraneoos passages and vaulted 
apartments, and in the vestry a curious chained library, the 
books which form it having been left to the parish by William 
Brewster, who died in 17JE. It appears, from a valuation made 
in the time of Edward I,, that AU-Saints was not at that timo 
a parish cburch of its own, as it is therein described as a chapel 
annexed to the Church of St. Martin's. These two parishes 
were divided about the year 185Z 

St. Pbtbb's Ckuech— whioh is said to have been originally 
founded by a Herman named Walter do Lacy, who accompanied 
the Conqneror to England, and was accidontally killed by fell- 
ing from the battlements of the chnrch he had thos built while 
inspecting the worts in the year 1085~i3 of very slight interest 
externally, its tower and spire being the only noticeable part, 
and of still less internally. It consists of nsve and aisles (the 
north one much wider than the other) and chancel. The aisles 
are divided from the nave by p6inted arches, higher on the 
north side than on the south. The arches spring on the north 
side iioni clustered, and on the south .from octagonal columns. 
Galleries run round the chnrch,. and the pewjng is of the old, 
high, and ungainly description. There are no monnments of any 
importance. The living of this chnrch is one of those purchased 
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by the late Rev. Charles Simeon of Cambridge, and is now in 
the gift of his trustees 

St. Martin's Cbubch, a tastefal Btracttue, erected by sub- 
scriptioD, with the aid of parliamentary grants, about twenty 
years since, stands almost on the same site as the old chnrch of 
the same name, which was destroyed, as already mentioned, 
during the civil wars. It contains accommodation ' for ahont 
700 worshippen, and has a fine painted window. 

The Church op St. Nicholas, which was rebnilt some years 
ago, partly from the materials o[ the old bnilding which stood 
In the adjoining sqnaie, is a plain huilding in the Early English 
style, consisting of naTe and aisles and chancel, with hand- 
some tower at west end. 

St. Jambs Babtombhau is a parish formed in 1S69. The 
church is built of atone from the design of Thomas Nicholson,' 
E^., of Hereford. It is cmcifonn in plan, and conBists of 
chancel, nare, aisles, transepts, sacristy, and sonth porch. The 
style of the bnilding is Early Geometrical. It is built of Three 
Elms qnarry stone (obtained within a short distance of the city), 
with low ground Bath atone dresainga. The church will seat 
000 persona, and the whole of the sittings are free. 

St. John's Church forms a portion of the principal tran- 
sept of the cathedraL For further information, see the Lady 
Chapel of the cathedral. 

There are sereral DisseDting chapels— tiz. , Independent, 
Baptist, two Methodist, Friends, Countess of Huntingdon, Fly- 
mouth Brethren, and Boman Catholic ; the last ■ mentioned 
(situated in Broad Street) has a rather imposing Grecian 
portico for its front. 

Public Buildings. — Hereford .has numeroua 
baildinga deserriiig of notice. The chief of them 
may be here enumerated. 

The Guild-Sail ia situated in Wideinarah Street, 
and is connected with the. Market-Hall. It is used 
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for the bueinees of the city, and petty sesaions 
are held here every Monday and Thursday. The 
■Council-Chamber is connected with it, but the city 
o£G.ces have been removed from the Ouild-Hall to 
the old Mansion-House on the opposite side of the 
street. 

The Shire-Hall voA boilt at the beginning of the 
present century from designs by Mr, Smirke, Its 
architecture is Doric ; the entrance, which is gained 
by a flight of stone stepe, is beneath a handsome 
stone portico, supported by elegant columns. This 
portico and its supports have been taken down and 
rebuilt at the beginning of 1883. The buUdiug 
contains every accommodation, there being chambers 
in connection with the various courts of law, and a 
handsome concert-hall, called the County-Hall, lOp 
feet long by nearly BO feet broad, the walls of which 
are hung with paintings, the principal being portraits 
of King George IH by A. Davis, and one of the 
Dukes of Norfolk by Lonsdale. At the back of the 
orchestra there are seven frescoes, the work and gift 
of the late Lady Katherine Olive ; and likewise at 
the other end of the room five other paintings by the 
same lady. In the hall is placed a bust in memory 
of the late Joseph Bailey, Esq., who represented the 
county for nine years. In front of the hall stands 
a good statue of the late Sir G. C. Lewis, Bart., MJ*. 
for the county. The monument was inaugurated by 
Lord Palmerston, 3d September 1864, 

The Theatre was chiefly remarkable as having nur- 
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tared many distinguished actors — including Clive, 
SiddoDB, Eemble, and Garrick. Its site is now 
occupied by the Com Exchange, a neat building with 
a front of Bath stone, with the exception of the plinth, 
which is composed of stone from the Forest of Dean. 
The interior is a room 72 feet long, 46^ broad, and 
34 high. The vaults below the Exchange are rented by 
the G-reen Dragon Hotel Company. The building is 
used for public meetings, lectures, and entertaiments. 

The Free IMtary ami Musewn, an ornamental 
building situated in the main thoroughfare, was pre- 
sented to the inhabitants by Major. Bankin, M.F., 
of Bryngwyn, and opened in 1874. It contains an 
interesting collection of minerals and of antiquarian 
curiosities. The Lending Library contains a collection 
of 6000 books, and the Eeference Library of 5700 
bodks. Some of the rooms are used for lectures, 
and the Hereford Choral Society hold their meetings 
here. The books of the Eeference Library are avail- 
able to all readers, to be used in the Beading-Eoom, 
but not to be taken away. This division of the 
library contains many valuable books of local in- 
terest, and some MS. letters relating to the Oxford 
family during the civil wars. 

The General Infirmary is situated by the side of 
the Wye, and near to the Castle Green, It was first 
opened in 1776. The ground on which it stands 
was given by the Eight Hon. Earl of Oxford. 

The Benevolent and CharUable Itisliiidums are many. 
Amongst them are Coningsby's Hospital, called in 
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the founder's will "a Decameron or Camerado of 
old Boldien and Berving-meii of desert," founded by 
Sir Thomas Coningsby, Knight, A.D. 1614, for the 
reception of eleven poor men and a chaplain; the 
buildings consist of a chapel, hall, and twelve resid- 
ence^ the whole being included within a boundary. 
The senior recipient is styled the corporal ; his duty 
is to attend to the affairs of the hospital, for which, 
in addition to his residence, he receives about £20 
per annum ; the remaining ten are called servitors, 
and receive individually the sum of £14 per annum. 
Their dress consists of a cloak of scarlet cloth, worked 
with the arms of the Coningsby family. Over the 
entrance-door appear the arms of the founder. 

Price's Hospital was founded in the year 166S 
by Mr. William Price, alderman of London, for the 
support of twelve poor men of good name and fame, 
not given to swearing, drunkenness, brawling, or sow- 
ing sedition between neighbours. The management 
is now invested in the Charity Trustees of the 
city. . 

Trinity Hospital receives three poor men and 
twelve poor women. It was founded in 1601 by 
Mr. Thomas Kerry, a native of Hereford. Each of 
the inmates receives 5a. weekly, with coals and a coat 
or gown at Christmas of the value of 13b. 4d. The 
management is in the hands of the Charity Tmstees 
of the city. 

St. Ethelbert's Hospital, a handsome Gothic build- 
ing of stone, is appropriated to the support of ten

aged aad infirm gentlewomen, each poBBessing a small 
house, and receiving a 5a. weekly allowance. 

There is a Blue Coat School, founded in 1710 ; a 
Ladies' College, instituted in 1860; Lord Scudamore's 
Endowed School^ affording accommodation for nearly 
dOOchildren ; and national and other schools. The city 
has also Uterary, theological, and antiquarian societies. 

Hereford possesses two Gaok — viz., ono- which 
was formerly in connection with the city, but which 
is now done away with, and the other under the con- 
trol of the county authorities ; the latter is a spacioos 
building, surrounded by a lofty wall, and possesses 
all the latest improvements. It cost nearly £30,000. 

Althoi^h most of the specimens of old domestic 
architecture bare disappeared before the march of 
modem improvement, there is still one antique 
woodui house standing entire in the High Town. 
It was erected in 1621, and is said to have originally 
been the hall of the City Company of Butchers, and 
was called the Butchers' Cuild-Hall. It is the sole 
relic of the ancient Butcher Eow, which, according 
to the old engravings, was composed of houses of 
similar construction, and filled up the centre of the 
now spacious square at the east end of High Town. 
These old buildings were removed in 1837. The 
bouse at the present time is undergoing complete 
restoration at the hands of some eminent builders, 
and when finished will present its original features of 
architecture. It is to be occupied by the Worcester 
Banking Company. 
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The Castle Walks, which form the chief place 
of recre&tion to the inhabitants, are deservii^ of 
notice. They were originally laid out in 1745 under 
the auBpices of Lord James Beauderk (a grandson of 
Charles II. and Nell Gwynne), Bishop of Hereford. 
Occupying the site of the ancient castle of Hereford,^ 
they afford a fine view of the river Wye and the 
adjacent country. The broad elevated walks, indeed, 
are upon the foundations of the ancient walls, and 
mark out their ground-plan, which has been quad- 
rangular. The moat is distinctly tra«eabla In the 
middle of the green enclosed by these walks stands 
a massive column, 60 feet in height, erected by the 
inhabitants to perpetuate the gaUant deeds of Admiral 
Lord Nelson, the hero of the Nile, whose bust adorns 
the south side of the pedestal.* 

Hereford is a convenient centre for excursions, the 

' ThiB fortreu is described by Lelsnd as hBTiDg been ane of the 
foirest, largest, uid stroDgeet fortrcEees in England. It consiated 
of two vrards, in tbe smaUer of which was a lofty uiiificial mannd 
on which Btood the keep, with ten Bemi.dtcntar watcli-towers in 
Che outer wall and one greut tower within. Its dimensioaH were, 
of the eastern wa^d 175 yards, north and aouth 1S6, and 100 on 
the weet. 

* Aionnd the base of tbe olnmn are placed six cannons of anti- 
qnatad make, and a martac called "Roaring Meg," These epecimens 
□f the field artillery of the 17th centojy were used by the Royalists 
in the defence of tiie city. They were formerly placed by Bishop 
Beasclerk at the east end of the eonth walk, bnt were removed to 
their present position in 1S51. At the comer of theQKen nearest 
to the Infirmary atands a lar^ Russian gun, taken dnriog the time 
of the Rn»ian War. The walks, etc., round the Green are now in 
excellent order ; many improveiaents of lal« have been made, and 
the site ia a credit to the city. 
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railways affording the tourist dualities for proceeding 
in almost any direction. 

In noticing the places of interest in the vicinity, 
it may be conTenient to take first those which lie to 
the west, in the line, mainly, of the road lying on 
the north bank of the Wye. 

About a mile from the town stands the White 
Cross, erected in 1316 by Bishop de Lewis Gharleton, 
Bishop of Hereford, to commemorate the time when, 
in consequence of a postileDtiai malady r^ng in the 
city, the markets were held on this spot The form 
of this cross ia somewhat remarkable, the base con- 
sisting of a hexagonal flight of seven steps ; the 
lower portion of the shaft is also hexagonal, having 
niches sculptured with shields ; at the top is an 
embattled parapet, ornamented with mouldings. The 
entire height of this relic is about 16 feet. It has 
recently been restored at the expense of the Right 
Hon. and Bev. the Lord Saye and Sole.* 

Heeeford County College. — This fine pile of 
buildings in the Early English style was built by J. 
Bower, Esq,, builder, of Hereford, from the designs of 
F. B. Kimson, Esq., architect, of Hereford, at a cost of 
£17,700. It stands on a charming part of Aylestone 
Hill, and about half a mile from the Bars' Conrt 

' Another tradition witli reference to the erection of this cross 
runs M follows ;— Bishop Cantilnpe is said to haTa heen Mtnmidg 
from his Palace at Sngwas to Hersford, when the bells of the cathe- 
drsl began ringing without any hnman help ; and to commemorate 
such ■ ndracnlons transaction he erected ibia cross on the spot 
where h« flnt hetrd the sound. 
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Station. The ground was presented by the Eer. 
Prebendary Pool of Hentland, and is in extent over 
6 J acres. The College has been establiehed to supply 
to boys at a moderate cost a thoroughly good educa- 
tion on the Public School System. The baildiugB, 
which are erected on the best plans and fitted with 
every accommodation and appliances for educational 
purposes, will accommodate 100 boys in residence. 
The school-rooms, class-rooms, and dormitories are 
very large and comfortable. 

Hereford Society for aiding the Indus- 
trious. — This Society was established in 1841, and 
for several years liberally supported by voluntary 
subscriptions. Among other features it embraces a 
loaji office, some 600 allotments of garden ground, 
public swimming-baths, steam corn-mill, model cot- 
tages OB the Society's freehold estate, and experi- 
mental garden department. The estate, which com- 
prises 21 acres, is situated in Bath Street, near the 
County Gaol and Hereford Union.

Stbetton SugwAS, a small village 4 miles distant, 
occupies a fine situation near the turnpike road from 
Hereford to Hay, and contains a neat church with 
tower, and peal of four old bells. The church was 
entirely rebuilt in 1877 on a new site more convenient 
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for the population. All the old work has been care- 
folly preserved in the new building, and the windows 
are the exact copies of the old ones, and altogether 
the present church has the character of one built in 
the 13th century. There was formerly a palace of 
the bishops of Hereford here, the site of which is 
now occupied by & farm. 

Kbnchester, within less than a mile of Gredenhill 
station, is interesting as the Magna Castra of the 
Bomans. The form of the station has been an 
irregular hexagon, inclining to a parallelogram. Its 
walla may yet be traced by the acute antiquary, 
though planted with hedges and trees. Many Boman 
remains have been discovered here, including bricks, 
leaden pipes, joins, urns, burnt wheat, and bones, 
Gough informs ns that a tesselated pavement was 
found here in 1669, and in the following year build- 
ings of Roman brick. Other remains have been 
found from time to time, including an altar to the 
Emperor Marcus Aurehus ; and these, together with 
the correspondence of the position of Kenchester 
vrith that of Magna Castra as given in the Itinera of 
Antoninus, appear to put it beyond doubt that 
this is the important station so named. The last 
remfdns of Boman construction was an arch or bridge. 
This was destroyed in 1806, but a massive piece of 
stone work, known aa the Devil's Chair, was dis- 
covered on the spot during the time excavations were 
being made under the direction of Dean Merewether. 
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At the aame time a large collection of Bonum coins 
was found. 

The Church is small and homely, conaiating of 
nare, chancel, and bell-turret, and the register dates 
from 1768. 

Bbidob Sollabs, one mile from KencheBter and 
six from Hereford, is deserving of notice for ita 
Norman Chitrck, which possesses an embattled tower 
and other interesting features. The register dates 
from 1704. 

BiSHORBTONE, rather less than a mile from Bridge 
Sollars, has a fine old Church, which has been recently 
restored. It is cruciform in shape, has a good painted 
east window, and several beautiful monuments, especi- 
ally one to Sarah Freer, a relative of one of the 
rectors. The church contains a magnificent organ, 
which formerly belonged to Eaton Chapel. Eoman 
remiuns have frequently been discovered here. About 
forty years ago a beautiful tesselated pavement was 
dug up almost entire, and has since been removed to 
the Hereford Museum. 

One mile farther irom Hereford is tlie small rural 
parish of Byford, chiefly the property of Sir Henry 
CottereU, Bart. The Church, an old building, dedi- 
cated to St. John the Baptist, is pointed in style, and 
has a neat west tower, with good peal of bells. The 
rectory-house is a bold structure of the Grecian Ionic 
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order, and Eiitaated within an endosura Offa'a 
Dyke passes through this parish, and crosBes the 
Hereford turnpike road. 

Mansell Gamage, in a good position a little to 
the north of the highway, 8^ miles from Hereford, 
and accessible from the Weobley station, contains a 
small bat neat church in the Decorated style, erected 
about the 12th century. It was beautifully restored 
and enlaced in 1878, at a cost of £1300. Traces 
of an earlier church are still evident, especially at the 
south-east angle of the nave and the fine old Norman 
doorway on the south sid& A fine (Castellated 
mansion, called "Gamons," is the seat of Sir H 
Cotterell, Bart. 

Monnington-zm-Wye and Prestcm-on-Wye are two 
small villages on opposite sides of the Wye, the former 
containing an old church, which was erected during 
the reign of Charles H. It has a chancel nave and 
a tower with four bella. Monnington Court is a fine 
old building, and is said to be the place where Owen 
Glendower died. The place is now a farmhouse, and 
it contains some good oak panelling and a coat of 
arms bearing the date 1615. Monnington Walk is 
well worthy of a visit It is a beautiful avenue of 
Scotch fir and yew trees, which extends about one 
mile. Some of the trees are of a very great size and 
very old. 

Staunton-dpon-Wte is between 8 and 9 miles 
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from Hereford by road, or withio 2 miles of Weobley 
station. Its Church, dedicated to the Yirgin Maiy, 
is a cnrious structure erected about 160 years sinca 
The living is in the patronage of the dean and canons 
of Christ Church, Oxford. This pariah, in conjunc- 
tion with two others adjoining, possesses a valuable 
charity, derived from the interest on £100,000 stock, 
bequeathed at the close of the last century by George 
Jarvis, Esq. Its fiinda are managed by a body of 
trustees, who have recently obtained an Act of Parlia- 
ment, by which it is now regulated. 

Bredwardinb, pleasantly situated on the south 
bank of the Wye, rather more than 2 miles beyond 
Staunton, was anciently the site of a castle, some 
imperfect traces of which yet testify to its strength 
and importance. The ruins are said to have furnished 
the materials for buildmg Moccas Court, a little 
farther down the river. From this place the family 
of the famous Thomas Bredwardine took their name. 
Thomas Bredwardine, Archbishop of Canterbury in 
1349, was named the "profound Doctor" for bis 
great learning. 

The Church is ancient, consisting of nave, chancel, 
and tower. There is a gnunmar school in the village. 

Clifford is about 5 miles west from Bredwardine, 
and 2 from Whitney station. This interesting village 
is chiefly remarkable for its castle, a beautiful but 
not extensive ruin, situated on an eminence overlook- 
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ing the Wye. The venerable ruins are muitled with 
ivy and eurronnded by graceful treeB, and the neigh- 
bouring country is richly wooded. This castle was 
the birthplace of the celebrated favourite of King 
Henry IL, Jane de Clifford, or, as she was more 
commonly called, "Fair Bosamond," or Bosa MundL 
The village contains an old Norman church, with 
embattled tower and three bells. A convent of 
Cluniac monks was founded here by one of the 
Lords of Clifford, but no traces of it remain. 

None of the villages in the neighbourhood of 
Bredwardine or Clifford are of much interest. From 
either the one place or the other the tourist may 
reach the pleasant valley of the Dore, called some- 
times the Golden Valley.^ Bredwardine is about 6 
miles fi-om Eardisley station. 

To the west of Hereford, on the south side of the 
Wye, there are several places of interest that are 
worthy of notice. 

Clehonqer is a picturesque looking village, 
pleasantly situated on the south bank of the Wye, 
about three miles west of 'Hereford. Its Cfwrch, 

1 Th« Golden V&lle? is sitnated in the south-vest part or th« 
oonnty, eitanding from Kenderclinrcli to Dorstone, between the two 
ridges of hilla which end nt Vagar Hill and Middlewood. respec- 
tively. A Railway, called the Golden Valley Railway, runs through 
it, liBTing atstiona at Doratme, Peterchnich, Vowchuicli, Ahbey 
Dora, and Pontrilas. The Valley ia aaid to have taken its name 
(torn the ciTcnmstance of a large trout having been taken with a 
gold chain anmnd its neck in the river Dore. Thie event is 
clumsily represented by a sculptured atone preserved in the paiuh 
church of Petetchuroh, 
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dedicated to St. Mary, will well repay a visit. The 
building is very ancient, and appears to belong to the 
Early Decorated period. The interior consists of nave 
and chancel ; the entrance is through a small porch, 
and the whole is sunnoiinted by a handsome tower. 
The Aubrey Chapel (so called from the family of that 
name) contains the tombs of Herbert Aubrey, Esq., 
and his wife Elizabeth ; also a fine monument, with 
figures of Sir William Fenbridge, Enight of the 
Garter, and his lady, the knight being clad in armonr, 
aiid the lady in the fashion of her timea. There are 
also several other monuments to members of the 
Aubrey family in other parts of the church. On the 
south side of the edifice is a monument to John 
Matthews, Esq., lord of the manor. The remains 
lie on the north side of the churchyard, opposite to 
a Latin inscription, which is afQxed to the boundary- 
wall, and runs thus : —

Eaton Bishop, a mile distant westwards, is a 
pleasant village with an old church, dedicated to St 
Michael. It is a stone building in the Early English 
style. It was restored in 1878. Several windows 
are of stained glass made up from a collection of glass 
of a very early date. At this place there was formerly 
a palace and chapel belonging to the Bishop of Here- 
ford. The palace was the former residence of Bishop 
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Cantilnpe, but it was converted into a farmhouse 
many years ago, and the chapel vas takeo dovn in 
1792. There is a noble stone building on the banks 
of the Wye called Lower Eaton, the residence of 
Joseph Fully, Esq. Here was once a Roman camp, 
but it cannot now be traced, 

Maslet, between 5 and 6 miles from Hereford, 
and 2 &om the last-mentioned hamlet, is a village of 
some antiquity, and possesses an attractive church, in 
the Early English style. The principal external 
object is the tower, which is square and beautifully 
embattled. In the interior are some elegant arches 
and pillars; the ancient pews have been removed, 
and others of a modem style inserted ; some of the 
windows are stsuned, and produce a fine effect There 
are several handsome monuments, and a musical peal 
of bells. Under the church is a crypt, formerly used 
as a charnel-house. The church was thoroughly 
restored in 1878. 

This village was once the site of a castle, the only 
memorial of which remains in the name of a farm — 
the Castle Farm. 

KiNQSTONE, 2 miles south from Madley, but about 
tJie same distance from Hereford, is interesting on 
account of its Norman Chwch, which is dedicated to 
St. MichaeL It is a stone building in the Early 
English style, consisting of chancel, nave, and aisles, 
with a square tower containing five bells. The tower 
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was rebuilt in 1842, and the church at the same tjme . 
partiall}' restored Several Eoman roads pass near 
Eingstone ; but no important remains have been 
discovered here. 

The picturesque little hamlet of Thruzton, near 
Kingstone, has an old Church and a pleasantly- 
situated vicarage -house. The living is in the gift 
of the Bishop of Hereford 

A very interesting excursion may be made in the 
valley of the small river Dore, called sometimes the 
Golden Valley. The scenery is varied and picturesque, 
and there are various places of considerable interest 
The tourist may take the train to Pontrilas station. 
The little church of Kenderchurch, pleasantly situated 
on an eminence, arrests the eye on aUghting; but 
there is nothing noteworthy about it. 

Kowi^ONE, about 2 miles from the station, and 
a little out of the direct route, has a Church with a 
veiy interesting doorway in the Norman style, con- 
siderably spoiled with whitewash. The arch springs 
from a cylindrical shaft on each side, with quaintly- 
sculptured figures of birds and other devices on its 
capital The inner part of the arch is plain; the 
outer courses have zigzag mouldings. The arch, 
down to the level of the capitals, is filled with a 
very mde and curious sculpture. Possibly this 
sculpture is meant to represent the Last Judgment. 
A figure «ts within an oval, borne by angels. Its 
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right hand ie raised aloft;, and its left supports a book 
or tablet.^ The churcli consists of nave and cboir, 
divided bjr a circular arcli, and has at its west end 
a rude square tower. The choir has one, and the 
nave has two, small round-headed lights, the reet 
of the windows being more recent. There is an 
old font in the interior. In the churchyard ia the 
base of a stone cross, which seems to have been 
rather an important erection. 

EwTAS Harold may be reached by a pleasant 
walk of two miles from Rowlstone. Its Church ia of 
some interest It consists of nave, chancel, tower at 
the west end, and porch on the south side. The 
tower, which is the oldest part of the building, has 
a good Early English doorway in its south front, the 
arch springing from plain circular coiumns. The 
three courses of the tower above have Early English 
windows. In the chancel, in an arched recess in 
the north wall, lies an effigy, considerably worn and 
without inscription. 

This hamlet once possessed a castle, said to have 
been founded by King Harold ; but no traces of it

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exist, though the suppoaed site is pointed out There 
was also a priory, or " cell of Black Monks " here ; 
hut no relics of it remain. 

Dewlas, a mile distant, has nothing to tempt the 
tourist to turn aside. 

Abbtt Dobb. — The fine old church of Abhey 
Dore will repay a long journey. It is about a mile 
from Ewyas Harold, and is channingly situated close 
to the Ti]l^;e to which it gives its name. An abbey 
was founded here for Cistercian monks by Robert, 
Lord of Ewyas, about the end of the reign of Henry 
I. or beginning of that of Stephen. Rich gifts were 
bestowed upon the abbey by the founder, by Harold 
de Ewyas his father, by King John, and other royal 
and noble benefactors. At the Dissolution its income 
was £110 : 6 : 2 per annum. Several of the abbots 
of this house were very distinguished men. 

The Chv/rch, as at present existing, consists of the 
choir, with surrounding aisles, and the transepta of 
the original building. The style is beautifully har- 
monious, being pure Early English throughout. The 
entraiice to the choir is by a lofty pointed arch, rising 
to the ceiling. Similar arches open into the tran- 
septs; and that at the termination of the nave is 
observable in the west wall, though now built up. 
The aisles of the choir are simply groined by springers 
from a cluster of columns at each bay. The division 
of the aisle behind the altar is deserving of notice. 
It is divided into two aisles by four sets of clustered

columns. Each cluster consists of eight cylindrical 
columns, fire rising from the ground and three from 
a buttress about five or six feet higL The corre- 
sponding columns gainst the east wall rise from 
buttreseea of the same hei^t. The groining is very 
elegant In this part of the church aro two muti- 
late effigies of knights in armour, said, though it 
does not appear on what foundation, to be a son 
of King Harold and his friend. Within the choir 
there is a monument, with a long Latin inscripCion, 
to John HoskiuB, who died in 1638. A carved oak 
screen stands at the west end of the choir. Its four 
divisions have the following inscription : — " Vive Deo 
Gratts. Toto mthdo tvmtlatvs. Ckimine mtndatts. 
Semper transire parat?s." In the south transept are 
three pisoinoe. A slab in the floor of the north 
transept commemorates " Elizabeth the daughter of 
Thomas Lewis, who departed this life, the 31st day 
of May 1715, aged 141 years." 

There aro some unimportant fragments of the 
monastic bnildings attached to the church. Our 
space does not admit of any specalations as to the 
buildings of which they formed a part 

Bactton, a mile and a half farther up the valley, 
is situated by the river Dore. The Church, a small 
and plain Norman building, is chieSy remarkable as 
contiuning a monument (now in good preservation) 
to one of the maids of honour to Queen Elizabeth, 
and a neat communion-clol^ the work of her bands. 
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Thia same lady, by name Blanch Parry, left a con- 
siderable Bum of money for the relief of the poor of 
the pariah. 

Passing up the valley, the tourist will Bee on his 
left the village of SL Margarets; and atill more dis- 
tant is Michael Oh^hh EsMey. The former has an 
old church from which the village derives its name. 
It contains, a chancel, nave, and a wooden tower with 
two bells; whilst the latter, situated on a small brook 
called Eskley Brook, has a small chnrch, Early English 
in style, which is dedicated to St Michael 

VowCHUECH, a small rural village, is S miles 
farther np the valley. The village contains an old 
■ church and a charity school. Near it is Tumaaton, 
a small and ancient village, possessing an old but 
very plain church. 

A mile and a half farther distant is Pbterchdrch, 
a oonsiderable village, pleasantly situated on the river 
Dore. The church is the principal object of interest ; 
it appears to have been erected soon after the intro- 
duction of the Morman style, of which it is a very 
remarkable specimen. The building consists of nave, 
chancel, and tower, with an additional aisle on one 
side, and a small entrance-porch. The interior is 
very neatly fitted up, and numerous monumental 
remains adorn the walls. The greatest curiosity is 
a sculptured stone representing the fish, referred 
to in the note to p. 66. The Wells of St Peter 
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are aita&ted in this parish. They are said to have 
healing powers. The manBion -house of Urishay 
Caatle will be observed by the visitor. 

DORSTONB, a considerable village, taking its name 
from the Dore, on which it is situated, is between 3 
and i miles from Petercburch. It is a place of some 
antiquity, and contains a fine old Chvirch, originally 
Norman, which, tradition saya, was erected by one of 
the murderers of Thomas k Becket, named Bicardus 
de Brito, in expiation of the deed. In the interior 
is the founder's monument in good preservation. On 
the summit of a hill (from which a panoramic view 
over eleven counties may be obtained), near the 
church, is a colimin of stone, supposed by some to 
have originally formed part of a Druidical temple. 
It is a conspicuous object at a considerable distance, 
and known as Arthur's Stone. 

From Dorstone the tourist may gain the railway 
at Hay, just beyond the borders of the county, or he 
may cross Arthurstone Hill to Bredwardine, and 
return by a new ronte. 

An excursion to Dinedor and Aconbury Hills, a 
few miles to the south of Hereford, and to several 
other locahtiea in their ne^hbonrhood, will well 
repay any little fatigue it may occasion. 

Dinedor, an unimportant hamlet, ia about two 
milea south-east of Hereford. On the summit of 
Dinedor Hill, however, is a Soman, Camp, pretty well 
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marked, and in the form of a parallelogram. The 
hill commandB a fine view, especially of the Wye 
valley and city of Hereford. 

Holm Lacey, a little to the Bouth of Dinedor, and 
near the etation --1 the same name (i miles from 
Hereford), possesaea, beaides a handsome Church, the 
ancient seat of the Scudamore family, situated in a 
beautiful park. The Scudamore family came over 
with the Conqueror, in the person of St. Scudamore, 
who was so called from hia motto which he adopted, 
namely, "Scutum Amoris Divini" (the shield of 
divine love), though they did not settle here till the 
reign of Edward III. Sir James Scudamore, a 
member of this famUy, is the original of the "Sir 
Scudamore" of Spenser's "Faerie Queen." Holm 
Lacey has another literaiy association. In one of. 
the apartments of the manaion Pope wrote hia well- 
known lines on " The Man of Eosa." Pope frequently 
visited Holm Lacey. The mansion contains a number 
of family portraits, aome good paintings, and other 
works of art, containing among them some fine speci- 
mens of carving of birds, fruit, flowers, and shellfish, 
by Grinling' Gibbons. 

AcoMBCRY, about 2 miles from Holm Lacey, or 
Knedor, is an old-fashioned looking village, pleas- 
antly situated. In ancient times there was here a 
nunnery of the order of St Augustine, founded and 
endowed in the time of King John by Mai^ry, 
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wife of Wftltet de Lacy. Its revenues were worth 
£76 : 7 : 5j per annum at the Diasolution. Some 
remaina of the building have been converted into a 
farmhouae. The Church of Aconbuiy is Bmall, but 
elegant, in the Gothic style, with a very ancient 
porch. 

On Aconbnry Hill are the remains of an extensive 
Soman Camp. Its outline, which is well marked, is 
an irregular oblong, and ite main divisions can be 
made out with little di£GcuIty. The view from this 
height ranges over the Worcestershire hills on the 
east ; those of Radnor, Brecon, and Monmouth shires 
on the west and south-west ; while within the nearer 
distance it embraces the winding course of the Wye, 
and the richly-wooded scenery of Herefordshire, 

Little Dewchubch, a mile and a half south 
from Aconbury, and 6 from Herefoi'd, is a very small 
parish, and possesses a handsome little Churchy con- 
sisting of nave and chancel, with an embattled tower. 
The interior is neatly fitted up. A few uninteresting 
remains of a nunnery exist in the village, on a site 
DOW partially covered by cottt^es, and in the vicinity 
the fine mansion of Brampton Abbots. 

Much DewchuBCH, about 6 miles from Hereford, 
and between 2 and 3 west from the last-mentioned 
village, contains some remains of a Soman entrench- 
ment, and a very old Church, dedicated to St, David. 
This structure, whicli appears to have been erected

at various periods (the architecture ranging from the 
Norman to the Perpendicular style), conBists of nave, 
chancel, and entrance-porch, - over which is a low- 
square tower ; the roof is singularly constructed of 
oak shingles, and almost flat The interior, which 
presents a sombre appearance, contains several monu- 
ments, one of which, to the Pye family, bears date 
1547. 

A place called Mynde is a large building contain- 
ing a magnificent hall, 60 feet long and 30 feet high, 
with extensive gardens and grounds, a deer park of 
300 acres, and an ornamental lake. In the parish 
likewise is situated an old Elizabethan mansion called 
Bryngwyn, with itfi beautiful gardens and surround- 
ings, the seat of Major Eanken. 

Much Dewchurch is within about a mile of the 
Tram Inn station. In this neighbourhood are the 
hamlets of Dewsall and Callow, 

Dewsall has an ancient church dedicated to St 
Michael. In the interior are some handsome monu- 
ments to the Pearl family, whose sole heiress married 
into the family of Buckingham and Chandos. 

Callow, nearer Hereford, occupies a fine situation 
on a gently rising eminence, overlooking the Aber- 
gavenny and Hereford Railway. It has a neat 
modem church, and a charity of considerable value, 
endowed by a member of the Pearl family, who 
formerly resided here. 

IXAMWABNE, about a mile to the south of Much 
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Dewchnrch, and 7 &om Hereford, is interesting on 
account of its Church, vhich is of Saxon architecture, 
consisting of nave, chancel, and aisles, vrith a tower 
beautifully embattled. The building, which is very 
BpacioQB and plainly fitted up, contains a large number 
of monuments and tablets. The Wesleyans have a 
chapel, and there is a school in connection with the 
church. 

To the north of Hereford several places of interest 
may now be noticed. 

HOLHER, about 2 miles distant, has an ancient 
Chwch, supposed to have been erected about the close 
of the 13th or the beginning of the 14th century. 
It is in different styles, having undergone repeated 
alterations since its erection. The interior is very 
plain, consisting merely of a nave and chancel. It 
has a detached tower on the south side containing 
five bells. The parish contains excellent schools, 
which have been enlarged by Mr. W. CuUis, builder, 
of Hereford. 

BuRQEiLL is i miles from Hereford. The Chwch 
is ancient, and is approached through a magnificent 
avenue of trees. The building was originally Norman,- 
but having through the lapse of ages become much 
decayed, it was entirely restored a few years since, 
the final restoration taking place in 1862, when three 
stained glass windows were added, and the nave and 
some other parts paved with encaustic tiles. The 
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aisles are separated from the navee by Norman pillars 
of excellent design, and the whole building, which is 
very spacious, is pewed with oaJc. The altar-screen 
of oak deserves notice, as does also the font, which 
contains figures of the twelve apostles. This font is 
a reiy curious one, being composed of metal placed 
on a stone. The principal monument is that to Sir 
John Melbourne, Bart, his lady, and family of twelve 
children. The schools are modem buildings, situated 
near the church. In this parish is situated the Here- 
ford County and City Lunatic Asylum, a collection 
of buildings well worthy of a visit 

Marden, 5 miles from Hereford, and 1 from the 
Moreton station, contains an ancient and beautiful 
Chierck, dedicated to St Mary, which consists of nave, 
chancel, north and south aisles, and porches. In the 
interior there is a fine brass with an inscription to 
the memory of Lady Chute. The spot where the 
body of King Ethelbert is said to have been laid 
previous to its removal to Hereford is still pointed 
out. Within the bounds of this parish, and some 
distance west of the church, the sites of the camp of 
Caractacus, now called the Sutton Walls, and of the 
palace of Offa, are shown. From Ashgrove Hill, about 
3 miles north-west of Marden, may be bad a view of 
seven counties. 

Welungton ia pleasantly situated in a deep 
valley adjoining the turnpike-road, a short distance 
from Marden. It possesses a Norman Ckurch, the

principal object in the interior of vliich is an ancient 
braBB to a knight named Ferrott 

DiNMORE is about 2 milea beyond Wellington. 
Its Church is ornamented with & tasteful spire, was 
formerly tlie Preceptory of the Knighta of St John 
of Jerusalem, and was built in the early part of the 
12th century, and rebuilt about 1420, when the 
place was in the hands of the Knights Hospitallers. 
In aii old MS. it states that there were horns on the 
altar of Dinmore Church which gave the privilege of 
sanctuary to whoever touched them. In tbe vicinity, 
surrounded by pleasant scenery, is Dinmore House, 
an old mansion, now the residence of Samuel Babbing- 
ton, Esq. It contains some paintings by Bubens, 
and also two cabinets with painting on the drawers 
by the same artist. These cabinets were obtained 
by an ancestor of tbe family at Lisbon at the time 
of the great earthquake. 

BOBENEAM, a populous village, situated near tbe 
small river Liigg, has an ancient Church, the effect of 
which is much impaired by the incomplete state of the 
spire. The interior has, during the present century, 
been repaired and repaved, and now presents a neat 
appearance. The river here abounds with fish of the 
smaller sort 

Weoblet (Inns : Bed Lion, Salutation, Unicom) is 
between 1 1 and 1 2 miles from Hereford by road, but is 
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withra4inilea of Moorhamptonstation on the Hereford, 
Hay, and Brecon Railway. Thia town was more impor- 
tant in ancient times than it is now. It is surrounded 
with Bceneryof a very attractive character, consistingof 
productive and fertile gardens and meadows, occasion- 
ally interspersed with neat and pleasant residences. 
The only remnants of antiquity now observable are 
some traces of an ancient Castle, which is mentioned 
in history as having been captured by King Stephen 
in his wars with the Empress Matilda. The Chwrch 
of St. Peter and St. Paul is an ornament to the 
town. It is in several styles of architecture, its 
massive tower and lofty spire being a prominent 
object in the neighbourhood. The principal attraction 
in the interior is a splendid marble statue to the 
memory of Colonel Birch ; beneath the figure, which 
is surrounded with the emblems of war, is an appro- 
priate inscription. There are handsome schools in 
one of the principal thoron^farea, but no civic 
structures ; the houses and shops are equal to those 
of most country towns.' 

Two miles beyond Weobley is Sarneafield, an un- 
important agricultural village, possessing a small 
Norman Church, dedicated to St, Maiy, which has 
recently undergone restoration. In the churchyard 

' Before the Reform Act of 1832 this town retnnied two 
members to ParlUment, although at the time there were onl; 
75 electors, end these lived "reDt-free," their political inpport 
being cooaidered equiTolaDt to pajing lent. Boiiie very good old 
timber houses at« here to be found, although it was tiie custom 
years ago, upon the death of a person, to poll down the bonse in 
whicli be diftd. 
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of Samesfield ia the tombstone of John Abell, a noted 
architect of his day. He buUt the old town-halls of 
Hereford, Kington, and Brecon, also the Butter Crosa 
at Leominster. He was buried here in 1694, aged 
97. The monument was designed and sculptured 
by himself after he had reached 90 years of age, and 
it represents the effigy of himself and his two wives. 
For his service in the defence of Hereford during 
the siege, Abell was honoured by King Charles 
L with the title o( "one of His Majesty's carpenters." 
The Court is a fine mansion, standing within 
eztensive and well-arranged grounds. 

With a brief notice of Mordiford, and one or two 
other hamlets, the survey of the vicinity of Hereford 
may be concluded. 

Mordiford, 4 mOes south-east from Hereford, is 
pleasantly situated near the Wye. The Church is the 
principal object of interest; it is a small Norman 
building, and has a beautiful square tower with some 
good bells. In the interior are two monuments which 
may be worth mentioning. The first bears the effigy 
of a lady engaged in prayer, beneath which is the 
following inscription : — 

" To ths memory of

prayera in ye form as you see her porttrature 
in Laport's Coart, uppon ye 14th day of April 
1665, agfd 80 years." 

The other is a tablet which commemorates a terrific 
thunderstorm V^tcn did extensive damage in the 
village.^ 

DoRHiNOTON, a mile and a half to the north-east 
of Moidiford, is an old village, possessing a church of 
ancient design, and a fine mansion called Dormmg- 
ton Court, the residence of W. Vevers, Esq. The 
scenery in this neighbourhood is very beautiful, and 
caunot fail to gratify the lover of nature. 

Stoke Edith, a romantic village, rather more than 
a mile from Dormington, is distant from Hereford 
nearly 6 miles, and has within its boundaries a fine 
mansion and park, the country seat of the Foley 
family. The lofty and spacious hall of this mansion, 
together with the staircase and other apattments, are 
covered with mythological subjects painted by Sir 
Thomas Thornhill. The Church, dedicated to St. 
Mary, is ancient, but does not possess any attractions ; 

' There k an oM tradition with rererence to this place, namely, 
tbat it was the wmdb of a dreadful eDcounter between a coodemDed 
malefactor and a winged dragon. The dragon for some time had 
been deBtroying and deTonring the flocks and herds of the paaturea 
aronnd, and the malefactor was to receive pardon if he destroyed 
this moneter. Be did so, after s severe encounter, hnt . the hreath 
of the dragon was eo poisonous that it proved fatal to its destroyer. 
In commemoration of thie event a large green dragon wu painted 
on the west end of the church. 
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tlie walla of the nave and tower are beautifully coated 
with ivy. There is a railway station within a mile 
of Stoke Edith. 

Tarrington, about a mile distant from Stoke Edith, 
contains a church, which, with the exception of the 
tower, is cot of very ancient date. 
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This is a healthy and pleasant market town, with 
about 2000 of a population, aituated on the borders 
of Wales, and surrounded by steep and well-wooded 
hlLs. The pictaresque scenery of the neighbourhood, 
and the sport which the waters that almost encircle 
the town afford to anglers, render it a favourite resort 
during the summer season. It is entirely of modem 
date, and consists principally of four well-formed 
streets, exhibiting on each aide handsome and 
elegantly built houses and shops, chiefly of stone. 
The streets are paved and lighted with gaa. The 
chief employment of the people is agriculture ; malt- 
ing and the manufacture of nails are carried on to 
some extent Kington ia not incorporated, but is 
managed by a board of thirty Commissioners under 
the Kington Improvement Act 

The Church, delightfully situated on an eminence 
above the town, is dedicated to St Mary. Although 
mostly rebuilt in 1829, and enlarged and altered in 
1874, some features of the original edifice have been 
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preserved. The style is partly Early English, partly 
Decorated. It baa accommodation for nearly 1000 
worshippers. The interior consists of a nave of lat^e 
dimensions, with aisles and chancel. On the eouth 
side of the chancel is a small chapel, apparently of 
more ancient date than the rest of the etructare, and 
totally different in style ; this may have formed part 
of an older edifice than that now existing, or it may 
once have been a private chapeL Within it is a very 
fine altar-tomb, in alabaster, bearing the recumbent 
effigies of Thomas Vaughan, Esq., and his lady, which, 
although nearly four centuriea old, are in a remark- 
able state of preservatioa This beautiful building 
is. surmounted by a massive tower, and a finely-pro- 
portioned spire of octagonal shape. It is covered 
with oak shingles. The tower contains a peal of 
bells. In the churchyard is the base and part of 
the shaft of an old cross. 

Adjoining the church is an ancient Grammar 
School, founded early in the 17th century by Mar- 
garet, Lady Hawkins, the widow of Admiral Sir 
John Hawkins, treasurer of Queen Elizabeth's navy, 
for the maintenance and encouragement of classical 
and scientific learning in the town. 

The only other public buildings worthy of notiee 
are — the Market-House, a small building of stone ; 
and the Gaol and Police Station near it. In the 
town IB a ham, still standing, in which the cele- 
brated Mrs. Siddons made her first appearance on 
the stage. 
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FehBRIDGE, a considerable village near the station 
of the same name, is ahout 5 miles from Kington. 
The church is ancient, but uninteresting ; near it is 
a iroodeD tower, containing a clock and peal of bells, 
which is supposed to have formed part of an ancient 
church, and to have been left to mark the spot on 
which the edifice stood. 

Staunton is about the same distance from King- 
ton, and is also within a mile of Pembridge station. 
The church ia modern, in the Decorated style. 
Staunton Park is in the immediate neighbourhood. 
Rather more than a mile distant is Shobdon, with a 
good Church in the Bomanesque styla Shobdon 
Court, the seat of Lord Bateman, ia surrounded by 
extensive and finely-wooded grounds 3j miles in 
extent, and well stocked with deer. 

Passing Byton, an inaigpificant village, Kinsham 
ifi reached about 3^ miles from Shobdon. It has a 
Church of some antiquity, and a fine old mansion, 
. Kinsham Court, once the seat of the Oxford and 
Mortimer family. It was likewise once the residence 
of Miss Florence Nightingale. Kinsham Dingle, a 
picturesque spot in the neighbourhood, is worth a 
visit. 

LiNOEN, an agricultural village, is a mile and a half 
farther north. This is a place of some historical 
interest, a castle having existed here, in the posses- 
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sion of a family named De Lingen, as eai'Iy as the 
reign of Henry IIL Sir Henry Lingen, a member 
of this family, was a firm supporter of Charles L 
against the Parliament;, and expended most of his 
fortune in the royal caoae. The site of the castle 
may be seen sear the church, which is of small 
interest. 

There are more extensive, yet still scanty, remains 
of the Cadle of Bkampton Brian, between 2 and 3 
miles farther nortL This wa^ an ancient lordship 
of the famUy of Brian de Brampton, who resided here 
in the time of Henry I, It passed by marriage in 
the reign of Edward I. to Robert de Harley, with 
whose descendants, the Earls of Oxford, it still re- 
mains. The Barleys declaring for the Parliament at 
the time of the civil war, the castle was twice besieged 
by the royal forces, the church suffering much during 
the operations. It was at length burnt, and reduced 
to ruins. The chief remains are fragments of walls 
and a gateway. The Church ia mostly modem. It 
has one or two monuments. Brampton Park adjoins 
the village. The mansion is of no architectural im- 
portance ; but the grounds are very extenaire and 
picturesque. 
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Ledburt is a market town, with about 3000 inhabit- 
uits, and is conveniently situated at nearly eqoal 
distances between Hereford, Gloucester, and Wor- 
ceater. It rests, for the most part, on a declivity 
within a email valley, formed by the Dog Hill and 
other eminences, at the eastern angle of the county, 
and consists principally of three streets, which are 
intersected by a number of smaller ones. Many of 
the bonses are ancient, being constructed of timber 
with projecting storeys, although there are some 
handsome modem residences. The Hereford and 
Gloucester Canal passes close to the town, and the 
river Leden is navigable at a short distance from it 
Ledbary was anciently a parliamentary borongh, and 
returned members as early as the reign of Edward 
I. ; soon after which period the inhabitants petitioned 
for exemption on the ground of poverty. A charter 
granted by Queen Elizabeth is still in existence, 
under which its fairs and market are held. The 
latter is held every Tuesday at the Market House, an 
old-fashioned building with massive oak pillars, which 
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fitanda near the cental of the High Street The 
trade, which was formerly very considerable, has now 
much declined. Dunng the reign of Queen Elizabeth 
Etnd James I the manufacture of broad cloth and aUk 
was carried on very extensively ; but these industries 
have long entirely ceased. The produce of the 
orchards and hop grounds at present form the staple 
commodities. Tanning is carried on to some extent, 
and there are rich quarries of limestone and beautiful 
marble in the neighbourhood. 

Jacob ToDson, the bookseller, sometime secretary 
to the Kit-Kat Club, and celebrated as the subject 
of a satirical triplet by Dryden, died here in 1736. 
A facetious epitaph to his memory appeared in the 
Qentlemavli Magazine for Febmary of that year. 

The Church, formerly collegiate, is dedicated to 
8t. Michael It is a very ancient and interesting 
structure, in a mixed style of architecture — the 
ITorman portion being especially worthy of notice. 
The west door, which is Norman, is one of the most 
interesting features of the edifice. It consists of 
three receding arches, the outer rounded, the others 
plain zigzag, rising from tall cylindrical columns with 
sculptured capitals, the innermost on either side pre- 
senting a grotesque human face, surmounted by a 
crown and foliage. The arch is lofty, and alt<^theT 
the doorway is a very fine example of the plain 
Norman style. The north porch, as a specimen of 
E^ly English of a somewhat peculiar type, is deserr* 
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ing of cEireful attention. The outer arch is almost 
triangular in its outline. It rises from three plain 
columns, considerably worn. The arch of the door- 
way is similar in style. The north and south walls 
of the chancel hare each a small elegant Norman 
window, but the east window is Perpendicular. The 
other windows of the chancel are Perpendicular and 
Early English. The north aisle has a very graceful 
Early English window in its east wall, while over 
the communion table is a copy of Leonardo da Vinci's 
painting of the " Lord's Supper," executed by a native 
of this place. There ia a Decorated chapel on the 
north side of the chancel. Here there ia a handsome 
doorway, in the Early English style, consisting of 
three plain slender columns supporting pointed arches. 
This doorway is profusely adorned with the ball-flower 
ornamentation. The tower, also Early English, is 
detached from the church ; it is very handsome, and 
contains a set of moaical chimes. It is surmounted 
by a finely-pointed and excellently-proportioned spire, 
above 60 feet in height. The interior of the church 
possesses everf necessary accommodation. It contains 
agood organ. There are some stained windows, several 
of which are of considerable beauty. In the walls 
of the chancels and chapels are several aumbries 
and a piscina. There have been sedilia, but they 
are built up. There are numerous monuments, some 
of them interesting for their antiquity, others for 
their beauty. Many details of the old Norman 
church will be observed on an examination of the 
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interior. The cliancel has been partially freed from 
its coating of lime and whitewash. It is to be Hoped 
this good Tork will be carried on till the whole church 
has been similarly cleared. St Catherine's Chapel, 
adjoining the edifice on tbe north aide, is totally 
different in architecture, being a capital specimen of 
the Decorated style. Altogether this is a church vhich 
cannot fail to delight every lover of old ecclesiastical 
architecture.^ 

A free Grammar School was founded here before 
the time of Edward VL ; but its revenues were so 
scanty that it was merged in the National School 
The original building may be seen in a narrow lane 
near the church. It is built of tunber and plaster 
in the domestic style of the 15tb century, and is 
now the workshop of an artisan. 

Public Buildings. — The TownrEall, situated in 
the High Street, is a plain substantial building. 

The Hospiial of St. CaOierime, situated in the High 
Street, owes its origin to Hugh Foliot, Bishop of 
Hereford in the 13th century. The original founda- 
tion was for six widowers and four widows ; but, in 
consequence of the increase of the funds of the Society, 
additional buildings were erected in 1822, and there 
are now 24 inmates upon the fonndations. The senior 

I A Gurions custom wbich waa called "ein-eating" once pre- 
vailed here at fansrala, -when poor ])er9onB were tired for the 
purpose. After the dead body waa laid npon tha bier, a loaf of 
bread and a maple bowl full of beer and sixpences were given to 
tbe ein-eatere, who thereupon took apoa tbemeelvea the slna of 
the deceased, and freed him or her {torn Talking aft«r death. 
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canon of Hereford occupies the position of muter, 

with the dean and chapter as the trustees. There 
is a chapel attached to the institution, where service 
is performed at stated times by the chaplain. 

Ledbury has many places of interest in its vicinity. 
Several remains of ancient encampments in the neigh- 
bourhood Tvill be found worth a visit 

Wall Hill, about a mile from the town, is the 
site of a camp covering an area of nearly thirty acres. 
The antiquarian will find little difficulty in tracing 
its outline. It seems to have been Koman. 

The British Camp on Hereford Beacon is the 
most interesting ancient fortification in the county. 
The fortifications have been on a vast scale, as their 
lines can be traced with the eye at a distance of 
several miles. The Beacon Hill ia between 3 and i 
miles from Ledbury ; and the tourist may, if be 
please, by diverging a little, take Eastnor, the Park, 
and Castle, on his way (Castle open on Tuesdays). 
By the latter route he will pass tlirough the deer-park 
on his way to the Beacon Hill, and may observe that 
the long yew avenue is on a British or Boman way. 
The hill can be ascended without difScnlty from 
variouB points. The Malvern road winds along its 
base ; and beyond the toll-bar the tourist will find 
one or two pretty easy slopes. There can be no 
doubt, from the style of the fortifications, that this 
work is a British one. Trenches of great depth 
encircle the hill, one above another, Indicating im- 
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mense and patient labour. With a sufficient number 
of BritonB to hold them, these fortifications must have 
been impregnable. The summit of the hill is encircled 
by a trench similar to those below, though not so 
deep. There are some Uttle depressions (they can 
scarcely be called hollovs) in the turf on the summit. 
These may possibly indicate the site of the rude hats 
of the warriors. Many, doubtless, had their dwellings 
in the less exposed trenches below. 

Tradition assigns this magnificent vork to Caractacns, tbs 
British prince who so long ancceBsfully resisted the arms of 
Rome. There U much proiiahility in this tradition. In no 
spot in the connty coald the British hero make a stand with a 
greater probahility of success. A siege would not avaiJ to drire 
him out, aa the Ramans could not enclose the hill with lines of 
Enffieient etrength to meet an attack at any point the Britons 
might choose to assail ; and the hardy defendeni had room 
within their lines of defence for goodlj herds of oxen or sheep. 
Fresh supplies conld easily be brought in at favourable intervlda 
&om different points of the surrounding country. 

. The Herefordshire Beacoo, it is almost unneces- 
sary to say, commands a magnificent view, embracing 
every outstanding spot within a circuit of many 
miles, as well as spreading out in full view the fertile 
fields of Herefordshire. The Ohdisk, crowning a 
neighbouring summit, was erected by Earl Somers in 

1812, to commemorate various members of his family. 
There is an inn — The British Carrvp — at the foot 
of the hill, at the point where the road descends into 
Worcestershire. Here the tourist is within half a 
mile of Little Malvern, and a mile and a half of Great 
Malrem. 
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EastnoR, a email agricultiUral parish, is two miles 
to the eaat of Ledbury. It haa a somewhat hand- 
some little Church, built within recent years on the 
site of an old and dilapidated edifice. The tower 
of the original- structure haa been preserved. It 
is Early English in style ; but the new building is 
Decorated. The church consists of nave, north aisle 
with chapel off it, chancel, and tower. In the interior 
there is a handsome modem font, and a pulpit finely 
aculptnred. There are several good monuments to 
the Cocks family. The churchyard is shaded by 
some fine old yews and elms. 

Eastnor Castle is a modem building in the castel- 
lated style, situated in a beautiful and extensive park. 
The building, which has numerous valuable objects of 
art, is usually open to visitors on Tuesdays. The 
park is at all times open. An avenue several miles 
in length, shaded all the way with yew-trees, and 
occupying the Roman Ridgeway, perhaps originally a. 
British road, opens to the highway near Herefordshire 
Beacon. 

CoLWAiJ., 4 miles from Ledbury, is a very pleaaant 
village, situated on the west side of the well-known 
Malvern Hills. It has a Chwch, which is an old 
building, in the Decorated style, with a castellated 
tower, and good peal of bells. In the interior are 
some ancient brasses and monuments. 

Near Colwall, in a pleasantly wooded park, is the 
mansion of Hope End, the birthplace of Elizabeth 
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Barrett Browning, the poetess. The estate baa passed 
into other hands; bat pleasant memorieB are still 
cherished of Mr. Barrett and his gifted daughter all 
through this neighbourhood. 

On the western side of the Malvern Hills a village 
is rapidly growing in imitation of those which occupy 
the eastern slopes. The houses are good, and are 
placed on the hillside with the pictnresque irregular- 
ity which is the characteristic of the favourite Wor- 
cestershire watering-placa West Malvehn, though 
it does not possess a tithe of the attractions of Qreat 
and Little Malvern, may yet, for its quiet and retire- 
ment, be by some people preferred to those gay 
summer resorts. The air is pure and bracing, and 
the scenery in the neighbourhood is pleasant. 

PiSLET Village, distant from Ledbury about i 
miles westward, has an antiquated little church, con- 
sisting of a nave and a small wooden belfry, placed 
at one extremity of the building. There are ancient 
wTonght iron hinges on the south door. 

The road beyond passes by a locahty known as 
Durley Oommott, and considerably to the right, beyond 
the railway, is the retired village of Munsley, 
possessing the old Church of St. Bartholomew. 
During the restoration of this building, when tak- 
ing down the south wall, some very ancient grave- 
stones were discovered, which had crosses engraved 
on them. Some handsome residences are sitnated 
around.

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Yarehili^ 7 miles from Ledbury, ia watered by.a 
small brook. It possesses a Church, the most interest- 
ing portion of which is its fine castellated tower, from 
which is obtained an uninterrupted view of the sur- 
rounding country for a considerable distance. 
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LEOMINSTER. 

Inns : Itoyal Oak, Talbot, Greykimnd.

Leominster is situated in a rich and fertile valley 
watered by the Lugg aod eeveral of its tribntaries, 
and iB surrounded with fine orchardB^ rich meadovs, 
and hop plantations. The origin of this town is in- 
volved in obscnrity; but we find that in 658 a 
nunnery was founded here for religious virgins by 
Merwald, King of Mercia, and endowed with all the 
lands about the town. Leiand supposes its name to 
have been derived from a "minster" which was 
founded here about the middle of the 7th century by 
one of the kings of Mercia. About a century later 
this minster, with almost all the town, was destroyed 
by the Sritons. In 1055 the town was seized by 
the Welsh and fortified. William Eufus is said to 
have further fortified and strengthened the walls, 
which, in the reign of John, were broken down, and 
the whole town plundered by the Welsh under Lord 
Brecknor. During the reign of Henry V. the place 
was possessed by Owen Glyndwr, after he had de- 
feated the Earl of March. On the breaking up of 
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the prior;, in the reign of Edward I., the reyenaea 
were appropriated by the king to the Abbey of 
Reading. In the contest for the crown of England 
between Mary and Lady Jane Gray, th% cftuse of the 
former was supported by the inhabitants of Leo- 
minster, and she in consequence granted them a 
charter of incorporation, by which they enjoyed all 
the privileges of older boroughs. During the past 
hundred years the streets have been gradually im- 
proved, and are now for the most part broad and 
even handsome. The houses of modem date contrast 
strongly with those of centuries gone by, which, with 
their huge beams painted black and grotesquely 
carved, afford a striking illustration of the style of 
dwellings inhabited by our forefathers. 

The trade of Leominster consists of wool, malt, 
hops, com, and cider. The manufacture of printing- 
ink and vegetable lamp-black is carried on with 
considerable success. A capacious and elegant Bait- 
way Station, on the Shrewsbury and Hereford line, 
near the town, has greatly increased its trade. The 
market-day is Friday, and there are several fairs 
during the year. 

The Church, dedicated to St. Peter and St^ Paul, 
occupies a good position on the border of the town. 
It is a very spacious, irregularly-built structure, con- 
sisting of nave, aisles, chancel, porch, and tower at 
the west end. In the west front of the tower is a 
very interesting N'orman doorway, consisting of a . 
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series of six receding arches, plain and sharp, the 
three main ones rising from coIamnB with curious 
monsters and other sculptures on their capitals. 
The middle of the three main arches is zigza^ed, 
as is also the outermost circle. Above this doorway 
is a targe circular window, the capitals of the two 
columnB from which its arch springs heing adorned 
like those of the doorway already noticed. Each of 
the two upper courses of the tower has a window, 
very slightly pointed, divided into two Early English 
lights. The whole of the south aisle and the greater 
part of the north, originally Nonnan, have been 
replaced by more recent work. The recent " restora- 
tions " on the north side are in wretched taste. The 
west window is Perpendicular, and a good example 
of that style, though rendered rather unsightly by 
the two buttresses raised for the support of its 
centre. The west window of the south aisle is 
Decorated, and has been repaired with taste. The 
porch on this side is a comparatively modem and 
tasteless insertion, painted white like the doorway 
within. Of the five windows in the wall of the south 
aisle two have lost their mulllona and tracery, and 
have been economically repaired by plain upright 
shafts intersecting each other in the arch. The east 
window has been treated in the same way. 

The Norman portion of the building is supposed 
to have originally formed part of the uicient con- 
ventntd church ; whilst the southern side, which had 
completely disappeared, has been replaced by that 
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portion above described. From tbe exietiiig lemiunB, 
in the opinion of learned antiquaries, it would appear 
that in fonn and size this stately structure vras almost 
equal to the magnificent abbey church of Romaey in 
Hampshire. The portion now set apart for divine 
worship is elegantly fitted Up : the altar-piece contiuns 
full-length figures of Moses and Aaron, and a splendid 
representation of the "Last Supper," The font, a ' 
model of that at Magdalen College, Oxford, is a 
moat exquisite piece of workmanship, and is inscribed 
with Greek and Latin quotations. A lire which 
occurred in 1700 destroyed most of the ancient 
monuments, as well as some curious stalls, along 
with great part of the church. The portion used 
for divine service was rebuilt shortly afterwards. 
The monuments, however, are still numerous, but 
few of them are of any interest One of the most 
conspicuous among them is that to the memory of 
Admiral Brace. In the tower is a magnificent peal 
of bells, with set of chimes.^ 

The Chapel of the Forbort, erected hy Peck- 
ham, Archbishop of Canterbury, in the end of the 
13th century, is at a short distance from the church. 
It has come to strange uses. Once a school, at another 
time a theatre, it is now converted into offices. 

The Grange House, formerly the Butter Market, 
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but now a private residence, ie one of the chief 
architectural "lions" of Leominster. It stands at 
a shott distance from the church, on an open site, 
which displays it to advantage. It is a beautiful 
specimen of the best class of the old-fashioned oak- 
fronted houses. The wood-work displays a profusion 
of quaint carving of figures, foliage, ete. The follow- 
ing inscriptions are carved on the two sides and the

The Towm-Hall is a structure of brick and stone 
in the Italian style of architectare. Its dimensions 
are 156 feet in length, by about 48 feet in breadth ; 
the principal entrances are in the main street, and 
lead into the market, which contains ever; accom- 
modation, and on the appointed days is stored with 
all the usual commodities. Over the entrance is the 
Council-Chamber, which is 4,5 feet in length by 30 
feet in breadth, and contains a fine pori^rait of Sir 
C. Williiuns, who represented the town in 1757. 
From the centre of the building rises a lofty cupola,

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quadrangular in form, each side of which contains a 
dial, the whole being surmonnted by a dome. At 
the sides are the entrances to the court-rooms, etc. 

The Corn Exchanoe, a structure of considerable 
elegance, is the only other public building calling for 

mention. 

The principal charities are a row of almshonses in 
the upper part of the town, devoted to the reception 
of aged and infinn widows, founded A-D. 1735, by 
Mrs. Hester Clark, widow. A stone tablet, placed 
in the front wall, has the figure of an old man, 
dressed in a cocked hat, with a hatchet in his 
hand ; beneath which appears the following curious 



" He who gives away all before he's dead 
Let 'em take t^ haWhet and knock him on ;e head." 



VICINITY or LEOMINSTER. 

Leominster is a favourable starting-point for vari- 
ous interesting excursions. Without marking out 
special routes for the .tourist, it may be enough to 
indicate Ihe various places in the neighbourhood 
worthy of notice, taking them generally in the order 
of locality. 

Ancient Encampments. — Few towns are more 
conveniently situated for visiting these interesting 
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remains. Tbe Burroanding coimtiy contains numer- 
OQB and generally well-marked campa, chieSy British. 
At IvingUm, about 2 miles south from Leominster, on 
the Brierley Hills, is a strong encampment, which 
seems to be of Roman construction. It ia divided 
into two parts by a modem entrenchment, probably 
constructed by the Welsh chieftain Owen Glyndwr, 
who made a brief successful stand here when retreat- 
ing before the army of Prince Henry in 1403. In 
ploughing the interior of this camp many coins have 
been found, dated 1340 and 1390. This would seem 
to indicate its occupation for warlike purposes at 
those dates. Rkbury, about 3 miles south-east from 
Leomineter, has on an eminence an ancieat British 
camp, pretty well marked in ita outlines. The camp 
commands a good view. Croft, about 6 miles to the 
north-west, has a British camp with a double ditch 
and rampart, very well marked. This camp is named 
Croft Ambrey. The prospect from it is very exten- 
sive and magnificent, and includes thirteen counties. 
"Westward, above Aymestrey, on an eminence, is 
another camp, square in form and much smaller in 
dimensions. Besides its camp. Croft has the attrac- 
tion of a beantiful park, with some of the finest 
timber in England. 

Stoke Prior, about 2 miles southwards, has a 
church dedicated to St. Peter. Numerous Eoman 
remains, which have been dug up here, seem to 
warrant the inference that there was a Eoman station

at or near this spot Hops are grown in cottsiderable 
quantities ia the vicinity, 

HOPE-UKDER-DiNMORE, one of the sweetest villagea 
ia the county, la distant from Leominster about 4 
miles, and about 2 from Ford Bridge Station on tlie 
Hereford and Shrewsbury line. It has a church and 
national school, but is chiefly interesting for its 
splendid mansion, called Hampton Court (J. H. Aik- 
wright). This superb residence, formerly the pro- 
perty of the Earls of Essex, is built in the form of a 
square. Over the principal entrance ia a massive 
square tower, with small ones at each end. The 
interior has undergone many alterations, only one of 
the ancient rooms remaining as formerly — viz., that 
which Ring William III, occupied when on a visit 
here. There is a number of ancient paintings and 
other interesting relics preserved in this mansion. 
The parks, said to be the most extensive in the 
county, cover an area of above 100 acres, and are 
well wooded, and stocked with deer. The rivet 
Ln^, abounding with trout and grayling, passes 
through a part of the grounds. 

MoNKLAND, 2 miles distant to the south-west, ia 
a pleasant village situated on the river Arrow. Of 
the Church, portions of which have been rebuilt, it is 
recorded that " every wrought stone of the late build- 
ing has been put back in its old place," and the old 
roof repaired, so that the Church presents exactly its 
old appearance. It is well worth a visit for the 
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beautiful iutemal fittings and decorations. A Cis- 
tercian abbey, of which there are now no traces, 
fonnerly existed here. 

A short distance beyond, a. road on the right leads 
to Eardifiland, which containa a plain old church, 
dedicated to St Mary. One of the bells bears the 
following inscription : — 

" I to the church the living call, and to tha grave do snmmon 
all.— A. B,, 1728." 

DiLWTN, tlie next village, 3 miles from Monkland, 
is apparently of ancient date. The Church, a vener- 
able building, adjoining the vicarage-house, is in a 
mixed style of architecture, chiefly Norman, consist- 
ing of nave, north and south aisles, and chancel, with 
a square tower, surmounted by a wooden spira On 
the south side of the edifice is a neat and effective 
stone porch, which is probably an addition to the 
original structure. In this neighbourhood are several 
handsome residences, especially Henwood and Hill 
Top. 

KiNGBLAND, 4 miles west from Leominster, and 
near tiie Ringsland station, is a village occupying a 
beautiful position between two small streams. The 
Church of St. Michael's is ancient — erected, it is 
said, about the close of the 1 3th century by a Lord 
Mortimer. The building consists of nave, aisles, 
chancel, and embattled tower, while on the left of the 
porch is a retired place formerly occupied by peni- 
tents. The church has been thoroughly restored, and 
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HOT contams carved stalla for the clei^, aud the 
ceiling la heautiMly Uluminated. The chancel and 
the nave are divided hj a stone screen, and the roof 
of the nave has been opened out and restored, and the 
tover thrown open. The principal historical object in 
this neighbourhood is a handsome Btone pedestal, in 
the Tuscan stjle, erected in 1799 to commemorate 
the battle of Mortimer's Cross, which was fought 
here. It bears the following inscription ; — 

This pedestal is erected to perpetnste the memory of aa 
obstiiiate, bloody, oad decuive battle, fought near this spot, in 
the civil wars between the unbitious houaea of Yorli and Lan- 
caster, on the 2d daj of Febmary 1460, betwaen the forces of 
Edward Mortimer, Earl of March (afterwardB Edward IT. ), on 
the aide of York, and those of Henry VI. on the side of Lau- 
coater. The king's troops were commanded by Jasper, Earl of 
Pembroke. Edward commanded bis own la person, and waa 
victorious. The slaughter was great on both aides, 4000 being 
left dead on the field, and many Welsh persons of the first dts- 
tinctioQ were taken prisoners, among whom was Owen Tndor, 
great-grandfather to Henry VIII., and a descendant of the 
illnstrions Cadwallader, who was afterwards beheaded at Here- 
ford, This was the deci^ve battle which fiied Edward IT. on 
the throne of England, who was proclaimed king in London on 
the Gth of March following. Erected by anbscription, 1700. 

The vOlage of Mortimer's Gross, where this monument 
stands, has nothing else of interest to the tourist 
About a mile distant, on the opposite aide of the 
river Lugg, is Lucton, where there is a smaU church 
and a grammar school, on an ancient foundation, the 
pupils of which number nearly 100. Near Lucton 
is Croft, which has been already noticed.

Wicof 0KB is i miles north from Mortimer's Cross, 
and about 10 miles from Leominster. Its Church 
(restored), an old building in the Early English style, 
is interesting both eztemally and internally. 

On an eminence to the west of the village are the 
pictureBquely-iTied remains of a Castle. A. consider- 
able portion of the outer vail remains. Within the 
area, on an artificial eminence, are the still massive 
ruins of the keep. The original foundation of the 
castle is nnknown; but there can be no doubt it 
was before the time of Edward the Elder, son and 
successor of Alfred the Grteat, who died in 926, as 
that Saxon monarch is recoided to have repaired 
Wigmore. It was rebuilt by William Fitz-Oaborne, 
Earl of Hereford, shortly after the Conquest, but 
passed subsequently mto the possession of the 
Mortimers, Earls of March.^ 

About a mile from Wigmore, to the north, is the 
site of an jibbey, founded for Augustine Canons before 
1179. Its endowments were very rich, as, when the 
Dissolution came, the annual revenue was computed 
at £302 : 12 : 3. The remains of this abbey are very 
small, being faintly discernible in a farmhouse. 

Elton, about 3 miles distant from Wigmore, con- 
tains an old Church of very simple design ; in the 
chancel is an ancient lion and unicorn, handsomely 
carved, worked in the time of Queen Elizabeth ; the 
screen is elegant, and the font deserves notice. 

ontajuliig baiies, snp- 
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The hanJet of Aston is a little fartlier distant. 
Its diminntive Church of St. Giles, a Norman building 
belonging to the 12th century, consiste of a chancel 
and nave. During the time of its restoration there 
were found a low side windoir and a painted wall of 
the pattern of the 1 2th century. And a mile west 
from it, near the river Teme, is Babrinqton, a 
village containing a curions Qkwrch in the mixed 
style of architecture, consisting of nave and chancel, 
with the addition of a small porch. In the interior 
are several monuments and an ancient font In 
the vicinity are some fine woods and timber trees. 
Barrington Cave, an attractive object, is hewn out 
of the rock, and is altogether a work of some art 
In the immediate neighbourhood is Downton, possess- 
ing a fine mansion, one of the seats of Sir W. £ 
Broughton, Bart 

DOWKTON is a favourite place for excursions, on 
account of the beauty of the Teme valley, which is 
almost unrivalled for picturesqueness in this county. 
There are here two Churches. One, a handsome 
modem stone structure in the Early English style, 
built at the sole expense of Andrew £ouse Broughton 
Knight, Esq., is beautifully fitted up. The other 
church is in a very dilapidated condition, but still 
standing. The carved oak pulpit has been removed 
and placed in the new church. 

At Downton the tourist is about 6 miles from the 
town of Ludlow, in Shropshire, whence he may return 
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hj tul to Leominster. He ib half the distance from 
Hopton Heath Station. 

ErrON, 2 miles northvards, has a Nortntm Church 
(All Saints), of Norman origin, but rebuilt in the 
14th centniy, and restored in 1852. The church 
contains a handBOtne rood-loft and carred screen. 

Ets, farther north, close to a station of the same 
name, also possesses an ancient church. 

Orleton, between 2 and 3 nules farther distant 
on tlie Shrewsbury road, has a remarkable old Ohweh, 
displaTing different orders of ai%hit«cture, the Norman 
and Early English prerailing. The edifice is of small 
dimensions, consisting of nave and chancel, with porch, 
and an oak-shingled spire. The interior will be 
found as interesting aa the exterior, as it contains, 
among other things, some very old registers and two 
remarkable cheats cut out of solid timber. There are 
likewise a handsome stone font, a piscina, and the 
remains of good stained glass. During the restora- 
tion some skeletons of immense size were found 
under the floors, and some curious old frescoes on 
the walls, but these could not be preserred. In the 
burying-ground is an ancient atone cross, now much 
decayed. This village is undoubtedly one of the 
oldest in the county ; the houses present an antique 
appearance, and are almost entirely constructed of 
timber. 

Orleton is the birthplace of Axlani de Orleton 
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(died 1345), Buccessively Bishop of Hereford, Wor- 
C6Bter, and Winchester. He took aa actiTO part in 
public afTairs, and is said to be the anthor of the 
famous enigmatical Latin line which was the death- 
warrant of Kdward II^ Orleton Coiirt ia a very 
curious old building, constructed principally of timber. 
It is panelled with oak, and on removing some of 
it over the fireplace of one of the rooms where it is 
sidd Charles I. slept after the battle of Worcester, 
the following inscription was found : — 

" Houiet Him In Hart That rofferod on the croBse for ThM 
and WoiBhip Hiul" 

There waa likewise discovered, when removing the 
staircase, a cannon ball which was lodged in the wall 

The hamlet of Yarpole, a little to the south-west 
of Orleton, has a Church, partly ancient, with a 
detached tower and spire. The graveyard has some 
curious monumental inscriptions. 

Eichard's Castlb, rather more than 2 miles 
north of Orieton, and on the border of the county, 
is a parish which takes its name &om a fortress built 
here it is said before the Conquest by Sichard Fitz- 
Scrobe. The castle stood on an eminence, but 
scarcely any traces of it now remain. On the 
declivity of the castle ground a body of royalists 
were defeated by Colonel Birch with great slaughter. 

' ' ' EdYBrdom oocidflre nolite timere bonum est." 
According as s point is placed iMTore or tltei timere, it forbldi 
or raitonrages (in tlila esse' to enconnige vu to order) the murder 
of tha king. 
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Near to this place is Boney Well, in which, during 
the months of March and October, a large qnantity 
of small bones are found. These are supposed to be 
the bones of frogs. 

KiUBOLTON, 3 miles distant on the Riddenninater 
road, has a Church situated on a mound, an old cruci- 
form building, with a neat tower and pointed spire, 
and'some good tuned bells. 

Laysters, between 2 and 3 miles east from Kim- 
bolton, has an ancient Church, which bears marks 
of frequent alterations ; its square tower is of veiy 
lai^ dimensions. Neai the church is an ancient 
burial-place. 

About a mile beyond Laysters, and on the opposite 
side of the road, is Middl^on, vith an old Church 
in the Early English style of architecture, and one 
or two elegant residences. 

Little Hereford, about 8 miles from Leominster, 
and near the Easton Court Station of the Shrewsbury 
Railway, is a village of some antiquity. The prin- 
cipal object of interest is the Church of St. Mary 
Magdalene, which is a very ancient and interesting 
structure, well worthy of a visit. It is oblong in 
form, and the interior, which is antiquely fitted up, 
contains a variety of curiosities, including monuments 
and brasses (the inscriptions of some being almost 
obliterated by age), an ancient sedile, and a very 
elegant stained glass window, which was presented 
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hy the villagers in remembrance of the late Joaeph 
Bailey, Esq., M,P., who completely restored the 
ediSce, and whose monument appears on the wall. 

FuDDLBSTONB, about 4 miles east fromLeominstet, 
has a very beautiful little Church, and a fine mansion 
and grounds.

and comnmnding a fine view of the Blorenge and 
other Welsh mountainB, It ie supposed to have been 
founded from the ruinB of an ancient Bomaa city 
named Ariamiiim, vhich, according to tradition, iras 
destroyed by an earthquake, although at the present 
time it conttuns no Boman remains. Some say it 
derived its name "Boss" from the Welsh BhoB — a 
monntain-meadbw, or a moist large plain, and many 
Boman coina and other antiquities have been found 
here. About the year 113S Bobert de Bethnne, 
Bishop of Hereford, procured from King Stephen a 
grant to hold a weekly market here on Thursdays. 
By Henry III. Ross was created a free borough, and 
returned members to Parliament from that period to the 
thirty-fourth year of Edward I., when it was disfran- 
chised on the petition of the inhabitants. It ifl a poll- 
ing-place at the election of members for the county. 
The town is divided into two part* — viz, "Boss 
Borough," which includes the principal portion, and 
"Boss Foreign," or that portion situated at tlie out- 
skirts. The principal streets, two in number, until 
recently presented rather a mean appearance, but 
within the last few years considerable improvements 
have been made; many of the old and weather- 
beaten houses have been removed and replaced by 
new and more elegant ones, whilst the footways have 
been substantially paved, and the streets lighted with 
gas. 

The staple trade of the town is in cider, beer, 
malt, and wool ; numerous com-mills and 1 
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afford employment to a considerable number of tlie 
inhabitantB. Markets are held eveiy TlinrBday, and 
fain at stated periods. Bailway communication con- 
nects it with the towns of Gloucester, Hereford, and 
Moomouth at aboat equal diatancea. 

To the visitor to Boss, the scenery of the Wye, 
which at this place is most enchanting, forms the chief 
object of attraction. The view from the Prospect 
Walk, a fine promenade adorned with luxuriant oak 
and elm trees, is peculiarly striking: the beautiful 
form of the river, which here describes a graceful 
curve, combined with the fine views on its banks, 
calling forth the admiration of every beholder. The 
river abounds with fish, more particularly salmon, 
which are here caught in considerable quantities. 
Every accommodation is provided for tourists, who 
annually visit Boss in great numbers. 

This town was during the last century the scene 
of the active benevolence and extensive charities of 
the philanthropist, John Kyrle, otherwise known as 
the " Man of Boss," whom Pope thus celebrates in 
his Moral Essays (iii., line 249) ; — 

" But all our praisea why »houId lords engroea T 
iUsa, honest muse I and ring tha Han op Boss ; 
Pleased Vaga echoes tbroagh her winding bonnda. 
And rapid Seyem hoarse applause reaonsda. 
Who hung with woods yon moantain'a Bultry brovf t 
From the dry rock who bade the waters flow ! 
Not to the skies in Dseless columns tosa'd, 
Or in proud falls nagniflcentlj lost. 
But clear and artless pouring throogh the plain. 
Health to the sick, and solace to the swain. 
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Wbose caaseway parts tlia Tsle with shadf tows t 
Whose seats the weary traTeller repose I 
Who tanght that hearen-dlrected spire to rise ; 
The " Man of Sosa," each liapiug babe Tepliea. 
Behold the market-place with poor o'eraprsad ! 
The Man qf Son divides the weekly bread ; 
He feeds yon alma-house, neat, hat void of atato, 
Where age and want sit smiling at the gate : 
Him, portio&'d maids, apprentic'd orphans bleas'd. 
The young who labour, and the old who test. 
Is any sick T — The Man of Sots relieves, 
Prescribea, attends, the medicine makes and gives. 
Is there a yftciance ) — enter but his door, 
Balk'd are the coarta, and contest is no more ; 
Despairing quacks with curses fled the place. 
And vile attorneys, now an nseless race. 
Thrice happy man 1 enabled to porsue 
What all so wish, hut want the power to do ! 
O say, what sums that generous hand aupply ; 
What mines to swell that boundless charity I 
Of debts and taxes, wife and children clear. 
This man posaess'd — five hondrsd pounds a-year. 
Blush, graudear, blush t proud courts withdraw your blaze I 
Ye little stars ! hide your diminished mys. " 
The subject of these beautiful linea was bom at the 
White House, in the village of Djnnock in this coucty, 
on 22d May 1637. In his youth he was sent to the 
TlniTeraity of Oxford, where he graduated in due 
course (at Balliol CoUegQ is shown a piece of plate 
which he presented to the society previous to leaving 
the University) ; he afterwards settled in Eobb, where 
his life was one continued series of charitable and 
benevolent acts. Mr. Kyrle is described as "nearly 
six feet high, atrong and lusty made, joily and ruddy 
in the face, with a large nose."- He died here as he

had lived, a calm and temperate Ghriatian, on the 
11th day of Novemher 1724, and waB interred vithJn 
the parish church. The house which he occupied 
has undergone considerahle aLterationa from time to 
time ; it is situated in the market-place, and is occu- 
pied hj a chemist, A medallion head of Kyrle is 
on the walL 

The Chitrch, which is dedicated to St. Maiy, is 
the most important edifice. It stands on an elevated 
site above the town, and its fine spire forms a pro- 
minent ohject in a distant view of the town. The 
church consists of nave, uslea, chancel, and tower 
endii^ in a spire, with a total height of above 208 
feet' The style is by no means uniform, the original 
building, which was probably Decorated, having 
undergone many alterations, not a few of them 
uninspired by the slightest taste. The general effect 
of the building as a whole is, nevertheless, imposing. 

The interior is interesting. In the north aisle, at 
its east end, are two elm-trees, said to have sprung 
up here from the extended roots of trees outside 
planted by Mr. Kyrle. Their branches form rather 
a novel and pleasing tracery to the window against 
which they grow. In the wall here there is a plain, 
trefoil-headed piscina. There are various important 
monuments in the east end of the south aisle. Per- 
haps the most important of these is the altar-tomb 
bearing the recumbent effigies of Sergeant or Jndge 
Budhall and his wife, dating from the beginning of

the 16th century, or latter part of the 15th. This 
tomb is richly adorned with sculptures, the most 
remturkable of them being a, representation, on ite 
north front, of the Holy Trinity, with eleven figures, 
probably the children, kneeling in compartments 
right and lefL Another monument is to John 
Sudhall and his wife, with their recumbent effigies, 
in excellent preservation. iTohn Budhall died in 
1639. As his costume shows, he was a royalist 
cavalier. Bound the tomb kneel the children ; one 
child, in mummy costume, reclines supported by a 
skulL Between these two altar-tombs is the full- 
length figure of a cavalier, standing on a pedestal, 
adorned with warlike insignia. This is William 
Budhall, who died in 1631. Another monument to 
members of the same tamily, bearing date 1609, is 
built into the wall It has the efBgies of father and 
mother kneeling opposite each other. Their children, 
two sons and seven daughters, kneel in the panel 
below. In this aisle there is also a fine monument, 
by Theed, to the memory of Thomas Westf^ing, 
who died in 1814. A piscina is inserted where the 
last column of the south usle meets the w^. 
Another, similar in style, but more perfect, is near 
the east end of the south wall There is a quaint 
monument affixed to the south wall of the chancel, 
representing the kneeling effigy of Nathaniel Hill ; 
while over the south porch there is a " parvis " or 
large room which is occasionally used for holding 
Vestry meetings. 
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The churchyard is shaded with noble old elms. 
In one comer we may read tMa brief but significant 
inscription — 

"Plagne, 
Ano. Domi 1637. 

Burials SIS. 
Liben nos Domiae." 

At the BOuth aide of the churchyard there is a beau- 
tiful stone cross to the memory of Mabel Fiennea, 
daughter of Gteorge Strong, Esq., of the Chase, in this 
neighbonrhood. Amongst the tombs, those of James 
Baker, who left the sum of £20,000 for the relief 
of the poor of the town, and Walter Scott, founder, 
or rather restorer, of the Blue-Coat School, command 
attention. 

There is in Eoss the tisual proportion of Dissenting 
chapels, but none of them are of much architectural 
importance. 

Plfblio Buildings. — ^The chief of these is the 
Town-Sail or Market Souse, situated about the centre 
of the town. It is an ancient structure supported 
on pillars with semi-circular arches. In the upper 
part the town business is transacted ; and the 
covered area below is used for the sale of market- 
stuffs. The hall is ornamented with a battered bust 
of Charles II. The Com Exchange, situated in High 
Street^ contains a spacious hall for the holding of 
public meetings, etc. There are also the Meckank^ 
Indituiion and the LUenm/ Institute, and the town 
possesses a considerable number "of charities, com- 
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primg, in addition to those of Scott and Baker be- 
fore referred to, Budhall'e, Perrock's, and Webb's 
HoBpitals for poor persona ; besides a Cottage Hos- 
pital and Diepensarf situated in Gloucester Boad. 
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The advantages of its position naturally make 
Ross the feTonrite beadqaarteis for the tourist in 
Herefordahim Few trips can be more charming 
than a boat ascent of the Wye to Hereford, or a 
descent to Monmouth. Boats can always be obtained 
for this purpose. Otherwise the railway to Mon- 
mouth may be taken, and from the line the views 
are veiy charming. Our object here is not to take 
up and describe either of these routes, but to notice 
the places in the vicinity of Rosa which are of any 
interest to the tourist. The plan on which the work 
is constructed will, it is hoped, enable the tourist 
readily to refer to places beyond these limits. 

Westward from Ross, just beyond the Wye, ia 
Wilton, a rather interesting hamlet, which has some 
remains of an old Castle, now covered with ivy. It 
is said to have been destroyed by fire during the 
Parliamentary war. It had been the residence of 
the noble family of Grey from the time of £dwu4 L 
The site on which it piincipaUy stood is now occupied 
by a modem dwelling-house. 

Pbierstow, distant about 1^ mile from the last 
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village, has a very ancient Chmeh, said to have l>een 
built previouely to the Norman Conquest, consisting 
of nave and cliancel, with the addition of a porch 
and small tower. 

Hbktland, distant about 3 miles from Ross, has 
a Church with embattled tower, dedicated to SL 
DubritiuB, whicb is a neat and plain example of the 
Second Engiiah period ; and here is the site of an old 
Boman station, situated with a commanding view of 
the whole country. 

Sellace, about a mile from Hentland, is an ex- 
tensive, though thinly-populated parish,- situated near 
the rivei Wye, and encompassed with fine scenery. 
The church, which was enlarged in 1841, has a lofty 
spire and tower containing five bells. The modem 
castle, erected here by Elisha Caddich, Esq., occupies 
the site of an ancient fortress said to have belonged 
to Caradoc Vreich Vras, one of King Arthur's Knights 
of the Bound Table. The style of the modem build- 
ing follows the mediieval architectural features both 
ezteniaUy and internally very successfully. 
~ LLiNQARKON VILLAGE, 4 miles south-west from 
Ross, is situated on the brook Garron, from which 
its name is derived. It contains a, very old Church, 
evidently of Norman erection, which originally con- 
sisted of nave and chancel, with the addition of an 
entrance-porch and tower, and more recently of a side 
aisle. The two manor-houses of Langstone and Llan- 
garron Courts are worthy of note. The former is a 
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very old mansion, supposed to liave been built by 
Inigo Jones. It was at one time in the family of the 
Gwylliama, whose names were found on a pane of 
glass in an old stable, having the date 1681. Several 
antiquities have been found here, which has invested 
the place with a good de^ of interest. 

About 2 miles beyond the last village is TreTTIre, 
which contains a neat modem Church, erected on the 
site, and pu^ly &am the remains, of an old building 
which had fallen into disrepair. In the churchyard 
are several tombs of great antiquity, and also an old 
sun-diaL 

St. Weonards is a remarkably neat vOlage, a 
mile and a half west from Tretire. It derives its 
name &om the British saint to whom it is dedicated, 
and whose figure was once in the chancel window- 
It contains some pleasant residences, and a fine 
Norman Chwch, which is said to be the most com- 
plete specimen of that style in the neighbourhood, 
and should be visited. 

Orcop, a scattered village, with an agricultural 
population, some 2 miles distant, possesses an 
ancient Church, with a small wooden tower at the 
west end. 

KenTcuURCH, on the border of the county, situated 
on the Monnow, about 2 miles &om Orcop, may be 
conveniently noticed here, Kentchurch Court is a 
very ancient residence, sometimes called Penchirche, 
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and said to be the seat of the eldest houae of the 
EBCuedamoors. It has a fine park, extending over 
215 acres, well stocked with deer. This part is 
bounded bjr the Ganrajr and Greig's hills, which are 
of considerable height, and from their summits may 
he obtained views of the surrounding countiy and of 
the Bristol ChauneL In tlie village is an old Church 
(restored), containisg a splendid marble monument 
to the Scudamore family ; it covers the whole of the 
east end of die edifice, and consists of eleven finely- 
wrought figures, above which appear the famOy anna, 
and beneath an inscription. 

Wauord, a picturesque village surrounded by 
scenery of great beauty, is about three miles to the 
south. In the neighbourhood are several handsome 
gentlemen's seats, of which tho principal are — Old 
Hill, Wythal, and Walford Court, at present used as 
a farmhouse. This mansion was formerly occupied 
by Colonel Kyrle, a leader well known in the civil 
wars, and for a time by Oliver Cromwell : a room in 
the house goes by the name of Cromwell's chamber. 
The Church, a Norman building, with tower and 
bells, consists of nave, chancel, aisles, and north and 
south porch, the interior containing some fine monu- 
ments. East of the village is the hamlet of Bishops 
Wood, with a large and elegant mansion, the pro- 
perty of Oliver Partridge, Esq. 

Goodrich Court and Castle are charmingly 
situated on an eminence above the Wye at about 5 
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miles from Bobs. Chodri/A Covri is a modem btiild- 
ing, in the castellated style. It was erected by the 
late Sir Samuel Buah Meyrick, an accomplished 
antiquary, in 1828, but is now the property of Mr. 
Moffatt. The building is quadrangular, enclosing a 
spacious court, and is a pretty fair reproduction of 
tlie feudal fortress of the times of Edward I., XL, and 
IIL It contained a splendid collection of armour, 
which was disperaed some years ^o, 

Goodrich CaMle occupies, like the Court, a com- 
manding eminence, but is sufBciently distant from 
the latter to have its effect undisturbed by its modem 
neighbour. It is a very picturesque ruin, and bears 
unmiBtakable marks of great antiquity. Some parts 
of it are said to he Saxon, and others are undoubtedly 
early Normaa It was one of the two last fortresses 
to surrender to the Parliamentary army under Colonel 
Birch, in August 10, 1646, the same officer who took 
Hereford hy stratagem eight months before and was 
subsequently dismantled. The remains, however, are 
still very extensive and interesting. It is nearly 
quadrangular in form, measnring 166 feet by 144. 
The barbican of the castle affords a good view of the 
neighbouring country. It was in the area of Good- 
rich Castle that Wordsworth met with the little-girl 
whose conversation sn^jested hia beautiful poem, 
" We are Seven." 

A quarter of a mile below the castle are some 
unimportant remains of a Priory, founded' in 1347, 
for Angustiniaa monks. 
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MabstoW, a mUe distant to the west, has an old 
Chmcb, but nothing else of interest. 

Welsh Bicenor, about a mile to the soath-eagt 
of Goodrich, was foimerly a detached portion of the 
county of Monmouth. Its name is in contradis- 
tinction to English Bicknor, in Monmouthshire, about 
two miles distant. The small Church is remarlcable 
as containing a monument to the Countess of Salis- 
bury, nurse of Kiug Heniy of Monmouth, who resided 
here ; it occupies a niche in the east wall, and is the 
only ancient monument in the churcL^ 

WhiteCUUKCH YillAOE is pleasantly situated 
near the Wye, and surrounded by most attractive 
scenery. The Church, the interior of which has been 
repaired, is an interesting old Norman structure with 
embattled tower, and is beautifully coated with ivy. 
The churchyard contains a superb monument to the 
memory oi a family named Gwillams, who formerly 
resided here ; and an old churchyard cross, dedicated 
to St. Dubrecius, which has been restored. 

In the neighbourhood is Symond's Yatt (or Gate), 
which was formeriy a pass on the road to Wales. 
Here ia to be found scenery as grand as any in the 

' Tlie ancient Chnrcb, which was dedicated to 8t. Margaret, ins 
pulled down in 1858, and tlie proBent structote erected oa its site. 
It is in the Early English Btyle, eicopt the naTe, which is Morman, 
and the interior is enriched with beautiftal carving of alsbast«r and 
Caen, stone. The pulpit, reading-dflsk, and fcnt are all worthy of 
notice. They are made of Caen stone inlaid with coloured marbles 
and alabaster, all beantifnlly calred. 
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county. There are likewise petrifying streamB and 
dripping welle of some interest. 

' Ganarbw, on the border of the county, 3 miles 
beyond Goodrich, contains a small Church dedicated 
to St. Luhe, which has been entirely rebuilt. It 
consists of a nave and chancel, and possesses a tower 
with two bella Doward Hill should be visited ; on 
its summit is an observatory, 70 feet high, erected on 
a rock, and constructed of iron trestle-work, with a 
windmg staircase inside. From tiie top a fine view 
is obtained of the adjacent country, inclnding the 
Bristol Channel The neighbouring mansion of the

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MONMOUTHSHIKET 



HISTORY AND DESCBIPTION OP THE COUNIT. 

MONHOUTHSHIRB is a Bmall majitime coauty lying 
to the south of HerefoidBhire, aad combining the 

acenery, the language, and the manners, both of 
England and of Wales. It is washed on the south- 
east by the Bristol Cliannel ; on the east the Wye 
divides it from Gloucestershire ; and Glamorganshire 
with part of Brecknockshire shuts it in on the west. 
A line from Abergavenny, drawn almost directly 
south to the Bristol Channel, divides the geological 
formation of this county. The .part east of this line 
is composed of the old red sandstone. A tongue of 
carboniferous limestone from the coal- basin of the 
Forest of Dean enters the county at Chepstow, and 
is bordered on the south by a strip of new red sand- 
stone, which fonns the shore of the Severn. Near 
Usk the strata of the old red sandstone have been 
pierced by the underlying rocks, which form an oblong 
district in the midst of the old red sandstone forma- 
tion. The part of the county to the west of this 
line consists chiefly of the coal-measures of the south 
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Welsh coal-field, skirted by a narrow band of car- 
boniferona limestone. 

If we except that portion of the county which 
borders on the Bristol Channel, Monmouthshire may 
be described as generally a hilly country. On the 
west, the Wentloog chain ruhs nearly unbroken from 
Brecknock to the Curtain Mountains in the parish of 
Macheo. Contiguous to this range is Myndd-y-LUn, 
and a second range to the west of the river £bbw. 
On the north are the Bloreuge and Black Mountains, 
the latter of which includes the picturesque Skyrrid 
and Sugar Loaf. The Graeg is a conspicuous height 
on the borders of Hereford. Large tracts of land 
called the "Levels" skirt the Bristol Channel. 
These vary from place to place in appearance and 
productiveneas, and are protected from the inroads 
of the sea by stone walls of many miles in length. 
The eafltem part of the county is richly wooded. 
These varying features of its surface compose a very 
pleasing landscape. The wild elevations of the north 
and west, the rich woods of the east, and the fertile 
valleys of the south, combine every element of the 
sublime and beautiful. The climate of the county 
is as varied as the elevations of its surface. In the 
valleys of the Wye and Usk, and the levels of 
Caldicot and Wentloog, the crops are much earlier 
than in the north and west, where the mountains 
attract the rain, and the valleys are unsheltered &om 
the ravages of the wind. The rivers of Monmouth- 
shire are the Severn, the Wye, the Munnow, the 
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Usk, and tlie Rnmney. The Wye is navigable to 
Monmouth, and ships of large tonnage come up to 
Chepatov, where the tide flows with great violence. 

The earlier histoiy of Monmouthshire is just that 
of Herefordshire. Both counties belonged to the 
Silnres, and both were reduced under tha Boman 
daininioQ by Julius Frontinus. During the time of 
the Romans there were five principal stations in this 
county, and there have been discovered in the county 
belonging to the Roman period aqueducts, baths, 
sudatories, tesselated pavements, altars, sarcophagi, 
coins, and many other things. Remains of many 
ancient encampments and tumuli are still visible, the 
construction of which are either British or Roman. 
The history of this 'district immediately after its 
abandonment by its first conquerors is uncertain and 
obscure ; but many of the legends of that time be- 
long to Monmouthshire, whose sovereigns are greatly 
extolled, and their castles described as places of much 
splendour and importance. It is disputed whether 
this county was ever wholly subdued by tlie Saxons, 
but their known occupation of three of its towns 
seems to point to an affirmative conclusion to the 
question. When the Normans invaded England, 
they urged their barons to make incursions into 
Wales and conquer territory for their personal pos- 
session. Twenty-five baronial castles, traceable in 
Monmouthshire, attest the execution of this policy. 
Those of Caerleon, Usk, and Skenfreth possess 
the greatest claim to antiquity, and the first men- 
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tioned wae taken by Henry IL in his progress to 
Ireland. The castle of Bagland (althoogh the most 
modem) held out in favour of Charles I. under the 
Marquis of Worcester until it surrendered to Qeneral 
Sir Thomas Fairfax. The castle at Chepstow was 
taken by the Farliamentaiy troop in 16i5. These 
baronies were just petty sovereignties, and were 
governed by laws framed by the uncontrolled will of 
those who held them. All the evils incident to 
unequal and irregular government resulted from this 
state of things ; and the history of Monmouthshire, 
and all the other marches of Wales from the time of 
its inauguration, is just that of baronial despotism 
over its subjects, and of rebellion against ita sove- 
reign, till the twenty-ninth year of the reign of Henry 
YIII,, who abolished local government, divided Wales 
into twelve shires, and annexed Monmouthshire to 
Eng^nd. It seems, however, not to have been entirely 
&eed &om the dominion of the Welsh till the time 
of Charles H., who annexed it to the Oxford circuit, 
and abolished the authority of the Lord Marcher's 
court In the year 1171 Henry II. seized and 
garrisoned Oaerleon in his progress to Ireland, but 
in a short time afterwards it was wrested from him 
by Jorwerth of Owaia Henry III. made two ex- 
peditions against the castle of Grosmont, and after- 
wards attached it to the Duchy of Lancaster. Owen 
GUyndwr was defeated, both at Usk and Orosmout, 
in H05. Daring the civil wars of 1645-46, Chep- 
stow Castle, although garrisoned for the king, surren- 
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dered to the FarliamentaiT forces ; it was, however, 
retaken by the royalists, but in the spring of 1648 
fell a prey to the forces of Cromwell. Raglan Castle 
was besieged in 1649 by Sir Tliomas Fairfax, to 
whom it Bunendered after a desperate resistance. 
There are no other events of importance in the his- 
tory of the county. 

Monmouthshire has many remains of its earliest 
inhabitants. Encampments and forte, masy of them 
unmistakably British, are to be found in various 
places ; while others, probably originally of the same 
ConHbructian, have been occupied by the Homans. 
Of this latter people the relics toe numerous and 
interesting. Two Soman roads traverse the county : 
the one the Via Jvlia, extending from the mouth of 
the Severn to Caerwent, Caerleon, and Neath ; and 
Ahemm Street, running eastwards from Caerwent 
over the Wye and Severn to Cirencester. Three 
Soman stations are universally allowed by anti- 
quarians to have been situated in this county, viz. — 
Isca Silwvm (Caerleon), Fenla SUv/ru/rn (Caerwent), 
and Qobannium (Abergavenny). Horoley has fixed 
the site of other two stations — Bv/mv/m and BUatium 
— at Usk and Monmouth ; but it is impOKsible to 
verify this conclusion. The remains of Saxons and 
Danes are small ; but some of the rude forts alluded 
to seem by the style of their defences to indicate the 
hand of these people. Saxon architecture cannot 
very successfiiUy be recognised in any of the castles 
or churches. The Nonnans, aa usual, have left their 
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mark both in the one class of building and the other ; 
and later stylea are fairly repreBented. 

Thia coimtj has given to the world the foltowing well-known 
men : (hoBrej of Monmouth, who flonrkhed in the 12tb cen- 
tnry ; John of Monmonth, D. T). , Canon of Lincoln, and finally 
Bishop of Lkndaff, died 1S23 ; Walter Cantilupe, Bishop of 
Worcester, who firmly reaiated the anthority of the Pope, died 
120S ; Richard de Clare, somamed Strongbow, celebrated ae a 
soldier of EingHemy daring hia invasion of Iraloud, died 1177; 
Sir Eager Williams, a soldier of Qaeen Elizabeth ; William 
Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, and Sir Richard Pembroke, brothen, 
both valiant and fast friends of King Edward IT. ; Henry 
Plantsgenet, first Dnke of Lancaster, died in 1361; William 
Evans, a man of (pgantic stature, nearly eight feet in height, 
porter to King Charles I., died 1B31 ; Rev. Dr. John Evans, 
Baptist divine, author of Sheteh qf all DeiurmijuUiotu of Oia 
Christian World, bom at Osk 1787, died 1827 ; William 
Hopkins, divine, 1706-1786; Thomas LlyweUyn, Baptist, 
editor of editions of the Wolah Bible, died 17B6 ; Sir Chsrles 
Hanbury Williams, M.P., poet and diplomatist, bora at Penty- 
pool, 1709, died 1759. 

The area of Moamouthehire is G73 sqTiaro miles, or S6S,399 
statute acres. The population, according to the censos of 1881, 
was 211,871 (males 108,211, females 103,163), showing an in- 
crease of 1G,926 persons since 1871, and of 36,741 since 1861. 

The parliamentary represectation is as follows : — Two mem- 
bers returned by the county at large, and one for the borongh 
of Monmouth, in conjunction with Newport and Uak. Ecclesi- 
astically, the county is in the diocese of Llandaff — Bicept sii 
parishes, three of which are in the diocese of Hereford, and 
three in that of St. David — and in the province of Canterbury. 
It contains 121 parishes and S market towns. 

In the aoath-westem, western, and north-western districts, 
the Welsh language, excepting in the towns, is pretty generally 
spoken ; in the north-eastern, eastern, and sonth-esstem parts, 
English is in common use ; while the inhabitants of the midland 
diabicta are accustomed to botL 

Monmonth is chiefly a mining county. Its mineral prodno- 
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tionB am coal, limeatons, and ironstone. The ezteaEiTe workiAgs 
carried on for obtaining these valuable prodncts maintain a large 
popoIatioQ. The forging of iron, the preparation of tin, the 
manoRu^Te of iitn-wire, the preparation of colonn from lead 
and BOgar^f-lead, gire emploTment also to a large nnmher of 
persons. Among the minor indoatriea maj be mentioned the 
making of voollen stockings and caps. Formerly there was also 
a manafaotarB of Japanned goods bearing the name of " Pont'j- 
pool ware," made principally in the town of that name, but this 
mannfocture is now extinct 

The agricnltore of the coont; variea in difFereut districta. 
In the mountainons parts of the north-west, oats and borlej 
are the principal crop ; while wheat ia scarcely grown- The 
Glamorganshire breed of cattle and small sheep prevail in this 
district. In the midland, northern, and eastern parti, the 
agriculture is the same sa that of Herefordshire. The Hereford- 
ahire breed of cattle crossed with the Glamorgan prevail here ; 
and, as in that county also, orchards are seen in the Talleya, 
and oak-coppices cover the hills. Three qualities of soil an 
found in the parts skirting the Bristol Channel ; a black sterile 
peat, and a light and a heavior clay loam. The lightest of 
these soils is Gt either for pasturage or tillage, and a consider- 
able portion is laid out as aheep-walks. There is a great deal 
of common land. 

The maritime situation of llie county affords great tkcility 
for the eiportatiou of its produce. The exports of coal, iron, 
hark, and oak timber are considerable. There is also an im- 
portation of foreign timber and Irish provisions. The ftcilitiea 
for inland communication are extensive and convenient. The 
principal canal is the Monmouthshire Canal, in co^jnnction with 
which is the Brecknockshire Canal, extending from Brecknock 
to Newport by Abergavenny and Pontypool. The county is 
also well supplied with railways ; as, in addition to the main 
lines of the London and North- Western and the Great Western, 
which meet the general traffic, there are branch linea specially 
conatmcted for the valleys in which mining and iron manu- 
facturing operations are carried on. These lines open up to the 
tourist districts which are of a very picturesque and interesting 
deecription. 



ABERGAVENNY. ■ •-

AbergatiiNNT ie a place of great antiquity. It is 
unirereally agreed among antiqaaries that it occupies 
the dte of the 6<Aaitmw,m of Antoninus. It is beauti- 
fully situated at the extremity of a pass where the 
mountaina temunate abruptly, near the spot where 
the Brook Kanvy or Gavenny joins the river Usk. 
Its name is undoubtedly derived from the brook, the 
prefix Abeff signifying, in the Welsh tongue, the fall- 
ing of one water into another. Jjeland, who was 
conuniseioned by Heniy YIIL to perambulate Eng- 
land, visited this town in his tour, and has left the 
following note respecting it^"A fair walled town, 
well inhabited;" whilst an historian of the county, 
writing at the commencement of the l?th century, 
describes it as the best town in the shire. It formeriy 
possessed a castle, said to have been erected by a 
kinsman of the Conqueror, and a Benedictine monas- 
tery, which was situated in Monk Street, the spot on 
which it stood being now occupied by a modem 
dwelling called the Priory House. Of the castle, the 
only existing remains consist of portions of the ex- 
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tenor walls, which appear to be of about the time of 
the second Henry. From the summit of these remains 
a good view of the sarrounding coimtiy is obtained. 
There an no manufactures in the town of aay great 
extent. ijRe staple trade ia in boots and shoes, in 
the production of which one firm .statedly employs 
IfiO persons. "V^jlslr flannels were formerly made 
here in large quantities, also periwigs of goats' hair 
(at one time so highly valued as to sell at thirty 
or forty guineas each), but both these branches of 
industry are now extinct. 

The streets of Abergavenny are, generally speak- 
ing, narrow ; yet the houses and shops present a nest 
appearance. The markets are held on Tuesday and 
Sa,turday, and there are six fairs during the year. 
There are several breweries, engineering works, and 
an iron foundry. Malting is carried on to some 
extent. 

There are two Chcrches. Si. Ma/ry's, the parish 
church, was rebuilt at great expense. It ia a very 
handsome and imposing edifice, and contains a variety 
of monuments, the principal of which are to the 
Herbert family. The benefice, in the gift of the 
Tynte family, is private property. Trinity Church 
WM erected and endowed in 1839 at the sole expense 
of Mise Rachel Herbert of this town, who also founded 
almshouses for the reception of eight aged poor. 
The Boman Catholic chapel is a handsome edifice in 
the Decorated style, dedicated to Our Lady and St. 
Michael. The interior decorations are very chaste. 
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The principal public building is the Market 
Hous^ rebuilt on the site of a more ancient struc- 
ture ; it IB excellently arranged, and is well supplied 
on the appointed days with the usual n 



The Free Grammar School was founded by 
King Henry VTIL, and is under the direction of the 
master and fellows of Jesus College, Oxford. It was 
formerly under the management of the Corporation, 
but on the forfeiture of their charter was placed under 
the present rule. The building occupies the site of 
an ancient church which was dedicated to St John, 
of which the lofty embattled tower is the only 
portion remaining. This forms part of the master's 
residence. 

Abei^Tenny gives the title of Earl to the family 
of Kevill. The earldom is attached to the castle, and 
is the only one now maintained of those baronies 
with which the Norman warriors were rewarded who 
aisaiated in the conquest of Wales. 

The scenery in the neighbourhood of Aber- 
gavenny,^ and indeed throughout the whole of the 
western division of the county, is singularly pictur- 
esque. One of the most conspicuous objects is the 
Sugar-Loaf Mountain, which is conical in shape, and 
rises to an altitude of 1^52 feet above the level of 
the sea. It is visible at a considerable distance ; and 
from its summit it is said that a view of one-fourth 

I Within the town vuiona Romui remuioB bare been foond, 
including miuij coine, and KiUiin hslf & mile of It there are tha 
traces of a Roman camp. 
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of all England is obtained. Mount Blorenge ia a 
magnificent eminence, 1720 feet above aea-level 
Perhaps the most interesting mountain ia the Sl^rrid 
Vawr, or Mount St. Michael, which rises like a 
tumulus from a rich champaign countiy to a height 
of almost 1500 feet; Little Skyrrid is about 770 
feet high. The other mountains are Mount Kolian, 
Beacon Mountain, Mynydd Maen, or the stony 
mountain, etc. 

Some small villages in the district round Aber- 
gavenny may be noticed here. 

About 2 miles south is the flourishing village of 
Llanfoiat. Its Church is a very ancient structure, 
dedicated to St Faith ; the living is a rectory, in the 
gift of the Earl of Abergavenny, who is also lord of 
the manor. The principal business of the place is 
brewing and malting. 

Half a mile beyond is the village of IJandien, 
posseseing a small Church, dedicated to St. Helen, 
and apparently of ancient date. 

Hanover VUtage is about a nule fariiher south. The 

Brecknock Canal passes the village, and on its banks 

is an iron foimdiy. The Church is a small building, 

in a somewhat romantic situation. It consista of 

. nave, chancel, and high embattled tower. 

Two miles norirh-west from Abergavenny is the 
isolated village of Llanwenartb, possessing an ancient 
Church, dedicated to St Peter, and various quaint 
old houses. 
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Llanthont Abbey, 10 miles diBtant, in the Dorth- 
Teat corner of the county, will well repay a visit It 
is situated in a wild mountainoua country, and in tKe 
comparative simplicity of its architecture seems to 
agree with the scenery amid which it Btanda. The 
name is a corruption of Handewi Nant Hondeni, or 
the Church of St. David in the valley of the black 
water. It was built between 1108 and 1115 for 
Cistercian monks. The monks did not like the 
bleak situation and the chances of exposure to the 
Welsh in their incursions, and eagerly accepted the 
offer of a site near the city of Gloucester, whither 
they removed in 1136. "To avoid the scandiJ of 
deserting an ancient monastery," says a monk of 
Llanthony, whose history baa been preserved by 
Dugdale, "long accustomed to religious worship, and 
endowed with large possessions, they send hither their 
old and useless members, who can be neither profit- 
able to themselves or others. . . . They even made 
sport, and when any person was sent hither, would 
ask, ' What fault has he committed ) Why is he 
sent to prison )'" Though thus early deserted, the 
abbey still presents pretty eztensive and very in- 
teresting remains, much more of the old despised 
mother building remiuning than of the much desired 
and prized house on the banks of the Severn. 

The Abbey was built in the shape of a Roman 
cross. Itfi length is 2 1 3 feet ; its breadth across the 
two aisles, 60 ; and the length of the two transepts 
from north to south, 100. A glance shows that it 
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was built at the period of the introduction of Early 
English, when the Norman arch yras only beginning 
to be diBUsed. The building is thus very interesting 
aa showing the pointed style in its earliest and 
simplest forms. The chief remains are those of the 
conventual Church. The aisles have been separated 
from the nave by pointed arches, springing from 
columns of the plainest description. The tower, of 
which part of two sides remains, has been supported 
by four bold pointed arches. Throughout the church 

' we find the round-headed arch and the pointed one 
used with almost equal frequency, the older form 
often enough appearing in the waU above the more 
recent one. The Early English prevails in the east 
and west end, some of the arches being as elegant as 

• they are plain and unadorned. The site of the 
chapter-house can be made out, and there lao a few 
other unimportant fragments of the monastic build- 
ings. At the Dissolution, according to Dugdale, the 
annual revenue of this religious house was £71 : 3 : 2. 
Speed makes it £112 : 1 : 5. Part of the priory 
buildings have been convertfd into an inu.^ 

Tredeqab, on ths western border of the county, 
can be conveniently reached by rail from Aberga- 
venny. Not many years ago it was an insignificant 
village : now it is a larg^ and prosperous town, with

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a population in 1881 of 17,951. The town owes ite 
growth to the eatablishment of extensive iron-works 
and collieries, and the construction of the Sirbowy 
Railway. The principal street ia called Church 
Street, and immediately in its centre stands the 
Market House, which was erected by the chief em- 
ployers of labour. A market is held every Saturday, 
and is generally well attended. 

The Church, a modem edifice in the mixed style 
of architecture, is dedicated to St George. It is an 
elegant and well-proportioned building, capable of 
accommodating a large congregation. There are also 
two chapels In connection with the Baptist and 
Wesley an denominations. 

Bedwelty parish, of which Tredegar forms a por- 
tion, is the most extensive in the county, including ' 
a conuderable portion of the western border. It 
contains the mother-chnrch, an old and uninteresting 
buQding, and is also the seat of extensive mining 
operations. 
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CAEELEON.

CaeklbOn is a decayed town of much antiquity, 
No towD in Monmouthehire can boast of older 
memoriee, traditionary or hiBtoricaL Geoffrey of 
MoQinouth draws a glowing, picture of ita magnifi- 
cence in the time of King Arthur : — " The magnifi- 
cence of the royal palace, with lofty ^ded roofs that 
adorned it, made it even rival the grandeur of Rome." 
Arthur and the Knights of the Eound Table passed 
away j and in due time came the Bomans, who, find- 
ing it convenient for their purpose, made a settlement 
here, giving it the name of Isca Silurum. They forti- 
fied it strongly, aa the remaiue still extant prora 
Under the Bomans it was the capital of Briiannia 
Secunda, and in importance and size the town next 
to London of those times. Many worka of antiquity 
are to be met with, such as parts of the wall by 
which the town was surrounded, the site of the 
amphitheatre and the fosse. The inhabitants often 
dig up portions of armour, stone coffins, coins, rings, 
etc The walls, built by the Bomans, were com- 
posed of brick, and some historians say they were 
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three miles in circumference. At the height of ita 
importance the place contained three churches besides 
a cathedral, also baths and large structures of various 
kinds. Later, Caerleon was celebrated as a seat of 
learning ; and we find Giraldns Cambrensis, in the 
12th century, describing it as a place of much 
magnificence. 

The modem town is but a poor one, consisting 
mainly of two streets of old and irregularly -built 
houses. The Usk, here crossed by a handsome 
bridge, is navigable, and affords daily communica- 
tion with Newport 

The Church, dedicated to St. Cadocus, ia of no 
interest It is pleasantly situated, and the church- 
yard has some quaint inscriptions in verse. 

Near the church ia a well-arranged and lighted 
Muaemn, containing an interesting collection, chiefly 
of Bomwi coins, vases, bottles, and other relics found 
in and near the town. There is a Market House, 
supported on pillars. 

Of Isca SUurwn there are numerous and interesting 
remains. The wall can be traced, and its structure 
seen, in some places. The wall has had a gate, well 
defended, on each of its four sides. The greatest 
thickness of the wall has been 11 or 12 feet 
In a field on the right bank of the river, and outside 
of the wall, is a hollow, called by the' people King 
Arthur's Bound Table, but really a Boman amphi- 
theatra Its greatest length is 220 feet, and its 
greatest breadth 190. On excavation, ranges of 
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stone seats have been discovered, leaving no doubt 
of the nature of the original erection. Boman 
remains are often found in all parte of Caerleon. 
There can be no doubt that it was a place of veiy 

great importance during its occupation by the'Bomane. 

On a prominent eminence overlooking Caerleon, 
atid about half a mile distant, la the hamlet of Christ- 
CHURCE. It has a finely-situated Church, consisting 
of nave, aisles, and chancel, with tower at west end. 
There is a Norman doorway in the south side of the 
church. In the interior, in the floor near the entrance 
to the chancel, is a monumental stone, dated 1376, 
with the figures in outline of John Conner and 
Isabella hia wife. There is an aumbry in the south 
wall of chancel, and a piscina with some rather 
peculiar sculpture at the end of the south aisle. The 
tower is worth ascending for the sake of the view it 
affords of the surrounding country and of the Bristol 
ChanneL

Chepstow is finely situated on the slope of a hill 
on the west bank of the Wye, near its confluence 
with the Severn. Of the date of its foundation we 
have no certain information ; but of its great antiquity . 
there can be no doubt. By some it is supposed to 
stand almost on the site, and to have been built 
from the ruins, of an ancient city called " Venta," 
which was situated to the west of the present town. 
The early Britons denominated it Cos Gwhmt, evi- 
dently for the purpose of distinguishing it from the 
old city of Caer Whent. Its present name may be 
derived from the pure Saxon words "chepe" a 
market, and "atowe" a town, Chepstow Castle 
was erected soon after the Norman Conquest by 
William Fitz-Osbome, Earl of Hereford, on a rocky 
precipice overlooking the river Wye, to protect his 
neighbouring possessions. It subsequently passed to 
the Pembroke family, then to that of Clare, descend- 
ing to the Plantageuets, the Herberts, and the 
Somersets, and is now the property of the Duke of 
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Beaufort GbepBtow is not incorporated, being under 
the control of the county magistracy ; his Grace the 
Duke of Beaufort is lord of the manor, £md holds 
conrt-leets occasionally. The streets of Chepstow, 
unlite those of moat small towns, are broad and even 
handsome; the houses are for the moat part well 
built^ and present a neat appearance ; a plentiful 
supply of pure water, together with the introduction 
of gas, has of late years much improved the town. 
Being favourably situated for commerce, it must 
eventually become a place of considerable importance. 
The present trade is by no means small ; for this is 
a bonded port for timber, wines, and spirits, and 
does a good trade in timber, bark, coals, iron, and 
grindstones. The elegant iron bridge which spans 
the Wye replaced a rude structure of wood about 
forty years ago. It is 533 feet long, and cost nearly 
:£20,000 J it forms the chief communication between 
the counties of Monmouth and Gloucester. The 
South Wales Railway, communicating with the Great 
Western and North of England lines at Gloucester, 
passes at the east end of the town, where there is a 
station, which is an additional attraction to Chepstow. 
Markets are held every Wednesday and Saturday. 

The Castle first claims attention. This fortress, 
the ruins of which are still so imposing, dates from 
the time of the N'orman Conquest, though there can 
be no doubt that both Britons and Saxons were con- 
scious of the strength of the position, and erected on 
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it Bome kind of fortification. The Caatel Gwent or 
' Casgvent of the Britons, and the ChepeBtowe of the 
Saxons, was called by the Normans Striguil; bnt 
gradually the Saxon name, which had never entirely 
ceased to be naed, displaced thia designation. In 
the time of the Parliamentary wars this castle under- 
went three aieges. It was gamgoiied for the king in 
1645, but taken by Colonel Morgan and a body of 
Parliamentary troops, who held it till 1648, when it 
was surprised by a regiment of royalist cavalry. 
Cromwell proceeded in person to recover this im- 
portant post, and after a brief siege took it by assault 
From that time it gradually sank into rains. Much 
care is now, however, taken of its still extensive 
remains. 

The site of the castle ia very prominent and strong, 
at least according to the standard of the times when' 
it was constructed. On one aide the river Wye 
washes the base of the cliff on which it stands, and 
towards the land it has been defended by a deep 
ditch. The entrance is on the east side, through a 
Norman arch, guarded by two strong towers, and 
closed by a massive iron-plated door. Above may 
be seen the grooves of the portcullis. The castle 
occupies three acres of ground, and consists of four 
courts. The first court has the domestic offices, in- 
cluding the large banqueting room, now occupied as 
a residence by the person in charge of the rain. The ' 
most interestii^ portion of this court ia the tower in 
its south-east corner, called Marten's Tower, because 
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here Heiuy Marten, one of the " regicides " of Charles 
I., vaa confined for twenty years. The chapel or 
oratory in this court ia deserving of notice. Passing 
throagh the second court, which haa a circuhir tower 
to the land side, the third court is entered. Here is 
a very interesting building, commonly called the 
chapel, but thought by some to be a hall of state. 
The architecture of the chapel is very rich. It is 90 
feet long by about 30 broad. The fourth court con- 
sists of outworks, which could be abandoned if neces- 
sary, the connection between them and the third 
court being by a drawbridge. It may be mentioned 
in connection with this castle that Bishop Jeremy 
Taylor was imprisoned here for a short time, on the 
charge of insurrection. 

The Chobce will fill the ecclesiologiat with 
mingled feelings. Its western entrance is a gem of 
Norman work ; and its interior has very much the 
aspect of onb of the common and larger kind of 
Dissenting meeting-houses. The church, which is 
dedicated to St. Mary, was formerly connected with 
the Benedictine Priory of Cormeil, in Normandy. A 
monastery of the same order existed here from the 
time of the Normans, under the name of Strigule, 
which, in spite of various misfortunes, managed to 
exist till the Dissolution, when its annual value was 
£32. 

The west doorway, as has been already said, is 
the main attraction of this church. It consists of a 
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Bsries of five receding archoB, rising on each side &om 
as m&ny cylindrical columns. The ornamentation of 
each arch is different, and the effect of the whole is 
exceedingly fine. On either side of the doorway is 
a low blank arch, springing from columns of the same 
height as those of the entrance arch, and adorned 
with zigzag mouldings. 

There toe several interesting monuments in the 
interior. On a slab in the fioor of the vestibule of 
the church is the epitaph of Henry Marten, written 
by himselt The inscription is worth copying : — 

September the Ointh, Year of onr Lord 
1680, 
Wae bvrried a trve EoglUhman, 
Wlo in Berkahiere was well knowne 
To love hia Covntry's Frasdoin 'bove hia owne ; 
Bvt, liveing immvrad Ml triety Year, 
Had time to writ, as doth appear, 

Bis Epitaph. 
Here at els nhere, alia one to jor, to me, 
Earth, air' or water gripes mj Ohostleas dvat.

Henry Marten was bom in 1602. He was one of 
the judges who signed the death-warrant of Charles 
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I., and was on very intimate terms with Cromwell. 
Alter the Bestoiation he waa condemned to perpetual 
imprisonment. He died, aa the inscription indicates, 
in 1680, and was buried in the chancel of this church. 
His bones were subsequently removed by a loyal 
Ticar to the nave, which was considered a less sacred 
part of the church. The tombstone is now in the 
enter lobby. There are two old tombs in the chanceL 
One of them bears the recumbent effigy of Mai^aret, 
wife first of Thomas Shipman, and next of Bichard 
Gleyton, and beyond her the kneeling figures of her 
two husbands. All the effigies are coloured. The 
tomb has also the effigies of the lady's twelve children, 
and is further adorned with the painted figures of 
Time and Death, and with arms and emblems of 
mortality. Its date is 1620. Opposite is a superb 
monument to the memory of Henry, second Earl of 
Worcester, and Elizabeth bis wife. Their efCgies lie 
under a canopy supported by Corinthian pillars, and 
are in a good state of preservfttion. The costume of 
this and the other monument is deserving of atten- 
tion. 

Chepstow has numerous places of interest in its 
vicinity. Four miles northward is the magnificent 
Abbey of Tintekn, sepwately described in a subse- 
quent part of this work. 

Four miles to the south -west is Gaeswznt, 
the Venla SUwum of the Eomans, but now quite 
a small village. It is, however, very interesting 
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to the antiquary from the extensive remains of un- 
doubted Boman work which it exhibits. The Eoman 
town has been enclosed by a strong wall, 10 or 12 
feet in tiiicknesB, constructed in the usual way — a 
careful, regular atone-facing outwardly; behind, a 
concrete of broken stones and pebbles with mortar ; 
and an embankment of earth behind alL The wall 
can be easily traced in many places. Numerous 
Boman remains have been discovered from time to 
time. The village Church is in a conspicuous position, 
but is uninteresting. 

A bend of the road opposite to Caerwent con- 
ducts to the village of Caldicot, where are some 
remains of a castle, said to have been erected by the 
Anglo-Saxons. By some historians it is credited to 
Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of Hereford, and its date 
the 12th centiiry. It is called by Camden "a shell 
belonging to the constables of England," by whom it 
was held by virtue of their office. The remains are 
pretty extensive, the area occupied by them being 
about 100 yards by 75. A small part of the build- 
ing is probably Saxon, but the rest is clearly Gothic, 
and therefore of much more modern date. The 
village possesses nothing of interest. 

PORTSEEwrr, some 2 miles to the south-east of 
Caldicot, was the site of a palace of King Harold, of 
which there are no remains. Near Portskewit is 
SUBBROOK, with some picturesque ruins of an old 
chape), situated on the border of an andent encamp- 
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ment on the bank of the Severn. The encampment, 
which is probably Roman, is in the form of a bent 
bow, the ends coming to the bank of the river. 

MA.THERN, on the shore of the Severn, a mile and 
half nearer Chepstow, formerly possessed a palace of 
the Bishops of LlandafF. The building is now a 
farmhouse. Varioua bishops are buried in the church, 
which does not, however, possess any old monuments 
or architectural attractions. 
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Monmouth, the chief town of the county, although 
not the most important, is situated at the junction 
of the rivers Wye and Munnow, and near the mouth 
of the latter, from which its name is derived. Each 
of these rivers is crossed by means of a stone bridge, 
whilst a third bestrides the Trothy, a email stream 
which enters the Wye a short distance from the 
town. Monmouth is most delightfully situated in 
the midst of high hills and richly cultivated valleys, 
the eminences generally being clothed with thick 
woods, and presenting to the eye a pleasing diversity 
of' attractive scenery. This town is fixed by many 
antiquarians as the site of the Eoman Station Slestmm. 
There are, however, no existing traces of such a dis- 
tant antiquity. The most venerable memorials of 
the past connect the town with the early period of 
the Sazon rule. It is evident that it has been 
surrounded by walls and a moat on the sides unpro- 
tected by the river. Four gates, the moat, and por- 
tions of the wall, existed in Leiand's time ; one gate 
remains to this day, but the walls have been do- 
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molished, and only a small part of the moat can be 
traced. History assigns all these fortificationB to the 
SazoDB, who garrisoned the town to maintain their 
conquests between the Severn and the Wye, and to 
repel the incursions of the Welsh. The ruins of the 
castle are still to be sodn on an eminence above the 
^Munnow. Therp are no clear acooimts of its erection. 
tJamden ascribeBit to JohBof Monmouth, who lived 
a the reign of Henry III., while the Domesday Book

letownconsistsprincipallyofone long street, &om 
vich others divei^ on either side ; the footpaths are 
bad and well paved, and the streets are lighted 
1 gas. The houses are almost idl well built, and 
[lost of them possess considerable garden grounds. 
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Water is abundantly aapplied by meaoB of pipes com- 
manicatJDg with a reservoir. The chief trade of 
Monmouth consiste in supplying the adjacent inland 
country with articles of merchandise, etc. Communi- 
cation with Bristol is afforded by means of the Wye ; 
coals are brought into the town by railway from the 
Forest of Bean, about 7 mites distant ; the manufac- 
ture of bricks and tiles is carried on, and there are 
some extensive flour-mills in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood. The town, as before stated, in conjunc- 
tion with Newport and Usk, returns a member to 
Parliament The date of its first charter is the 37th 
Henry VlII. The local government, since the paafi- 
ing of the Beform Bill, is vested in a mayor, two 
bailiffs, four aldermen, and twelve councillors, with 
the usual attendants, etc, under the style of the ' 
"mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty of the town and 
borough of Monmouth." The citizens of Monmouth, 
by an ancient charter which they possess, are exempt 
from all toll, tonnage, etc., throughout England. 
Quarter sessions and assizes for the county are held 
here ; there is also a county court for the recovery . 
of small debts. 

This town is about equidistant from Ross, Chep- 
stow, and Fontypool, with which it is connected by 
railway. The views from the line between Koas and 
Chepstow are very charming. 

Of MoNHOtJTH Castle the remains, which occupy 
a Gne position, are small and unimportant. lite 
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style is that of the transition from the Konnan to 
the Gothic It was the birthplace of Henry V,, 
called in history Heniy of Monmouth. 

St. Thomas's Church is just beyond Uie Munnow 
Bridge and its ancient gateway, at the entrance to 
Monmoath from the railway station. To the ecclesi- 
ologist it will probably be the most interesting object 
in the town, being a good specimen of Norman archi- 
tecture, rebuilt and "restored." It consists of a nave 
and chancel, and turret, with grotesque figares at its 
comers, surmounting the western gable. The west 
front has a very beautiful Nonuan doorway. It 
consists of four deeply-receding arches, rising from 
four cylindrical columns on either side, and adorned 
with the zigzag and other ornamentations. There 
is a doorway in a plainer style in the north wall of 
the nave, sud another in the north wall of chancel 
The east end of the chancel has three narrow 
round-headed lights. There are no monuments of 
importance ; hut an ancient font deserves notice. 

The parish Church of St. Mart contains many 
monumental tablets and a fine organ. The bells, 
eight in number, were, according to tradition, -brought 
from France by Henry V. The only part of the 
original building is the tower and steeple, which is 
over 200 feet high. 

Near it is the site of a Bemdictine Priory, interest- 
ing as containing the study of Geoffrey of Monmouth. 
All that remains now is the oriel window of the room 
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supposed to hare been Geofi'reT'B study. It is adorned 
with quaint monstrous heads and other sculptures. A 
school nov occupies the site of the building. 

PUBUC Buildings. — The TowvrHdl is a neat and 
commodious structure, situated in Agiucourt Square. 
It ia ornamented on \\& frout with a statue of King 
Henry V., beneath which is inscribed — 



The Market-House is a commodious building, ex- 
cellently adapted for ite purpose. 

The Cownty Qaol, built on the side of a hill, is a. 
massive building of stone, on the plan of Howard, 
and is remarkable for its strength and excellent 
internal arrangements. 

Among the Charities is a free grammar school, 
situate near the Wye Bridge, founded in the reign 
of James L for 100 poor boys of the town. The 
buildings are very spacious, and the headmaster's 
reception-room has three stained glass windows bear- 
ing the arms of the founder. 

In the neighbourhood of Monmouth is a Oemelery, 
beautifully laid out. 

A favourite resort of the townspeople and visitors 
is the Kymin, a lofty hill on the east side of the town. 
On its summit there is a handsome pavilion for the 
accommodation of visitors, and also a naval temple, 
about 12 or 13 feet square (now falling into decay), 
. the cornice of which is ornamented with busts of the 
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most distinguished naval officers, one part bearing 
the following inscription : — 

" This hatoI temple was erected, August ISOO, to perpetuate 
the names of those noble admirals vho distiugniahed themselves 
b;/ their glorious victories far England in the last and preceding 
nars, and is respectfully dedicated to her Grace the Dnchesa of 
Beaufort, daughter of Admiral Boscaven." 

About a mile from the Kj'min, on the edge of a 
lofty precipice, stands an inunenee Druidical altar, 
known by the name of Buckdone. It is very irregular 
in form, somewhat resembling an inverted pyramid, 
its height is 11 or 12 feet, its circumference at the 
bottom is 4 feet, at the top abont 56 feet. -Its 
aummit commands a good view of Gloucestershire, 
Herefordshire, and Monmouthshire, the prospect being 
terminated by the Welab mountains, 

ItAaLA.N Castle, about a mile from the Eaglan 
Path station (8 miles from Monmouth), whence a 
footpath leads direct to it through the fields, ia a 
singplarly picturesque and interesting ruin. This 
fortress belongs to the reign of Henry V., and the 
more modem part to the time of Charles I. Its 
construction is probably due to William ap Thomas, 
and his son the Earl of Pembroke, though undoubtedly 
parts were added by the Earls ■ of Worcester. A 
castle was founded here by one of the Clares in the 
13th century, from which time, for nearly 200 years, 
we know nothing of its history. .It afterwards be- 
longed to the Berkeleys and Herberts; and in 1491, 
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on the death of the Earl of Pembroke, it passed into 
the hands of Sir CharleB Somerset, who, ic right of 
his wife (tiie heiress of the house of Herbert^ bore 
the title of Baron Herbert of Bagland, Chepstow, 
and Gower. Eaglan was the last castle that defied 
the power of Cromwell. Kii^ Charles I, stayed here 
after the battle of Naseby^ 

The castle ia of great extent, and some of its 
apartments have been of much grandeur. Its differ- 
ent apartments can be made out with tolerable exact- 
ness. It consists of two parts — the one containing 
the kitchen, rooms for officers of the castle, great 
hall, chapel, eta ; and the other comprising the 
citadel or keep, isolated by its moat from the rest of 
the building, but of course connected with it by a 
drawbridge. It is called Twr-Melyn-y-Gwent, and 
is a detached building of great height, situated to 
the south of the castle at the approach to the grand 
entrance. 

The visitor can walk round the summit of the 
walls, which are very picturesquely ivied, and afford 
pleasant, though not very extensive views. The 
outer walls are between 600 and 700 yards in cir- 
cumference. 

The village of Ragland possesses an old Church, 
with squaire embattTed tower, dedicated to St. Cadocue. 
Three Earls of Worcester are buried in this church ; 
but the only monuments left are two mutilated effi- 
gies, male and female. 

About a mile from Monmoath is Troy Souse, the 
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seat of the Duke of ^Beaufort. It is a noble mansion, 
standing in the midel of a well-wooded park, watered 
by the small liver Trothy, and is chiefly interesting 
to the tourist as containing an ancient chimney-piece 
of carved oak, which formerly adorned the state-room 
at Baglan Castle, besid^ the cradle in which King 
Henry V. was laid, and the sword he used at thft 
battle of Agincourt

Newport is a flourishing seaport and borough, both 
parliamentary and mnnicipal, distant from Monmouth 
about 26 miles, and admirably adapted for commerce, 
being situated upon the river Usk, which runs through 
the county, dividing it into two unequal parts. This 
river (which ifl crossed by an elegant stone bridge of 
fire arches, varying in span from 55 to 70 feet, 
erected some years ago at a cost of above £10,000) 
is here navigable for vessels of the largest size, hav- 
ing a very high and rapid tide, whilst its wharves 
and'jettiea afford every facility for loading and un- 
loading ships. Although the town ia comparatively 
modem, it occupies the site of an ancient village. 
GiralduB Cambrensis, who lived in the 12th century, 
calls it Novas Bvrgus, or New Town (the tidjoining city 
of Caerleon being then much decayed), from which its 
present name is derived. It formerly possessed a 
castle, the remains of which are visible on the east 
side of the town, and now serve the purposes of a 
brewery. The castle was evidently intended for the 
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defence of the river, as the side f&cing the stream is 
ornamented with towers, whilst on the land side 
there is only a common wall. The walls are pierced 
with a few small Gothic windows. The first charter 
of incorporation, granted to the town hj King Edward 
II., is not now extant, the inhabitants having suffered 
the privileges it conferred to remain in abeyance till 
the reign of James I., when they received a new Act, 
under which the town was governed until the passing 
of the Municipal Eeform Bill In 1839 Mewport 
was the centre of a considerable Chartist outbreak. 
The rioters, under the command of the well-known 
Frost, came down from the hills in considerable 
numbers and invested the town, but were defeated 
by a small number of soldiers and a few special con- 
stables. Frost, Wiliiams, and Jones were tried at 
Monmouth and found guilty of high treason. Their 
sentence was commuted into one of transportation 
for life. Some years ago a general amnesty was 
granted to all under sentence of punishment for 
political offences, and the veteran leader of the 
Chartists returned to his native county. 

Its situation, as has beeii already remarked, makes 
Newport an eminently favourable centre for trade 
and manufactures. Its Docks, which were opened 
in 1842, cover an area of above 10 acres, and nearly 
a quarter of a million pounds sterling was expended 
in their construction. Coal and iron wharves extend 
from Pillgwenlly to Newport, a distance of nearly 2 
miles, and a considerable trade is done in coal, iron, 
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timber, com, and slate, and in the matiufactare of 
sails, cables, chaisB, ropes, steam-boilers, etc. etc. 
The town poBaesses, in canals and railways, ample 
means of commnnication with the neighbouring dis- ' 
tricts of the country. Its appearance generally is 
neat and clean, the streets being well paved and the 
houBea well built ; gas of an unusuid brilliancy, owing 
to the excellent quality of coals, is obtained here ; 
there ia also a plentiful supply of pure water. Two 
markets are held weekly, viz., on Wednesday and 
Saturday : there are also four fairs during the year. 
A large nnmber of the inhabitants are engaged in the 
mining and iron manufacture industries of the neigh- 
bourhood. 

The remains of Newport Castle are of slight 
importance. They ajre on the bank of the Usk, close 
to the bridge. The building is used for the purposes 
of a brewery. 

St. Woolos Church, the principal ecdeuaatical 
edifice, occupies a very commanding position on an 
eminence called Stow Hill, which overlooks the town. 
It consists of nave, aisles, chancel, with porch and 
tower at west end. In a Decorated niche in the 
upper course of the tower is the headless figure of a 
knight. The chancel, of the old church is used aa 
the nave of the present one, an addition, by way of 
choir, having been built to the east end. The ori- 
ginal nave is not pewed. At the entrance to the 
original choir is a fine Norman arch. There are two 
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arched Bepulchral tecesaes in the wall of the nave, 
one of them containing a mutilated effigy. There is 
another old monument in the chancel. 

The other churches are Si. PauTs, St. Mar^s at 
Gold Topsj and the Sob/ Trinity in Poller Street 
On the slope of Stow Hill ia a Roman Catholic 
ipel, an elegadf building in the Early English style, 
infant school adjoining it. Nearly opposite 
leat Baptist Chapel. The WtBlmjan Methodist 
in Commercial Street, is a building of con- 
taate ; and the Independent and Fresbytwian 
:e also deserving of notice. 
ort is we^ provided with schools, both 
nal. Board, and Denominational ; and there are 
'usual literary and scientific institutions. 

Public Buildings. — The town is well provided 

with the usual buildings for municipal and general 

Lpurposes. There is a Town-Hall, Market, Barracks, 

The Assembly Booms, a superb building in the 

iQrecian style, completed in 1865,' is an important 

mament to the town.

Coogk 
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' Pencoed Castle is about 6 miles east from New- 
port. It may be reached, along with the places in 
ite neighbourhoQd, from Magor station. The remuns 
are not extensive, consisting of a gateway flanked 
with narrow turrets. A mansion was incorporated 
with the castle at a comparatively recent date ; but 
this has long been used as a farmhouse. 

Penuow Castle is about a mile distant from Fen- 
coed. It was in the possession of the Seymoara nol 
long after the Conquest Its dimensions are small 
and here, as at Pencoed, a farmhouse has been incor- 
porated with the ancient ruin. The principal remnani 
of the fortress is a square tower, with battlements. 

Kehey's Follt, an eminence about 4 miles from 
Newport to the north-east, is worth visiting for the 
magnificent view it commands. A pavOion was 
erected on the eminence by a gentleman of the name 
of Kemeys. Boasting one day to his uncle that he 
had erected a building from which eleven counties 
could be seen, he got this reply from the old gentle- 
man : " I am sorry, nephew, that eleven counties can see 
thy folly," And so it came to bp called Kemey's Folly. 

At this point the tourist is about 2 miles frvm the 
ruins of the old castle of Striguil (a name also 
anciently applied to Chepstow). The remains are 
picturesque, but not extensive, It was probably 
built by Richard Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke and 
Chepstow or Striguil, and took its name from the 
latter title. 
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Ihnb ! Claretux, Crvwn, Three Oranet. 
Picm Newport, 8 niilu, M. ; Uanmantb, 18 S.W.— Fopnlatlan, MU. 
PoNTTPOOL— deriviiig its name from Pont-y-Power 
(Power's Bridge), or Pont-y-PwU (Poo Bridge) — is a 
small, irregularly-formed town, built for the moat 
part in a valley watered by the amall river Avon 
Llwyd. The town has no association with antiquity, 
either in its history or remains. At an early period 
it was a seat of the iron trade ; and it was also cele- 
brated for the manufacture of japanned ware, now 
discontinued, which was invented here in the reign 
of Charles II., and Bold under the name of Pontypool 
ware. The manufactures of tin and iron are carried 
on extensively throughout the district, and so rapidly 
have those sources of employment extended, that the 
population of the parish has largely increased within 
recent years. The Newport and Pontypool Railway 
passes through the town, and adds greatly to its 
commerce. The only buildings which attract atten- 
tion are the Town Hall, huilt at the expense of Capel 
Hanhury Leigh, Esq., the Club House in George 
Street, and the Bristol and West of England Bank. 
The Church, or rather chapel of ease to Treve- 
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than, dedicated to St. James, is a amall and plain 
building, possessing no architectural attractions. 
There are several chapels in connection with various 
bodies of Diasenters, including Baptists, Wesleyans, 
Friends, and Roman Catholics. The total number 
of places of worship in the parish is 37. A market 
is held every Wednesday and Saturday, and there 
are three fairs during the year. 

On an eminence to the right of the town is Ponl-y- 
Pool Park, the residence of C. Hanbury Leigh, Esq., 
who presented the town with a town-hall. 

Three miles from Pontypool rises the immense 
mountain Mynydd Maen, abounding in steep and 
abrupt declivities, and possessing inexhaustible stores 
of mineral wealth. 

A mile and a half north from Pontypool is the 
populous village of Trevethan, containing extensive 
coal and iron works, which employ a considerable 
portion of the population. Its principal object of 
interest is the Church, which is dedicated to St. 
Cadocus,' and was rebuilt about ten years ago by 
public contributions. It contains a handsome clock, 
an elegant font, and a beautiful stained window, 
given by John Harley, Esq., but no monuments of 
importance. The living, annexed to that of the 
adjoining parish of Llanover, is in the gift of the 
Bishop of Landaff. 

The Crdhlin Viadcct, on the railway between 
Pontypool and Merthyr, will well repay a visit. 
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Cnimlin is 6 miles from PontypooL This wotk ia 
almost unique as a combination of engineering Bkill 
and picturesque beauty. The viaduct is in ten spans 
of 150 feet each, and is constructed of "Warren's 
Girders," supported on piers consisting of an ingenious 
framework of cast-iron tubes, braced together, and 
tapering from the base to the top, which is 200 feet 
high. The cost of the bridge, which, thongb appar- 
ently of airy lightness, is really of great strength, 
was about £62,000, or £iI7 per foot ma In its 
construction were used 2401 tons of iron supplied by 
the Blaenavon Iron Compimy, and the castings were 
manufactured at Messrs. Kennard's works at Falkirk 
in Scotland. 

The scattered hamlets of this western district con- 
tain nothing that need detain the tourist; but the 
scenery is very wild and picturesque, 

EAGLAN CASTLE. 
In the vicinity of Monmouth (p. 1 49). 
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Thi8 magnificent ruin, the chief attraction of Mon- 
moathsbire, and indeed, of the whole district tra- 
versed by the Wye, is most speedily and conveniently 
reached from Chepstow, whence it is four miles 
distant. Boats may be bad, if required, to ascend 
the river ; and it need hardly be said that the sail ie 
a very pleasant one. It misses, however, one import- 
ant and charming feature of the land excursion — the 
view from Winddiff, to be presently noticed. 

The road, after leaving Chepstow, lies almost in a 
straight line for two miles. At a mile from Chepstow 
the gate of Piercefield Fark is reached, and for rather 
more than a hiOe from this point the road rune close 
to the wall of the park. Visitors are admitted at 
stated times to the grounds,^ which are very exten- 
sive and beautiful At about two miles from Chep- 
stow is the neat hamlet of St. Aevans, which 
possesses a homely little church not worth turning 
aside to examine. The Tiotem road is indicated by 
a toll-bar, and is near the entrance to the village. 
A few hundred yards beyond the toll-bar a road with

a gate at its entrance strikes off on the left through 
the fielda. Following thia roa<i, and taking a path 
on his right when he reaches the wooded hill, the 
tourist will reach the summit of WinM,iff. The view 
from this point is not only magnificent ; it is also 
unique of its kind. Sheer down for hundreds of 
feet from the spot where the tourist stands goes a 
wooded precipice, and in an immense sweep on either 
hand stretches a steep densely-wooded amphitheatre, 
the Wye sweeping round its base, and the pretty 
hamlet of Lancaut lying within it. When the eye 
travels beyond this — the main feature of the land- 
scape — it takes in a great extent of country, including 
Fiercefield Park, Chepstow, and the Severn on the 
right; and Berkeley Castle, Thombury Church, in 
Gloucestershire, to the left, with many distant sum- 
mits filling in the view. Koscoe says of this view — 
" The grouping of the landscape is perfect. I know 
of no picture more beautiful, Inexhaustible in detaUa, 
of boundless extent, and yet marked by such grand 
and prominent features, that confusion and monotony, 
the usual defects of a very wide prospect, are com- 
pletely avoided." A footpath, indicated by a notice- 
board, shows the way to Moss CoUagt, at the foot of 
the cliff. At this pretty cottage visitors can rest and 
obtain refreshments. There is also a pavilion on the 
snmmit of the cliff, ivhere picnic parties can find 
accommodation. From Moss Cottage to Tin tern 
Abbey the distance is rather more than a mile. 
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TiNTBRM Abbet is charmingly situated on the 
west bank of the Wye, and is Burrounded by Bcenery 
that very materially heightens its picturesque effect. 
Its name is supposed to be derived from the Welsh 
words IHn, a fortress, and 2Vynt, a sovereign. It is 
stated that Theodoric, King of Glamorgan, retired to 
a hermitage on this site after he had resigned the 
throne to his sou Maurice. Possibly he fortified his 
cell so far as to be able to guard against assaults from 
either side of the border, and thus gave origin to the 
name. The abbey was founded in 1131 by Walter 
Fitz-Richard de Clare, for monks of the Cistercian 
order, and dedicated to St Mary. In the following 
year it underwent a change in consequence of the 
death of its founder, who was succeeded by his 
nephew Gilbert de Clare, afterwards created first 
Earl of Pembroke. This nobleman, who considerably 
augmented the original foundation, died about the 
year 1148, and was interred within the precincts. 
Eichard, second Earl of Pembroke, was the next 
possessor of the estate, and at his death the abbey, 
with other property, came to the family of the Earls 
of Norfolk, one of whom is said to have completely 
rebuilt it about the close of the 13th century. The 
unfortunate Edward II. took refuge for a time fn 
this abbey from the pursuit of his queen Isabella. 
At the Dissolution the site was granted by the king 
to Henry, second Earl of Worcester, whose descend- 
ants still possess it. Its annual revenue at that time 
amounted to £256 ; lis. 
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The Church ia in the form of a Latin croaa. Its 
length in the interior, from the extreme east to the 
great west window, is 228 feet 6 inches, ita greateet 
hreadth is 151 feet ; the height of the centre arches 
is about 70 feet, of the smaller ones 30 feet j the 
eastern window is 64 feet in height, whilst the one 
at tlie western end iB about 43 feet high and 25 
wide The style of architecture is the Early Decor- 
ated. The walla are almost entire, but the roof and 
towers have fallen, so that the interior is fully ex- 
posed to the influence of the weather. On entering, 
the visitor is strnck with its magnificent proportions 
and beautiful details. A portion of the original tile 
paving still remains in the south aisle of the nave, 
although much defaced by long exposure to wet 
The four lofty arches which supported the central 
tower retain their original proportions ; the east 
. window, with the exception of one tall mullion, has 
disappeared. The west window is in tolerable pre- 
servation ; it combines lightness and elegance with 
beauty and excellence.* Just outside the church are 
two very interesting crosses, which appear to be of 
about the same age. One of them bears a pastoral 
staff, and is inscribed — "Jacet Eenrkvs de Lancavt 
gvondam abbas de volo." There are several other

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monnmental slabs and fragments of sculptures 
scattered about in different directions, betokening 
the wonderful variety with which the sculptors of 
the middle ages expressed their ideas in such works.' 
The remains of the monastic buildings are num- 
erous and interesting. The HospUium is a fiuely- 
proportioned apartment, measuring 85 feet long by 
28 feet broad, and having a central row of columns 
to support the vaulting. Here the monks dispensed 
their hospitality to their wandering brethren, and to 
travellers. Tintem was celebrated among the mon- 
asteries of England for good living and lavish hospit- 
ality. The Befedory is about the same length as the 
Hospitium, but 6 feet broader, and has in the centre 
of the west side a groined and vaulted niche about 
3 feet above the surface of the apartment, which 
probably served the purpose of a lectem, whence 
pious lessons were read to the monks whilst at dinner. 
The Buttery Hvkk is complete, as is also a flight of 
steps in the north transept, by which the church was 
connected with the domestic portions of the abbey. 
Traces of a Chapter-Souse, and Cloister and DormUory, 
also exist. The visitor can ascend the ruins of the 
church, and traverse a considerable part of the tran- 
sept at a great height from the ground. The view 
from different points of this upper walk is consider- 
ably striking, and gives one perhaps better concep-

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tiona of the proportions of the church than could be 
gained merely from a view of the ruins from the 
ground. The beet view of the interior ia obtained 
at the comer on the right of the western entrance. 
A good view of the exterior ia obtained from the 
public road, opposite ite west end, and another from 
a point farther up the village, 

TiNTERN Village (Inns : Royd George, Beaufort 
Arms) is picturesquely situated, but has nothing to 
interest the tourist A house called "Wearend is said 
to have been for a long time the residence of Fielding. 
Tinlem Paraa, at the end of the vUlage, has a small 
church of no importance. 
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Inns : Three Salmons, Kirt^a Head, Caetle, 
From Kewport, 14 miles N.p. : Monmonth, 12 S.W.— Popnlation, 14TI). 

The town of TJak occupies a tongue of land at the 
confluence of the amall river Olwey with the TJsk 
Its early history ia involved in much obscurity j but 
that it is a place of much antiquity is evident from 
the remains of encampments, British and Koman, in 
its vicinity. Many antiquarians consider it the 
Burrium of the Romans. Its present name is sup- 
posed to be derived from the Gaelic ysc, signifying 
water. With the exception of some fighting at the 
time of the Parliamentary war, when Usk Caatle 



events in the history of this town. 

The streets are irregular, but picturesque, the 
houses being for the most part detached from each 
other, and interspersed with gardens and orchards. 
The town is not incorporated, but governed by bailiffs 
and minor officers, yet it elects its own magistrates, 
and has a voice, in conjunction with ^N^ewpoit and 
Monmouth, in the election of one member of Parlia- 
ment. The market is held on Friday, and an addi- 
tional market on the first Monday of each month for 
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the sale of farming stock, etc. The inhabitants are 
moetJy engaged in agriculture, but a good many 
occupf themselves with fishing, salmon and other 
fish being very plentiful. 

UsK Castle, the object of most interest to the 
tourist, stands on a gentle eminence to the north of 
the town. Its ruins are covered with ivy, which 
give it a very picturesque appearance. The most 
interesting portions are Iragments of an entrance 
gateway, now much dilapidated, and several towers, 
besides remains of some of the apartments, the most 
notable of which is supposed to have been the 
banquetiog-hall. The date of its foundation is not 
ascertained. The first record of it goes back to the 
year 1 262, when it was the property of Richard de 
Clare. It subsequently belonged to the Mortimer 
family, and is satd to have been the birthplace of 
Kings Edivard lY. and Kichard IIL, as well as of 
Geoi^e, Duke of Clarence. It is now the property 
of his Grace the Duke of Beaufort. The building 
suffered severely during the Parliamentary wars ; but 
its remains have since been carefully preserved by 
the proprietors. 

The Church, dedicated to St. Mary, ia near the 
castle. It is thought that the two buildings were 
formerly coiinected with each other. The church, 
which was originally cruciform, is now much reduced 
in size, and bears the marks of frequent restoration. 
The tower, in which there are Norman arches. 
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appears to be the oldest part; the body of the 
edifice is in later styles. In the interior there are 
several old monuments, one of which — a very ancient 
brass— bears an inscription which has always per- 
plexed antiquarians, and which has never been satis- 
factorily explained.^ The church was formerly at- 
tached to a Priory, founded by the Earls of Clare in 
the 13th centuiy. 

The scenery in the environs and in the country 
round ia very attractive. The TJsk is crossed here 
by an ornamental stone bridge of five arches. The 
prospect from this bridge is very fine; the moun- 
tains aroasd Abergavenny appear to great advantage ; 
the even ridge of the Blorenge, and the conical form 
of the Sugar Loaf, contrast well with the broken 
summit of the Skyrrid. The rivers abound with 
fish, and anglers will find this place a peculiarly 
eligible station. 

At Campwood, 2 miles from Usk, above the wild 
common of Gwhelwg, or Gowielwig, is an encamp-

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meat of an oval form, about 700 yards in circum- 
ference, and defended by a single ditcL It is over- 
grown with wood, which makes it less easy to get an 
idea of it aa a whole. This encampment is probably 
British. 

Rather more than a mile northwards, on the hill 
overlooking Clytha Castle, is the encampment of 
COKD-Y-BuNEDD. Thls camp is smaller than that of 
Campwood, but is more elaborately defended. On 
its western and northern sides the precipitous nature 
of the ground made it unnecessary to construct more 
than a single ditch ; but on the other sides it is 
fortified with triple ditches and ramparts. The 
entrance is on the east side, and has been strongly 
defended by a tumulus. The style and construction 
of this camp indicate it to be British ; but there 
are some signs that it has also been occupied by the 
Bomans. 

Clttha Castle, which is within a mile of the 
lastrnamed camp, is an elegant modern building in 
the castellated form, buUt in 1790 by William Jones, 
Esq., for the purpose, as an inscription says, "of 
relieving a mind sincerely afflicted by the loss of a 
most excellent wife." The castle is finely situated, 
and commands a chuining view. 

The camp of Craio-t-Gaerctd, about 2 miles 
distant on the Pontypool road, is situated on the* 
west hank of the Usk. It is very irregular in its 
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constmctioD, and is overgrown with brushwood. 
The ditches are in some places more than twenty 
feet deep. On its north-westem side are several 
tumuli, some of which are from IS to 20 feet iu 
height.
